“ Before proceeding to the ordinary business of this meeting the Council 
desire to record their deep sense of the great loos which they and 
Uie Society liave sustained in the death of Sir Arthur Mitchell, 
K.C.R, who had been for forty-eight years a member of the Society, 
and for forty-one years a memlwr of the Council, having held, at 
diOcrent times, with the greatest ability and acceptance, the 
offices of Secretary for twelve years, Foreign Secretary for eight 
yeans Vice-President for three terms of three years each, Repre- 





annivkksary meeting. 
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MnUtivc of the Board of Trustee* for nine years, and Rhind 
Lecturer for three years—a record proViably unexampled in the 
history of the Society. His lectures in 1876-78, which inaugurated 
the Lectureship in Archieology instituted by the late Mr A. H. 
Rhind in connection with the Society, wore exceetlingly popular, 
and after publication attracted much attention by the novelty of 
their treatment of the subject of * The Past in the Present,' and 
the striking originality of the views oxpressetl in discussing the 
question, ‘What u Civilisation 1' His fre<iuent contributions 
to the ProcMding$ of the Society were distinguished by their 
scientific character and grace of literary style, among the last 
being the nildress delivered, by request of the Council, in 1901, 
on the occasion of the jubilee anniversary of the first annual 
issue of the Society’s ProCf^ing$, entitled ‘ The Pre-History of 
the Scottish Area—Fifty Years' work of the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries of Scotland.’ He was also a liberal donor to the Museum 
of objects of special interest, made all the more valuable to science 
by hU descriptions of their history and relations. Keenly 
sensible that they will greatly miss his genial presence, his wide 
scientific and historic knowledge, and his business aptitude and 
sound judgment, which were of such eminent service in all their 
delilierations, the Council desire respectfully to offer to his son 
and the surviving relatives their sincere sympathies with them 
in their bereavement. 

“ The Secretary was instructed to forward a copy of this Minute to 
Mr Sydney Mitchell.” 

Tlie chief characteristics of Sir Arthur Mitchell’s work for the Society 
wore originality and thoroughness. He rarely touched a subject which 
he did not present in new aspects and uncxpecteil relatiuna Among 
his most notable contributions to the Society’s hroct»ling$ were the 
following: “On Various Superstitions in the North-West Highlands and 
Islands of Scotland, especially in relation to Lunacy” (1861), in which 
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he gave startling details of t(U|>erstiUou8 customs which he had found 
still practised, or not yet out of remembrance, in relation to the cure of 
epilepsy and other diseases, and published for the first time extracts 
from the local ecclesiastical records dealing with the sacrifice of bulls 
and other animals for these and similar BUj>etstitious pur]K>ses. Notices 
of some Remarkable DiscoverieN of Rude Stone Implements near Under¬ 
ground Houses in Shetland,” which were of types previously unknown 
to Scottish archeology, and have the special interest that they are 
peculiar to the area of the northern and western islands, were communi- 
cat^l in 1867 and 1869, along with a large and fully representative set 
of the new 8f»ecimcns for the Museum. Not less important, and (>erha{)« 
more generally interesting, was his discovery (os told in the 
vol. ix. p. 568) of the inscribed monuments at Kirkmadrine, Wigtown¬ 
shire, then doing duty as gate-posts to an old btiiying-gruund, which he 
recognised at a glance os having no counterparts anyw'hore else in the 
country, and as Ireing among the earliest, if not the very earliest, 
Christian monuments in Scotland—subsequently descrilied by Mr Uaddun 
as proliably of the fifth century, and memorials of priests connected with 
St Ninian himself. In his “Vacation Notes in Croniar, Burghead and 
Strathspey” (1874), which arc full of original observation of antiquities 
in these districts, he descrilMsl and traced the origin of the peculiar 
custom of “ the Burning of the Clavie ” at Burghead on New Year’s Eve, 
illustrating it by many extracts from local ecclesiastical records showing 
the wide prevalence of the superstitious ceremony of carrying fire round 
such objects os were desired to lie rendered fruitful aud prosperous for 
the coining year, whether cornfields, or fishing-boats, or other things 
which were desired to yield increase. His lost contribution, “A List 
of Trovels and Tours relating to Scotland ” (1901), with supplementary 
list (1905), conUining more than a thousand entries, was a work of great 
labour and researcli, and will be an invaluable source of reference for the 
social and in<lustrial conditions, or the manners and customs, prevailing 
in different {larts of Scotlaml, as set fortli by these writers from time 
to time.

account of the sculptnred cross shaft? recoverpl from St Andrews 
Cathedral by Mr Oidrievu of ILM.

ON FURTHER EXAMINATION OF ARTIFICIAL ISLANDS IN THE 
BEAULY FRITH. IX)CH BRUIACH. LOCH MOY, LOCH OARRY, 
LOCH LUNDY, LOCH OICH. LOCH LOCHY. AND LOCH TREIO. 
By Ke>'. ODO BLUNDELL. O.8.B., F,8.A.8caT. 

In consequence of the wish which was rxprvssetl at the conclusion of 
my paper last year, that further investigation ho made regarding the lake- 
dwellings or craniiogH in the North of Scotland, I have devoted some 
considerable time to the subject, especially during the week from 29th 
July to 5th August, when a sum was place^l at my disposal by the 
Council of this Society, and the Clyde Navigation Trust supplemented 
that grant by the loan of a diving iipparatus gratis. 

It will be best to take the different islanils examined according as 
they occur on the map, working from east to west. To begin witli the 
island on Loch Bruiach. This is situated about ten miles S.W. of Beauly, 
at an elevation of nearly 1000 feet. On the west there is cultimion at 
present to within two miles, but on the other three sides there is nothing 
but bleak moor for miles. There is not a tree to l»e seen nearer than the 
cultivated land on the west, yet at one time this district was fairlr 
populous, and it was cerUinly well wowled at the time that the island 
was built. There are, moreover, numerous prehistoric remains in the near 
vicinity, including some hut circles half a mile to the cast, a very com¬ 
plete stone circle in the village of Bruiach, and two other stone circles 
a quarter of a mile aport just between Beaufort Castle and Belbulnim. 
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Loch Bruiach ia rather more than a mile long by Imlf a mile wide, and 
the ialand (fig. 1) la in the amall bay on Ure north shore, from which it 
ia distant fully a hundred yards. At present it measures 190 feet by 110. 
There are several fair-sited trees growing on it, but these are yearly^ 
being washed away in consequence of the loch having been raised a few 
years ago to afford more water for the mill of Itruiach. I liad visited

this island on two previous occasions, but in liolh these oases the water 
was so high that nothing of the artificial oonstruction could be seen. 
The offer of the Clyde Trust seemed to make one inde|)endent of the 
height of the water, and accordingly the apparatus was sent by rail to 
Beauly, and thence by cart to the side of the loch. The first eight miles of 
the road was moderately good and the strong spring cart got the 10 cwt, 
np the hills fairly easily, but for the last 4 milea there was nothing but 
tlie roughest of peal tracks, so tliat it seemed quite impossible to get such a 
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w«ight ia the locL, The j-reui renfliiiess witli whicb ilf Arch, llaciiuitnld 
offered to Ids liorses md cwls at our iii:t;posaI |jii otder tlmt we 

might have a good try, ovoroirao nil obettAcles^ and the a]ii|)ardtuii was 
safely tak«ti to iho lodi^^idc, Mr Macdoimid, like several otlieta who 
gave me the gfcjiteat a^igUtauee hi ihii! iuveetignllon, would liikir nothing 
for his services^ 

In conaequeuce of the mo&t severe thunder shower that any of the 
comiwinj could remember^ the investigation vem nearly deferred to the 
following day, hut the senous nasortinu of one of tlioso present, tiiat he 
feansl that the water kclpiea were ve^- angry at the iiitrueicn and had 
brought on thrt raiiig decided me to start operations nt onee. Several 
gentlemen from Beady very kindly olferod to assist at the lees respoiisihle 
f)usiticina, and, ultimately a luost intoreating inA|i«ctioii of the hiJanil was 
mode. The Ijanks have a slopo of 1 in 5, and are composed of stones 
of fairly even sise. 

On the nortli-eavt side nf the inland at one si>ot alone five largo joists 
were exposed to view. They wore nliout a foot in diameter, and radiated 
towards the centre of the ielmid. Eight or 0 fust in length could he 
seon, and kliey were distent from each other akmt 3 feet ut their riearor 
end ainl 4 feet ht their further end. A amalkr one which wsg brought 
to llio surface proved to he quite decayed, ns were nlso two of the others, 
but the remniiiing two sn>med fairly sotiUil nt heoft. At other jwiiitii 
one or two hcalns wore viaihle, os also a shorter piece which ap^rtatod to 
have formiid a atrnp or tie, binding n conjde of the siMirs together. I 
motie gp»?at elTorta to Hocure thi»«, and much ri>grittted to have to return to 
the surface without iu From Mr Ales. Frmwr, Knockbuie, I learned 
the next day thnt aucli dw wore imt tinfroquentjy to !»« seen, and that 
the wooden pin which secured the two pitt;ea w-onld U oljout inches 
in diameter. Mrs Hugh Warrand, whoso father was tenant of Benufort, 
Ohio romcml^red bringing home to the keeper's house n cross-piece with 
sneh D pin in it, and sahl that when loft to dry- ft enimhled to dunt. 

An excellent opportunity for observing the constniution was afforded 
aliout the year 1860, when the late CoL tire Hon. Alosteir Fraser cut a 
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«ectioii downwards, nnd large oaken beatn^ were bcoh lying one noroes 
the other (fig. 3), each about 15 iuchea ftcpoaa, and forming squaroi the 
inside measure of which would be about 2 feel.

To com|uijre this island wdth tbnt on I^li Xesa, the fiat Aooring of

U U, nevertholcss, most difficult 
of occeaa, for the Beauly Firth Is ao shallow that even a amall lx>at 
cannot got up at low tide [ whilst if the Visi t bo made ot bjgli lido, there 
k no small diingcr of the boat lidng fofi on the iLandhank, at a consider¬ 
able distance from the wBior. Cairn Dubh ia aituaU?<l almoni exactly 
opiKwite Bunchrew House, in the very centre of the tirtli. At low tide 
it Btmida B feet above the sandbvnk, and mefisutwi 135 fwt from N, to 
B., and ITO fwt from E. to W. The stones, u usunl in such Gowa, ore 
about one cwL in weight, with very Httla imall stuff. Soma lutgn 
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stones are to ha seciL, of which a siitisfactory ^.'^iplnruition is lo be found 
in the fact tliat on more than one oceasiciD lightars cairylug quntry^ 
atoDcfl hnta gono aground st tho ealrit, and have thrown ov^tboard port 
of their atone cargo in order to got nftoat again.

1)^ may mnly ba seen just below 
the stonoB which wedge it Uu The end of another simf was biokcn off 
by one of tlie party to afford ocular demonetratioD to the Inveracsa 
FieM Club that the oak beams really existed. 

Two mQiis east of Calni Dubh ts Cairn Arc, at tlie very mouth of the 
river Nm, on the west or left bank j but little now remains of this, 
although it is mentioned in the old map of 1804, hereoftvr to be 
described. Logs of wood have in recent yean often been seen tbete. 
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Ths I^lajvi on Lodi Mojj ,—At lUk nK^ueat of ievcml meiubeiis of the 
loTemesii Fietil Club, thou$(U rather against my owd vriahes, 1 took th« 
diving appanituo to Loch Moy, the islaiid on which certainly promh%<] 
to be of the very greatest interest. A novel experieoce here met me, 
for the water was so charged with pe«t that 1 conhl ficarce aea my hand 
in front of me, and I could not at ftoy time soe my bonta, whilst the

wator4eleHcope, which in other coaea proved ao UHcful an ailjunct to the 
diving dress, did not penetrate the water one fnot, oa eumpnred with 
12 nnd Ih feet in cjthct loehs. There hod heeii, it is true, a certoiiii 
amotiiit of min, hut «o also lind there been at Loch llruincli and at Loch 
Lochy, w'hore, all the same, the wuter wag quite clear cnongh for my 
pur|>oae. Having antiofied niyaelf that littlo infonnntion could 
galhered under water, I went ashore on the island, wliich certainly beats 
nil the signa of being artifieud- Its blec is no doubt very conaidemhLe, 
viz. 250 yards by SSynrde, or aljout two nerc* auperticiaL In Mr Stnart’a 
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iuonum<intal article on Cmnnogs In the P/rKtfdiiujM of iIie Society, 
March it ia claascd ns artiScinlty formed of wood, of aurrouuided 

witti pilesj'^ whilst in the text he tnetoty says: " I^h of Moy« An 
island oertit the middle, eonei^ttn]^ of 3l«mi *2 acres of ground^ oii which 
the Lalrda af Mackintosh liad a ettcugth,'^ 

This la also ah thnt Dr Munro tins iu his dncienf Lat^- 

DKgllin^e, hut in the Otii SfaiieUrat ArtiOwU the followiiii^ description 
of it is given:— 

** Uy Actual measurement of the loch^ taken on the ien, the greatest 
length is 1| anil the greatest hieadlh ia J of b mile, ^ « , About t)ic 
middle of the lake there is an island consisting of about two acres of 
ground. It liiea X, mvd S. and is nearJy tlio shape of u violin. At the 
S. end of the island there are the remains of a hoilsOi, containing four 
fire rooms, where the tainls of Mack in tosh resided iu tiinoj of troitble. 
Uy nn inscription above the gate, it is said to have Lcbh buUt iu the 
year 16G5 hy Lachlan the 20th Laird of Mackintosh. Adjoining to the 
house there is n garden, plantefl with fruit trees and currant buelie*. 
It appears by the ruins still rcmatniug, that there have fonnorly been 
very extenBivo ImiUiiigs on this island. Tlie remains of a streut, the 
wliule length uf tiie Islantl, with the fouiidationfl of honeei! on each uide, 
are still very visible; and in tJie year 1760 two ovens were discovered, 
OHidt eapahle to contain 4 bushels of meal nuido into bread. In t.be 
year 1422 it tiontaincd a gnirisuh of 400 incri. In ibo^ trouhlesijme 
times when it was necwi^fy to live either in fortified or inaccessible 
places, the Lairds of Mackintosh resided here constantly except in the 
winter eooEons. At the distance of Home hundred yards from this 
there is mi artidcial island fonned, by helping a parcel of large rouitil 
stones upon each other. This place was used for the uoTifinement of 
mnlefactors, l«foto thn abolition of the jiirisdicUon jiowflr, which was 
v<Kite<l in the hands of the chiefs. . . . This place is called EHiuima- 
Clach, V.e, the Stony Isle.^ 

Many of the trace* mentioned above havij lieon ohlitemted in conse¬ 
quence of the ertetiou in 1824 of a very large monument in atone by 
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Ltidf Mnckintosh in memory of h&r huabandi Sir Aene&s Mackintosh ; 
but T am however, to ndd a very inteceslin]^ piece of information 
tliat the loch was lowered i feet Mine years so iliAt tliia niyeteriotifl 
island now stands high and dry* No one viBiting it cam foil to W 
struck by the fact that there is n natuml bench of sand and gmvel all 
the way round, and on this beach there is scarcely a single large stone. 
About hfteen ynrds from the present water's edge the nibble build ing 
comjneucCA and extcndit some yards until the isljuid attAma tlie height 
of 6 fe«t atioTQ the natural sandy beack In view of the fact tliat Hr 
Stuart in IS65 surmised that the iirlntid was artilicial, and recorded tbui 
opinion in the Prpcet!fUjvj«t it seems, now that this «iinoise can so easily 
be verifiial, that thia should ha done. In this I have the promise of 
the assistance of the Inverness Field Clabt 

Ariijiciai I^lantlt fii Loch frurry. — At the invitation of Gapt. 
Ellice of Invergarry I visited, the two islands in Loch Garry, both of 
which have now got to bear the name of Eitean iinn Mhnilclican, 
a name which lias bean rendursd into Zngliah os Vulcan's Island. 
The hwt which we visited is situated opiMnsite the fourth milestone 
from liivergarry, and about 2D0 yards from tbs south side of the loch, 
whicli is here half a mile ncrose. There are reimuns of a causeway from 
the Sr shore, Iwtween which end the island the water Jb of cniudderablo 
depth, well over 20 feat In this case the great tnawi of ateniis ottj just 
such OR ii man could carry fairly easily, and they have cvidejitly been 
brought from the land opposite, lai^ing mostly shaipcomcrei^l flags, with 
very few round stones amangst them. At the corner, however, 
a large piece of natural rook may be scan, lending one to suppose 
that the early buiMera enlarged for thsmaclves a nAtuml position which 
suited them. Although tlm rubble building slopei evenly all round except 
OP one side, yet despite a careful fleaTeh uo wOtulen beams wsro visible ; 
presumably the rock foundnlion rendered binding material uiinccoesmy. 
This method of enlarging a natural rock to inako it large enough for 
habitation mma to have been a common practice in the north cf 
Scotland, the well-known island in Loch Arkoig being another example. 
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Eileiui nan Mhuilchean ta at present difficult to find except when the 
water of Loch (»arry i« very low; for eome years aj^ the accidental 
falling in of rocks at the narrow mouth of the loch had the effect of 
raising the whole volume of water between two and three feet. 

The other of the Loch Gorr)' islands (fig. 6) is situated in what is

known as Little I..och Garry, an offshoot of the larger loch from which 
it is separated by the Narrows. This island can always be seen standing 
about 3 feet out of the water. It measures 20 feet square, and tire 
sides slope gradually until the bottom is reached in nliout 10 feet of 
water, as shown in the elevation given in fig. 6. The floor of the loch 
is muddy and covered with wee^ls, amongst which long timbers may be 
seen running from the nibble and embedding themselves in the mud. 
On the south side at one spot (fig. 7) four of these could be seen, each

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about 3 feet from ilio other at their tioareat end, and Epkjing out to 
5 and G feet at their furthest mUn, Ah much wa S feet of thcao heanis 
wa» vitibie. On the W. and N. eidea njore beoma could he aeen, 
but iheee were inoaily single or in pairs. The rubble building extends 
50 feet rtmnd the islanti and then comes the floor of the loch, which ie 
compc^d of mud and gravel, ho natural rock 1)oing visible. The ati>ues

of which the i&ltind w ccmixwwl are on on avemge ahont a hondred' 
weight, no very Inl^ga stulf lieinK viftihio, nor very small stulF eilhcr 
Loch Lwvtij /.—Very atmilar to the lirst of the Loch Garry inlAnds is 
the island of Loch LunJy, three miles east of it. Tliia island ift fatnons 
in local lore as the nWlo of Ailcan na leine rueidhe, Allan of the Bad 
Shirt, a notorious reiver of the Glengarry sept. HLs miedoeila are almost 
numberles.q. Towards the end of hia Hfo, in the days of his failing 
strength, he is saiii to have onguged a mason to oanstruct a mysterious 
hiding-place for hini near Looh Lundy, the secret of which whs to be 
rovealed to no one. The mason successfully performed the task, and 
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pre5&uU;4 lutnnelf to Allun for payment. The Red'^^hirt hero liATitig 
satisfied himself that the ^orkm^in had faiUiftiUy performed his task, 
paid him the money^ hut os he waa leaving and was already mmc yaid* 
distant, Allan let fly Ida arrow, which struck the mason to the ground, 
whilst Allan, rtirvcying the dead body, fiuietly remarked that a secret 
can never bo safely kept that w known to mure than one. TJiis bland 
(fig. fi) measures 40 feet by 33, and is situated alxsut a hundred yards from 
the shore, as b in variably the case with these islanda. It » cinnposeij of 



flat stones, atul stands 3 feet 6 inches out of the water. No woodwork 
could bo detflctod nljout it, though the difleroncB between it and two 


natural islands in Ua Iminediato nflighbuiirhood is very striking, 

Lceh <WrA—Hero the name Eilesn MacJIulchon occurs in con¬ 
nection with an island undoubtedly artificial, and of which the heavy 
timbers may easily be seem This island has additional interest 
from the proximity of two ancient circular constructions of which the 
name b given on the Ordnince Jfap os Bath iTion, Since tlieso strne. 
tures are so fat unracottled, t liave copied for illustration plans of them 
(fig, B> made by Mr James R^iss, Invamess. They ate within a quarter 
of a mile of tlia island, and dbtont from each other about 120 yards 
Tlia larger of the two has on internal diameter of Q4 feet^ the walls are 
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about 10 feet in thickness, ai^d there an traces of inUsiior walla about 
5 feet thick. Tlie sitialler structure, which lies to tbs east of the 
larger, is 4S feet in internal diameter, the walls being 12 feet thick 
at the base and the interior walla about 3 feet thick. Both stfuctures 
are of tlie nsnol drystone building. 

When writing these notes originally I decidetl to make no mention of

two other artificial Islands in Locb Oich, one of which in known os Kilcan 
Droiiiacbean. 1 had no doubt abont their nrtifitiial construction, but 
considered it prudent to attribute them to the lime when the Caledonian 
Ccaiol was being mode, although they are indeed ten times a* largo oa 
anything that would b* needed in the woy of a caini to guide the 
possiug veMcls* However, in reading the Parliamentary KeiMjrt of 1804, 
iti which the country is described through which it was intetfdf^ to 
make the canal, X found lh«e three i.ilandn all distinctly mentioned. 
The passage seems of sufficient interest to give it in full:— 
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The botUiiii of I^>ch Oich consiata of Severn] tlecp hollows^ aepamted 
by ahoals extending across the loch. The liret and grealeat hollow is at 
the east end; in Uie middle of it is 2G ftithonis water, with leas depths 
towards the side*. The next hollow to the weatwaid has 11 fathoius 
water in it wdiere deepest, and h separatecl from the former by a shoal.

on the middle of which is a small island with trees on it; on this «hoal 
there is only H feot water where deepest on the N, aide of the inland and 
4 fathonis on the S. side thereof, fnom thence are gredualiy le*s depths 
M you apprcMch either the island or the shore. The next shallow Res 
Opposite the B.iver Oariy; here the loch is very narrow, owing to two 
points of land extending from Uie opposite sides: between these [siinta 
is only 6 feet water, and from & to IS feet both to the eastward nnd 
westward. A small hollow of 7 fathomi water Rea close to tlie old 
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CaaLlc of Gkngarryi, and al the east end of this hollow^ near the middle 
of tlin locht and opposite Gfengniry House, litfi (mother small island with 
treea on it 

On the south side of thiH huit island, the loch i« all shortl fiom the 
entry of tlje Garry River to the point south of the old Castle; at ihia 
l«int anoUiet or third ahftUow lies strosa tlie loch, over which is only 10 
feet water j and froro thence a Jong hollow of from 21 to 7 fathoms 
water extends to near the west end, where halweeii the two westerrmHist 
points is a shallow sctoss the loch with s third sihqH islaiid on it j over 
this ahoal there ia 12 feet water on the south aide of the island, and 
0 feet on the north side, and to the westward of this last ahoal is a Isisiu 
of from 13 to 5 Mhoina wntcr. The whole of the bottoni of this loch U 
soft mud, and thereforo good anchoring ground," 

Loch Lorhy.^TliO day follow]ng my pi>|jer to the Society on Edoan 
Muircncli in Loch a letter appeared In the Seoimatt, signed by 

Mr David Macliitchio, R.S.A.Scot,, in which he drew aittntion to the 
island said to have been Iniilt by Uchlun 5lor Mackiiinwh in Mr 

^[^M;Ritehie ga%e the quotation froin the //iafory of tfi€ J/dcAififonAM as 

follows i — 

‘‘In the year 1530, m order that he might suIkIuo the iriflolence of the 
Lochaber men. Mackititosli caused an island in the loch, commonly 
called Loch Lochyr to he coastmeted, which was called Eliainlarroicl], 
that is, the ouken island, for it was built upon cwlion beams; mid while 
ho was engagerl on this, he had 2SOO men along with him in Locbalier, 
from the 29 ih day of May to 21 at day of August. In that island 
he placed a garriaoii, and whilst it was there all the people of 
Loclmber were very subiulsaivo to their superiors, hut tis soon as 
the island was broken down they reliqtiied into ilieir wonted rebellion 
and mischief." 

After some remark* ou tlie efforts of Mackintosh lo exercise jurisdic¬ 
tion in Locbnljor, Mr JlbicRitchie coiitintieaOwing to the fact that 
Muckiutosh’s oflken hdand in Loch Lochy was broken down, there may 
ba few traces of it left st the presell I day. But if tlus» exist and can be 
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identified, tt would be mleroiiUug to compere their chanLcterUtice wiili 
llioeo of the Loch Xoaa crannog." 

Some clue to the poaition of EiLeaii Deji&ch la afTorded bj the follow¬ 
ing in Dx Fruser'Mjickiutosh^fi idnfr/^uctrfan Note$ :— 

One day the Late Colonel CantcroJit of the hietoric family so Long in 
Cludea^ ashed me if 1 hsid ever heard of Eileaii-an-Toisich^ or sometimes 
called Carn-ic-aii-ToiBich, to which I replied that I had not only heard of 
it, hut had long 1>oen in search of it, ami hoped now to know where it was. 
Colonel Cameron then infurtned me that in his yuutli, on a remarkably 
fine day, lioing in a boat in the Bay of Cluncs along with a verj' 
elderly man, full of tradition, the old man hade him look closely 
towanls the bottom, when he obeorvod several large hnmmcr-dresscd 
Stones, as also logs of timlier, like joists. lie was further told that before 
the canal operations these reinaius were often visible on calm days, hut 
since then only oceasteually ^ and the old man had himself Iwen informed 
by older people that that was nil now remaiidug of an artificlaL strong¬ 
hold put up hy the Mackintosh to keep the |KOple in order, hence Eilcan 
or Cnm-an-Toieich, CoLunel Cameron told me that the wood lie saw was 
very like oak. He further stated tlmt as the level of tim lotdi had Ireen 
much raised since the occasion, he douhte^l whether it was now fiossible 
to see nnyihing.” 

Having thus Jetennined the position of Eilcan Damch us in Clunes 
Bay, it ocmirred that snnie of tlie old ina^pa might show Its exact ponition. 
By the kindness of Captain Ellice of Invergarryt I was enabled to see 
the very interesting collection of old maps at Invergnrry House, hut 
could find little to the purpose until I hit upon the map of the proposed^ 
Caledonian Canal drawn in 1S04, which shows that ladore liie canal was 
mule and the loch miacd the 11 feci which the cnnal required, the 
contour of tlie locLi at this point was very differenth West of the 
present Chines there was a convenient aiuL en^ig Imy, just such os wotild 
ofibid aheltor to such a conslniction, whilst, to my great surprise, n small 
island was actually marked within this bay, though, indeed, no name 
was givern 
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Ab r knew tint this map of the proiwsed canal wm made from an 
older ORfii compiled iti 174^1754, and now in the Britiih Mmeunij 1 
applied to the authorities for a tracing of the neighbourhootl of Clunea 
Bttj, ThU older map is part of the originn] Ordnance Survey which 
was begun at Fort Augustus immediately after the rising of 1745^ 
and l>eing found of so great utility, waa later oitendefl to the 
whole kingdom, Thu tracing was seut to me at Clunes just in 
time for out inveitigationa. It, however, does not add anything to 
our infonnatioiJ, and does not even show the island marked in the 
innp of 1804- 

Mr Charlea Mackenrie, Ihctor for Lochtel, hM kiuJly- Bpont much 
time in working with a small boat wliicli we luui Bent him from Fort 
AugusluH. and a water telescope, tsud expreaeiifa it as his opinion that 
the ialand marketl on the plan wm tho only likely aitmition, for the 
other two spola wliens hu had seen a amulL amount of tubhle stone were 
either too exposed or in too shallow water. Accordingly the diving 
dress was got in order, and 1 want down in great hoiws that I had 
iduntifieil Eileaa iinrach- I found indeed a considerahla quantity of 
loose rubble, just such ah would have Wu used for such a purpose^ but 
the main portion w.ih natural rock^ to which, however, the rubble may 
have boon added to increase the sKo of the bdand. The stum|ia of ahl 
tree* wera still pretty numerous* but of oaken beams 1 could see none. 
After forty minutes' enreful investigatjon I returned to the surface fully 
satislied that nothing more could ho gleaned in that direction. ^Ir 
K M. Weddorhurn, who had previoualy conducted the work of Bounding 
Loch Looby tor the lAke Survey, next took k turn at the diving drea^ 
which lis assured mo ho found very comfortable. He could, however, 
only confirm my romatkH a* to the presence of a good deal of nibble 
and tho alienee of wooden conatniction. 

On the following day we ware joined hy Mr Macliitchie, F,S^A. Scot., 
who*o letter to the will be rememberwl, and Mr Baithoiomew. 

Ill fpuiit of Chines House wc had a careful examination of the plana

L<ick TVey —The arlifieial iahiiid in f^K Trui^ (fig. 13)^ ^Fhkl, ja 
the lost tlmt falls to i>c ilcscribcd in the present paper, wan the fir*l 
that I visited in comiectioti with the proposed investigattoii. I would 
indeed have taken the diving dress to it, hut I wm wtisfled that a 
careful inTMtigatidn of it could be aiiuiB with the water telescope. The 
tdtmd ia aituatod in a small oflkhect of Loch Treig, separated fronj it 
hj a neek of land which Mr Kenneth Tifacdonald, town clerk of 
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[nv«ni«aa, suggented luiglit been formed bj’ i landallii nt ft liflte 
{tOAlorioT to the building of tbe Ldind. The flret piece of wooden 
coiwtruction was foui^l at the S,\V. corner. Here two lioiimB wens found 
lying flat ou tbe floor of the river-W j tlioy wore much decayed, and 
do not oppear to lie in their otigiiiftl posllioriif^ Ten feet dii^tftnt from 
these; A flfwur aliont a foot in diaiooter weu! noen. Otic end of this spar

extends outward 3 feel into the river, and Llie rest is hidden under the 
rubble building. At the N*W* comer one or two piocea of timlicr may 
be eooft (fig. l3)iLtmoat oovereii with stone work, oltbongU at other poittta 
of the ialaiid there at® sign* tliat it baa suffered eanxidemhly from the 
heavy spates which tnuat often cover it ail over. For instance, at the 
X.E. comer n long beam waa found, which bad been Inid ubwluteJy 
boro; it was 0 feet long and waa 1ft iiwhea thick at one end, U|jering 
U> S inchea, and was an ordinury trunk with tlic branches lopped off. 
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At right Angles to this one, a ssconLl spar vres of which onJj a 

couple of feet could be seenj the rest appearsd to run q great way into 
the rubble huUding. The relative pfjsitinn of these two was such as to 
suggest that they had originally been conpled together. The aiic of the 
Jeland at present is 40 feet by IS, not could it at auy time have l)ecn 
much more than 60 feet by 30. the sides of the rubble construction 
being visible all round. 

The floor of the river is hero composed of a sediment of mud through 
^hich at one spot the solid rock is just visible. This no doubt scoounts 
for the selection of the site, which otherwise would be moat unsuitable 
If the nibble construction were ciposed to the fuU force of the rivei 
Treig, it is incredible that it could stand there long. But if, rb seems 
probable, Uiere tvmi a low ridge of natuTid rwt in the middle of the 
rji'or, the waters of which pus^sed on each side in a strecmi 12 or 15 
feet deep, then this ridge could without Elifilculty have been heighlened. 
Indeed the IauIcb of Treig being very sleep, without any aheltered 
bays, such as are generally found in other lochs, the early inlmbitants 
soma to have used the natural rock in the middle of what Is novr the 
river u botng secure from tho storms of wind and wave which rago 
with almost iiteredihlu violence in tbs eiposetl eituation in which I^och 
Treig ia plocoil. This island, which 1 visited at the siigguetiou of Sir 
John Stirling Maxwell, has long been known os Keppoch's Council 
Island, from the fact that Ronald Og, Chief of Koppoch, u»d In meet 
his clansmen there when he was in hiding in the cave above Loch Treig 
on account of the port he hml taken in the insurreetiOD of Sir ilomea 
MacDoiiell cf lahiy. 

In order to stimulate an interest in the artificial islands of our 
northern district, I puhtished accounts of ssveral of these islands in 
the Intxnmit Courier and in the Oftau JYnicrf, with tho result tliai thu 
biverness Field Club are quite willing to undertake some eicavations 
in this direction, whilst many persona liavs ssnt me notices of other 
islands which it is hoped to iiivaitigate in following years. These 
iucludo the islands in Loch Ruthven, Loch Moifclic, Loch LDggar, 
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Loch CrunHchan, Loch Arkaijj, anJ Loch Quoichf bcairlen othew 
furthpr afield. 

It only remains for Me lo rccorJ my ihenke to tho Council of the 
Society for the aum which they tiiully jdacod nt my diapoeal, and also 
to the many friends who during the course of the summer assisted me 
ill these inveatigatione. Futemost amonget Lhese is the Clyde Navi- 
gstion Trust, who, fus idready mentionoi,!, govo me gratis the complete 
diving outfit, and sent a fimt-mte man along with it* whose wages 
they later most generously paid.

Abereom, an ccclesiaatitol aits of gr«ftt antiquity and im^toriauce, js 
exceptionally rich in relics of ancient, medi»viiJ, and later sepulchres. 
Despite the derelictions of restorers and tepairetH, the church buildings 
ore pietntefiquo^ and show tracea of widely different styles of architeetiiTS, 
The 0011 thorn wall of the nuvo is distinguished by lim relic of XoTtnfin 
character shomi in fig, Tlii« ancient doorway rueasnro* 7 fcot 4 inches 
to the ftfiex ol tins scidplUKd tymimnum—one of tlie few examples of 
such dooorutions left in Scot land,‘—Uift width between the pillars being 
■19 inches. The ligiuig ornamenWtion of the arch la little worn ; the 
pilUnt have their bases and ai|dta]s| atid the diamond diepot of th* 
tympanum remains fairly clear* The surrounding tiiosonrj rcUiina 
much of its early character, but the built-up opening ia sadly utilitarian

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in appearance. The relic is noted by Muir in hi* Charaeferistif* of 
Old Church ArchUodurt of Scotland. 

Ab is well known, the interior of the church contains the outstanding

example of interlaced and scroll work described and figured on pp. 418 
and 419 of the Karlj/ Christian J/cmumen/s of Scotland. The {loiition 
of this beautiful croasshaft is unforUinate, inasmuch as one of its 
faces can only be seen with difficulty; and it is deserting of even 
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greater hoiioiir than greeta it in the acccaa %o tlie Uopetoun gaUery*^ 
la the wall near ita jKreaent sittiallon wiia also found the fragment of 
another eroas-ahuft tigurccl on 420 of the work jnat cited^ and ag^in 
in the nert illustritioTv wliery it appears in tcunpany with filill another 
^ulptiireil atone ft)Uni.l in the eatne locality, and here Hguted and 
dcacriW for the tlr^t time. Thia beautiful objcNit nieaflurei M inchea 
in lengtli, tapers from 14 incheB to 11 iiiches iii breadth^ and u 5 inehea 
iu thickneaa< The cPOSB-abaft and oRuiiuealatiott ate soinawliat worn 
just above the three^tep ealvary j hut the loiiaorial shears form a 
atriki|]g feature of this purttou of the niemoriaL The tsirioua dovtee near 
the cciiLro of the design is difliontt to understand. It looks like a bent 
arm* or a foot, bm h «o eleirly out of tiiiie with ita graceful anrroundiiigs 
that it eeetna eafo to regard tt an a device of mueU later date. Otlu^rwise, 
tile design ia ornate, and very unusual j litter, very evidently, tlian the 
fine fragment placed beside it, whose size, it is worthy to not£, is 
20 by 11 by 0 inches (see 6g. 2).. 

Chief among the outside relics is the Ilog4'y:ick stoufl, deecrihed and 
figured by Mr d. Kiufsell Walker in the Society^a Prort^init«, vol. aii_

modifiwl hog back tyiie, and omarnDiiled with scote or tile pattern 
in wgolor horiioHUl Itnea, follows slightly the pro[Brticmfi of the 
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Kitknt‘Wton example, und almost exactly that from Nisbet gravovard) 
describod and figured by Mr CutJb oh p. 3fl3 of vol. Xixis. of tlie 
PrOc-eediivjt, 

This memorial tiipers from 13 Inches of depth, or thickneseif at otic 
end to 111 inches ut the other. Its greatest breadth is 16 ^tlcLc^ taperttig 
to 14^ Indies.

side. Tlie broadeat end ahows a return of the l«aded ridge, hut this 
has liecn broken clean away from the lower end. The ridge proper is 
0 eattoned round 5| inchea broml, which, very obviously, does not 
follow the exact cctitre-Hne of the stone. Consequently, the sloping 
aides exhibit that diversity of angle common to tJ.eaa ridged monumfliita, 
and more apparent in this perfectly straight atone than under the 
curvature of its compeer otiUide. 

In the same illustration, flg. 4, i» Besn the fragment of another 
memorial of the same close, but with the ornamentation drawn on 
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n larger \Akti, and more finely workeil. Tlie ridget nlao. ts more 
elaborate, coiwistiug of tliree raembera, a large ceatml bead «illi a 
smalUf bead on each aide, all eo finely Itwhioned u to ralegato the 
work to a period conaiderably lator than the others The fragment 
further indicatoa a grave sover of greater siae than its neighbour, 
for it mensiirca no lesi tlmo 22 incliea in brtadth, though in ito 
ihickneas of only 3 inches U seeina attonuate*! to a degree that fairly 
suggeato mutilation.

has an honoured situation, there is preserve^l another fine aUh, 
perhaps the most striking individual object among all that lift Abereom 
^iboTc th^ usual ehurehyard plane. Tlii* is □ massive, complete, 
ft«d iMsnutIful grave cMver, having chain ferwl edges. Bhowing a stately 
ornameiiUil ere® rising from a calvary of four stops, and supiiortod 
by the chalice that apenks of aom* longdorgoLtoti digniUry of the 
ancient foundation. 

This hno meaiortnl measures G feet 1 inch m length, tapers from 
24 inches to 21 inches in breadth, and ia 9i inehee in ihlckiie®. All 
iiie wulptures are in low relief, obtainod by a half inch sinking of their 
Biimundiugs, and all have their angle* deUcatoly rounded. It has not 
previously bocii figured or described. 
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The burial-pliice of the DuJyeilB of Bians forma Uio truiiojut 

of the church nhown m fig. 3, It conbujis a variety of mciburiale, among 
them beiDg two richly Hculptured atones, vihjch cover the deep eplays of 
the Window, and are not nmouahlo to tho wilca of the cmnsrur They

west wall of the railed burial enclosure, ft beats the names of Sir

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Bowden, and other Border parishes, could command the aervicea of a 
designer and artificer wlioso et|aa] would have been very difficult to 
find. Tlie buck of the same stone is shown in the next illustration. 

In fig. 6 we have a further example of the Bowden sculptor’s skill;

During port of the eightoonth century this amall and suiuowhat remote 
parish wiia known as PriiurMo, through the family of that name having 
att|nired, m the SUtHntimJ Accanut \mu it, "a very large pmportion 
of tho landed proiwrty which it contaiiia," Tlic wferenee to Prim¬ 
rose ” appearing on some of the toinlietones in the old Imrying-graaud ie 
thug explained; but it ia also clear tJiat tho older name of the pariah 
was KaritigUm, or Korington, In the Register of tho Kirk Discipline 
for 1653 tlm mmo appears os “ Karingtoun.” A small |iortion of the 
parish is included in the estate of the Wiinllaw RamBays, who havo 
their burial place within the old chnrobyoid. This sjmt he« in the 
fields, distant half a rnilo southwards of the village, the parish chu^^l^ 
and the comparatively tnwlem thupchynrd. It has long been closed 
for interments, with such cxceptioiiit as have been imlicated, and is a 
fairly large ami very picturesque wailed enclostira, witli a number 
of BCTonteenth- and cightecuth-century iiionumenta alowly erombiing 
to ruin under tlie drip from ovcihanging trees, and the neglect due 
U> Ucilatton. 

A handsome er«t stone, dating from 1714, « shown in Hg, 1, 
Cheruba, of unusuolly good proportions, api>ear in tho angles as if 
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Bupportiiig tho draped inAcription panel coniainiiig the obituaries of the 
Haigs, an tmcomnion de^dee, in the form of a couple of nnuhore botind 
by Cables, oooupjing tho pediment. The siiiee of the etone, l)etvcen the 
cherubs and tho roar pillars, bear crr«S'S[)AdoB and crofio-banes, handed 
by ribbons depending from rings; and every part of the Burlsce Wars 
tbs evidence of fertile design and good wotliinunabip. The back of the

A few table-etonea remain on their original tliu fincat of which 

ia shown In fig, 5. This “ crid shows a foliage-bordered pntiol, supported 
by two beautiful chcrulis, clearly the work of the same bund that 
fashioned the subject of figs. 1 and 2. The four edges of the two end 
supports arc worka<l into wingieil fepudu cherubs, their wiugs merging 
into elabomto foliation, rmming right across the support, and mvUtr the 
heavily-moulded edge of the Hot top stone. No inscriptinn or date can 
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bo UocipheroJt ttie work may safely bo relegated to the early iiart f*( 
the eighteenth century. 

The omainentatioi! of the other cud " ia shown in fig. 6. Hero, a 
child holds aloft the mstaen/o ttiori scroll the other figure Ijeing that of 
B man in costume, who holilj in hie right hand a scythe, and in the left 
something ns nearly tLiaejiihling an boar-glass as the drip worn lurfhce 
allows Us to determine. This subject was more than half buried before 



its interest woe evideiit; and in clearing away tlm occuintilatiatis of 
years a jiortiou of d prehistoric stone Impleinent wo^ found among 
tho earth* This object, which La of a nondescript character, bears 
unmiatnknble traces of having been used. It is tiow in the Mtiflcum 
of the Society, and light will liio welcomed regarding its type and 
purpose. 

The amntt tombstone ahowii in fig. 7 is inBcribed an llie back: If ere 
lya Susannah Korabut^b ajtouHe to dohii Yorkatou^—in Priiaroeo who 
died dunuory 31, 1T4S, aged 51," On the front, shown in the figafe, 
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BW initials that do not tallj with those of the persons named in the 
inscription; and it seems evident from tlmt, aa from tlie archaic 
character of the incised skull and cross-bones, that the relic had Wn 
appropriated, and re-used long after its original lines were graven. 
Such instances are common oil over the country.

The breaking of the tenth commandment is easily posable in the 
presence of the beauUful, small memorial shown in figs. 8 and 9. 
Though crude ami illiterate in the extreme, the atone is interesting in 
character, and might fittingly reix»e in the Museum os a perfect 
example of a widespreail class of churchyard monumenU that bear all 
the appearance of having been fashioned at some cotUge fireside. 
Initials, skull and croas-boncs, and the inscription, " bbir ltis wiluam 
TWIDI*,” are deeply incised on the front. 
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The coulter and scythe represented Oh the Imck of William Tweedie-u 
memorial (% 5) are fcurfnlJy and woiulerfnlly deplcto^i, yet there ift 
no difticulty in iletermining what they are, or whnt they mean. The 
illitemte inscription gives the date 1666 or 1668, and continues the

repeated, though the design is quite tlifferent, on the hack of the alah, 
where also ap|>ear8 the date, 1733, and the initials G H and M X (1). 
The top edges bear obituaries and an hour-glass, the inscription 
proper appearing on the large under panel, and reading; *' Here Lies 
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the ministerial, or reader's '* bauds,** and the full-bottomed wig, are 
prominent details of the interesting attire. A fine winged cherub-head 
occupies an unusual position in the finely-moulded pediment. This is 
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George Horshurgh Ute Schoolmaster in Primroee Who Died June 3 
1731,'* etc. 

The writer desires to express his gratitude to the gentlemen who have 
so kindly furnished the excellent photographic illustrations for this 
paper, and to Mr John Geddie and other members of the Mouiiieftort 
duh for their valued company arid counsel in these and other church¬ 
yard investigations. 


III. 

GEORGE KOULIS (1569-lSM) AND THE CARVED STONES OF 
RAVELSTON. Bv GEORGE A. FOTHERGILL, M.B., C.M. 

Wrapt, as it were, round a small monogram, delicately carved in 
Slone, and perfectly preeen ed, which is to be seen in the old ganlcn 
at Ravelston, close to Kdinburgli, is a long and entertaining history of 
social life of the sixteenth and seventeenth centnrics, a history con¬ 
nected with the town and country doings of various prominent memben 
of the then large family of FoulU, which is still represented in 3Iid- 
lothion, and by Sir William Liston Foulis, lentli boroncl, the owner 
of Millburn Tower, Woodhall, who traces his descent to the builder of 
Ravelston. 

The two persons whose initials were also prettily carved, in the year 
1624, on the shaft of a very iMHmliar fonnUin, now secluded amongst 
gigantic and carefully trimmed holly and yew hedges, some of them 
16 feel in height, in the old-world garden of Ravelston, were both 
almost as well known to Edinburgh os any people who walked tlie 
ancient “Historic Milo.” Tlio “G. F.” sUnds for George Foulis—not 
“ Sir George Foulis,” as the autlior of A Midlothian ViUago makes him 
out to be—who purchased the Ravelston estate in the yeor 1620, and 
built the house—the old house, and not that in which Miss Murray- 
Gartshore (the owner) now resides—and laid out the gardens, between 
the years 1620 and 1624. The “J. B.”recalU his second wife, Janet

BonnAtyne, a daughter of George Bannatyue, after whom the Baniiatyne 
Club (now extinct) wa* dcaignated, so long after hi* death as 1827, 
a club which Sir Walter Scott was mainly responsible for inaugurating. 

The first sight of that monogram—anti it is somewhat rare to find the 
initials of tteo |>eoplc worked into one character, or cipher—cause*! me 
at once to include it in my sketch-book, and I Uckled another of the 
old stones during the same vi«t. 

RaveUton being still a private mansion, and not open at any time to 
the public, and there being in circulation only one small and scarce book, 
vii. A Midlothian Villagt^ besides the four volumes concerning Scottish 
architecture by Messrs Mocgiblxm & Ross, which discusses this comer 
of Midlothian, the stones here are in consequence not widely known; in 
fact, remarkably few people know of their living there at all* 

The Foulis Ka«ii.t. 

By way of leading up to the subject of my poper, 1 will refer to a few 
interesting facta regarding various members of the Foulis family, which 
appears to start, ns do so many old Scotch families, with a burgess of 
Olinburgh in trade. 

One James Foulis, of the Skinners' Guild, who married Margaret, a 
daughter of a Fifeahire laird, Sir James Henderson of Fordol, is the first 
Foulis to figure in the pedigree— there is no authenticate*! link lietween 
him nn*l the older Linlithgow Foulises. The date of his birth is not 
given, but he must have been born somewhere about the middle of Uic 
fifteenth century, certainly not later tlian the middle of the latter half 
of it, for his soJ^ Sir James Foulis. King's Advocate in 1520. It 
was the latter who purchased the Colinton estate from l^ird Kilmaura

bairoiieta—the baronetcy cully Ijeconiing extinct ao late as 1876*; and 
John wj*s the younge*!, whose granddaughter, Anna FouHa, married Sir 
John Hope of Hopetoiin. 

The eldest aon^ Alexander, of the oldest i>f these four great-grandsona 
of Sir Juines Fan lie, was made a baronet in [634 ; and hie son, James 
Foulia, Iwcame Dird JuBticc-Clerk (1684), being atyled Loixl ColinUin; 
bo died in 1688. There were three tiion? generations of Imroneta in 
that liue^ the Inst Iwiug Sir Janiee Foulia, whom I have term^ “Tlie 
Attliquary,” and to whom I intend referring later, and then that 
baronetcy ptiascd to the descendatita of George Foulia of KavelsLon, 

Ko family ao filoaelj associated with trade on the Fouliaes tiudouhtedlv 
were for such a lengthy priixl, was much lielisr conneeted or hold in 
higher esteem. They were rehbted to the FrimruBeis the tleiniltoDa^ 
Margaret, daughter of -fames Foulia of Goliiitcn, was niarriL'd to Uie first 
Kiiflof Haddington,* early in the seventeenth century—the Wardlaws, the 
Sinclairs of Steviston, while the Matqiiis of Linlithgow^ descends from a 
Foulia; and John Hay, nephew of the first Karl of TwaeddaSo, iiiamed 
Jean, daughter of Sir John Fonlk of Ravelaton, Bart., mid their only

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child married Lord William Hoy, The present Baron de I’lsle and 
Dudiey^fl mother was a Foulis (see Burke’s Peierage ); and a number of 
influential Edinburgh merchants were also allied to them, including 
Byres of Coates, that fine old house which ia to Im seen now in the 
close of St Mary’s Cathedral. 

The AocorxT Book or Sin John Fouum of RAvauno.v. 

In 1894 there wa.s publishetl for the Scottish Hi.-itory Society The 
Aceount Book of Sir John Foulis of liattlslon (ir»71-1707), which is 
most valuable os throwing a light upon the social side of Scottish 
history during the seventeenth centurj’. If we read it aright we find it 
to be full of life and cliancter. 

The late Dr Foulis alloweil his ancestor’s private accounts to be 
etlited by the Kev. A. W. C. Hallen, a Fellow of this Society, and to l>e 
printeil in full But we are not concerned witli Sir John Foulis, Bart., 
the grandson of the subject of this paper, though, in passing, I might 
mention that he owned and resided at Ravclslon, where ho lived a gay life, 
and was four times married, his first wife, Margaret, a daughter of Sir 
Archibolil Primrose, Bart., bearing him thirteen children. His eldest 
son took the name of Primrose; his grandson,* Sir Archibald Primrose, 

* Sir John Foulis't eldMt m>d Archibald {b. 106S, d. 1684) Mioc««ded to tli« 
Duui|«ee estatf left him by hU nutemal grsmlfsther, Sir Archibald Primrow, and 
had to exebong* the patronymic Foalis for Primiw. 

Archibald IMrorow waa tmoceeded in the atUtn by hie brother George (4. 1667). 
who also took the name of Primrose. He hod a son Archibald, and dying during 
bU father’s lifetime, nerer aocceeded to the Karelitoo baronetcy. The son Archiliold, 
who succeeded hU granilfather in the title, was then known os Sir Archibald Primrose 
of Duniiwoe, Kart. He hod also inherited tbs Ravelston estate in 1707, but aold 
it in 17SM to Alexander Keith, nearly twenty yean before bo (Sir Archibald Primrose) 
was beheaded and the title forfeited. 

In 1724 Sir Archibald was married to Haiy Primroee, hie cousin, and a daughter 
of the fint Karl of Rosebery. HU lady attended hU execution at Corliole, and 
retnmed to Scotland to die within a month of the execution. 

It will be seen by the above that lUreUton was not owned by a FoulU or a Primroee 
at the time of the 1745 Rebellion. 

Sir William Murray, Bart, of Oohtertyre, Perthshire, married first (1833) the only 
daughter and heir of Sir Alexander Keith, Knight*Mariachal of Scotland, of Ravelston, 
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fl«cond baronet (who sold Ravolaton) w^as Oiecuted for tnkiiig part in ihe 
'45 BdiKillion j and Uia (Sir John's} lliifli acm^ Willinni TotiHe, had the 
Woodhall estate settled upon him, and inherited the MS. of tlie now 
famoua Attitutil Bookj whi«h, 1 bcUove, has finell.y found its way, by 
gift, to the Advocates^ Library. 

SiK -issiEH Foirt-is, Bakt. (“The AjiTiquAiiT'*) op Common, 

Tliose who have not yet dipped into the first roliime of the 
ATcho^{i>gut Scotica will be interestwl to learn that a FoulU, 
Sir Jamoa, the liftit baronet and lost of his lino nt CoUutoEi, wjis 
the fin$t to figure oa a coutributar to that ueHes of voLmues, 
The subject of his first paper wae this:—" An inqufrj' into the urigin 
of the name of this Scottish Xiition (presented to the Society of 
-Autiquimcfl at Kdinburgh, DareniTwr 1760, by Sir James rnulis, Baronet 
cJ ColinUni}." He inquires, in another pairer of the flume volnmu, into 
the 1)6 VC rage of the ancient Caledonia na, and arrives at the eonclnsion 
that they dmnk ale. Altogether ho Invd five jiapers in the volume. 

Ilicre is a considerable umoimt of dry humour tiolkcnble in his 
writing. L give one instance i and if would^lie antiquaries Itore it in 
mind, we shmild not have to contend with so much alwurd presumption 
at lUsir hands. Sit James Foulis remarks iliat “numy supjHiBe the 
ancient Scots made a liquor by hlcoiiing hirchArces; hut they can give 
iiu other reason for believing it was so, than only because it waa potmbfi 
it mifjht be so." However, Uic writer talhsr gives aw&y whcti 

he prov'«l—to his enca sstisfactiwii — what they did W drink, and 
came to wbat they did drink, proving this to be ale, and by their own 
laiigimge, hig only evidence being that “ ol elmi ” means “ I drink." 

Bir James, however, was a very thoitghtfd and clever msn, of whom 
Playfair, in hii« JJnrorwffltj/c of ScitUand^ quotes the following:—“That 

mild had m take the additional nwno of Keitli. Shv difd in 1SS3, Sir W. Kmtb- 
Hurray then (1S54) laarriud the jonngMt dau^lttet nf the fiivt Marque of Hutiagn, 
Hieun hy bia Ilr*t wife, the preMut Sit Patiich Keith'MiUTay(&. 1^5) of Oohtmijrr, 
iuoofledsd to the KsTolamti istate, hot aold It lit IST^ ta hit aiwle, the brcUher cf 
Sir William Keith’Munay, and father of Mi» ilumy-Giutahor*, now of HaveliLaD, 
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keenness of spirit without which nothing great or good ever yet was 
accomplUhed, which directe*! hU swortl in his youth through Uie enemies* 
ranks, impelled him, in maturer age, to the prosecution of itudiee con¬ 
nected with the too-mueh forgotten honours of Scotland.** 

Geokus Foulis or RAvauaroN (** Monktarius Rrgis”). 

Let us now turn to Geoi^o Foulis himself, the founder of the 
Ravclston Foulises. He was the second son of James Foulis, the 
Colinton laird, and Agnes, a daughter of Robert Heriot of Lumphoy. Ho 
was bom in 1569. We know but little about him lieyond the fact that 
he was by trade a goldsmith,* who eventually was ap|K>inted Montetarius 
which means Master of the King’s Mint. Ho must have lieen in 
possession of a comparatively large fortune to do what he did, for he 
purcliase*! a considerable amount of land and built upon it one of the 
best houses in Midlothian, which would cost him no small sum of money, 
if we are to judge by some of the walls still standing, and the {Mirtions 
of carved stones preserved in the Ravclston gardens. But his second 
wife’s fortune was probably larger than his own. 

His first wife was Sybills Gilbert, whom bo married in 1596. 
Nothing beyond tlie fact that she bore him two daughters is known of 
this lady. 

On p. 50 of the Appendix to the Introduction of Sir John Fonlis’ 
Affouni Itook we read:— 

"George foulis and Janet Bannatyne my spous was marriet the first 
of Junii 1603.” 

This Janet Bannatyne was his second wife. Then follows a list of 
the births of their children—they liad sixteen bom to them in sixteen 
years (1604-1630), the mother surviving till 1631. The names of their 
respective goilfathers and godmothers are also noted down, as well as a 
few other remarks, such as '* He departit this lyf in Ingland at y* siege 
of York in Junii 1644 ” (referring to their son Patrick Foulis, b. 1610); 

' Au anol* of his, Thomas Foolio, was also a {{oldsmith, aad his brother, John 
Koulb, was one toa (See Fo%di$ of Aint/ston Aocomnt Book.) 
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anil, “He was killed at y battle of KiUythe in Sep. 1645 seirs" (con¬ 
cerning a eon David, b. 1619). 

Members of the families of Nisbet (Sir William of tlie Dean), Foulie 
of Colinton, Bannatyne of Newtylo (including tJie George Bannatyne), 
Ileriot (the father of the founder of Heriot'e Hospital), Craig (Sir Lewie 
Craig of Wright’s Land, a Lord of the Session), Sinclair, Anott (Sir John 
Anott—Amott (1)), Hamilton (Thomas Lord Binning, created Earl of 
Haddington), and others well known, were amongst those called upon to 
act as sponsors for this large family.* 

George Foulia, noted for his riches and for his faith and integrity 
and modest mind and charity to aH," died in his sixty-hfUr year, 
on the 28th May 1633. 

Jankt Fouub (Nix Baxxattni). 

As to his second wife Janet (6. May 3, 1587), tlie mother of all his 
eons, she was the only surviving child of George Bannatyne and laabell 
.Mawchan. Her father (5. 1545) was one of the tven/y^kree children 
l>om to ** James Bannatyne of Newtyle in Angus-shirc, a writer and 
burgess of Edinburgh," and Katherine Tailliefer, "a woman of godly 
conversation with whom her husband lead a pleasant life." Their eldest 
surviving son, Thomas of “ Newtyle,” Irecame one of the Lords of the 
Session by that designation. 

George Bannatyne possessed a rich collection of Scottish ftoetr)’, which 
formed his chief title to resiiect. It was compiled and transcrilted very 
neatly by him in 1668, during one of those terrible visitations of the 
plague; eight hundred pages of really close writing in three montlu! 
and we have his own autliority for thur: ho was only twenty-three years 
of age at the time. 

Entering business at a later date, he became a member of the Guilds 
and made, it is said, a fortune in some trade or other, afterwords 
enlarging it by judiciously lending out his money. 

As a poet, ho was but an indifferent one; he wrote some verses which

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Imve Jciwn to Ijut iinj never reaul fot tlie wikoof curicwitj 

on tlio port of aJi aiitiquuT)'. One of hie poems icta forth “hia hidy'a 
beauties and liis deapuir iu a tone of frigid extravagance.” The 
Indy’s looks uiuat indeed Lave startled " th* mail iit the street,’^ for, 
according to the pcwLj they appear to Lave resoiubled "o bush buming 
in red Hotnea, hut without smoke/’ George Ikninatyiie, theiif coniiys liovra 
to US not os a poet, but only as the friend and lover of Scottish poetry. 
Such, in brief, was the father of Janet Foul is. 

In Clrayfrinrs Churchyard, on the west side, a. hande^ime tomb was 
erected to the memory of Cksorge and .laiieL Foulifl j and this alionrs ihtir 
portraits in stone, as wall as suiidry emblematicol Sgnres for the ptirpoae 
of attesting the wealth tuid res|ioctabiUty of the good coupJo. 

Their sou George Foidia (iho second of Itavehitou) married twice, Lis fim 
wife, Christian, being u daughter of Watdiaw the laird of ritreavie j and 
his second wife, Jean, daughter of Sir John Sinckirt BarL, of Stevenstoii, 
IladiLingtonshire, o wealthy Edinburgh mercimm. 

The Riiveklon estate pissed out of the huuda of the Foulia family 
early In the eighteenth century having been pufthasetl by one 

of the Keiths. Misa Murfay-GartshorCj the present owner, and to 
whom I am iudehUd for some of ilia keyiiouss of this account, descends 
from the father of the Murray of Oehtertyre who married (in 1833) the 
Keith heir to this estate, and is in no way descmided from the KriUia. 

Thb CaHvau Stones of Kavjtr.gTOJf. 

Somewhere about the year 1835 the old bouse at Ravelsbon was 
burnt down * and the ceutml portion of it was entirely gutted, leaving 
but the north whng (which boa undergone aotue little alteration, arid 
been turned into a house for the biiad gardener and stnwjird, Mr

Mr Thunuii Kiiiw scemm to Uiihk tlic whole huilding was of the ” 
plan, liko Its neighbour Craigcrook. On the enst* soutli* ami west sides 
is a v^vy high well, the originnl one built between the yeniw 1{!S0 and 
1624 j titore is also an entmtice artbwajf, immediately east of whnt 
remains of the houjiiej and in sojwo peftpecte simitar to the old Adamaon 
Arch still standing at Craigcrook. 

Running up tbe bill in a southerly direetion, nnd also enclosed hy 
high walla, fire tlte beantirnl gardoDS, about 200 yards in lenglln There 
is a driTc on the east side <>f the eastern ganktt wall leading to the 
house, with an old archway at its aoutlieni eEtremity* adjoining which* 
OQ the west side, tln^re once st<Hid u small lodge, Icrollcd to the ground 
about thirty^Bevon years ago, when the new loilge was built* forty yards 
further south, ou the other side of wbnt wsj formerly the old road, 
the avenue of trees Htdl remaining to show the lino td it. 

The chief objects of interest in the holly and yew garden are. A 
fountain in tim centro i a sumroer-honse, and the stonen with the anus 
of Fonlis (sbowLug tlie three bay Iobvca) and Iknnatyne (art/.* on 
a cross fl=., between four miiilcLa gu., a creseeut or) carved upon tlioni, luj 
well Hs Some ornamental ottapwotk. These were nil moved by Miss 
Murray-Gartsbore from nji old building in the wood, known as an 
ice-house. 

Tlia stones forming the entmnee to the summer-house all Ikelonged 
to the old mansiou. It eousistd of the rircpUce of the dining-hal], 
round which is lome beaiitiful carving; three rows of totally diOerent 
designs follow ouu another round this hreplace. Outeide is a doted 
Greek ‘*Jret*'j inside is a series of q uuttefoils ^ and Squires, the latter 
ringed in the centre ami placed diamoudwise ; while between Ihese ia a

of the most beatitifid aighto around Edinburglt

1 cannot wind up this account of RH%'el5ton without referring to Sir 
liV alter Scott, who iu his early days not infrequently %'isited the tdd 
house. The Mrs Keith of that time'who resided tliera was bom a 
Swinton of Swintoii, and aialcr lo Sir Walter's inBtemnl gnindmother; 
and i also gatUcr from J, G. Uchlmrt's U/n of ths great ciuihor ind 
poet, that this house niid its garden furnishwl him in after days with 
mjiiiy of the features of hia TuUy-Voolin, ns pictured in iro^^/e|^. Sir 
^Valter had always considered those massiTe hedges of yew anil hollv 
iu the %-cnt! table garden as the ideal of the art. 

It is intereatiiLg to nolo here that one td the pall-lnsrers tlist followed 
Sir Walter Scott’a remains to Dryburgh Ablioy woh his couain W'illiam 
Keith, brother of Sir Alexander Keith of Kavelaten. 

Let me add juat thia one talc rUmx him, at it alludes to the very 
archway which f have wtid ia still to ho jteen east of the old Jioiue, and 
through which wb now^ prtxecd on our way to that garden of giiitlena,

NOTICE OF A CASHEL, AN EARLY CHRISTIAN SETTLEMENT AT 
KILPATRICK. ARRAN. By J. A. BALFOUR, F.R Hwt. S.* F.S.A.Soor, 

The SituaiiofL —Thu cnsh&l la aituatci on iioi-lliem stioiJdnt of 
the Lfiecn llhreac (the epeokleil liilLfece) thnt beriniiiates at the hamjet 
of Kilpatrii^k. The $iite la a phiteau of fairl}' level ground at on deva^ 
tion of about 300 feet above aea-lovel. From Uie site nti extenaive view 
is ohLained of the Vole of Shisken; it ciQinina.ndSf too^ the entire length 
almost of Kilbrunnnn Sotitid; iinrl n few ynrds tovrards the vreet in 
advjuiee of the cosheh the coait of Ireland Is necn la the southvrapd 
during dear weather, ft is donlitful if a finer site couhl have been 
obtaiihed on the whole ialand of Arran. 

The iiirHrtuTe ^—Tiie ooeheh enElodiig woll (fig, 1), is compared of 
earth and elone; its total kngth is 11^ feet, and ita direction ie mote 
or lesB curvJlineart os win be seen from the phiii. Tlie average tUickntiAs 
is & feet 1 inch, the greateat ihickness noted being 7 feet 9 iiichL's. Its 
existing height is slightly tinder 4 feel. The area enclosed by the cnsbcl 
arnounU t<i 2 acres I rnoil 31 txalw 22 yanlft 

Tlifl gateway seems to have l^cen at the point marked with a. crofts on 
the plun ; but utirortunntaly this is the one part of the conhel that Iioa 
}»een diunnged ; this was arused by the erection of a shootjng'bntt that 
intersects the cashel, and has been built out of it. The reason for 1>eliev‘ 
ing this to bo t)ie goteway is tike fact that attached U> the cashel &t this 
point, but without, are tniccs of soino stoiuehuiiding, the diape of whtdi 
is now indefiiiita, hut indicating some form of guarded entrance. No 
building uf any aort was found on Llie outward side attached to the 
cashel at any other part. Tlie existing remains of the entry could 
quite conform to the exoniple roferreil to hy Petrie,^ at the estabJlsh.

**18 the usual size and form of gateways found in such buildings." I 
think it but right to mention that though the injury to this gate¬ 
way is a moet regrettable circumstance, no blame can he attache<l 
to tlioee responsible for the erection of Uie butt on the ground of 
randolism, as the structure bad passed quite unnoticed till the present 
archeological 8ur>'ey was leing made of the island; traditionally even 
the natives know nothing concerning it.

Tlie caihel (fig. 2) is now overgrown with heather, and the luxurious 
growth of it within and beyond rendered it impossible during the 
periods of examination to procure a satisfactory photograph of the 
cashel through lack of contrast. 

Within the cashel there remains only the foundations of a circular 
building; this is incorporated with the cashel at the northern side of 
it. This building (fig. 3) has n court measuring 56 feet in diameter, 
and the surrounding wall measures 12 to 14 feet wide, except 
where it becomes |»rt of the cashel; here the width of 27 feet is 
attained. The wall is built with an inner and on outer casing of

Tliere cliambem are all paved on the door, Areeaa to chandlers 1^ 2 
and 4 muat Imva been obtiUDcd through posregre in the thieknres of the 
wnll. At this part the nm&onry is of fairly large stanes^ rubhle only 
being employed at interval*, and mostly beyond the chambers. 

Tlie moot striking feature of the court in the prerence of thrre large 
block* of stone, a* shown in the ahuded portions of the plan (fig. 3).

after I left they noticed a line of large atones intersecting tiio mbhje a 
few feet from the assumed portal; they were curious an to why the 
stotiea hml thus l>een placed ; tligy dtig down beside this line of mnsonry 
and come uiwn a flag. On lifting the flag an urn came into view. With 
thoughtfulnesa, they again coveted without disturbing it^ anil lelegraphed 
to me of the find, that I might Me tlie urn fn situ.

The distance between 
the covering fieg and the utone on which the inverted um rested ia S 
inches. Tlic height of the urn when found was 6 inches. It iii broken, 
and 2 iuches would not have lot it clear when whole. Therefore it 
seems n reasonable deduction that the nrn was broken at or lieforo the 
building of the structure. It is certain a considerable portion of it was 
not in the comp&ttincnt j there being little room for soil round about 
vgn. xuv. 7 
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it, and e«ch Jia woi l«ing carefully aeuchfed. The urn is of the plain 
ciuowrv type, without dMomtion of any kind. The rim ih flattonod 
through the urn having been laid when still plastic, previous to being 
burnt, in an inverted position. The uni was full of humrin botiea, ii«my 
of them being but indifTetentiy calcined. 

Oround teiihiu Cmhel .—Tiie ground enclowd by the coshe) was care¬ 
fully eidmincd, but witliout being dug. except where u few stones 
were showing. The search revealed nothing in the way of atidilitmal 
•irtictnrcs. It was notwl, however, that liiroughout thu ares there were 
distinct niwlts of the ground hiving been under cultivation. If Uie 
ndditiotial build bigs in the cosliel wore of the usual abnplo type either of 
drystone building or of wood, tfast they hove disappeared is not a cause 
for surprise, seeing that the area has Iwen used for agriculttual purpo#«. 

Buifttinp Ma/eriat ,—The stones used in the erection of the caishol 
and for tlie circular building wore the bluesy por^d.yry that nhounds 
in greot blocks over the hill, ami which has earned for it in coiuk^ 
quencfl the name of I^ca JIhreac (ai^ccklod hill fnce). The rocks were 
eiamine^l higher up on the hill than the casbcl, and here was observed 
a large boulder evenly split into two parts, and a fituno w«Jge dropt.«i 
lietween the sections to keep them ft|wrt. Still higher was seen 
a place that had apfiorently been used ns a ijut^rry. This HUarrying 
may have Wn for the caaheli tia for the other buildiiiB, the stones, of 
which there on- hundreils of tons, would likely have b«,,i taken from 
the lower elopes. 

J7i« Ttjf^ 0 / Ciwftfff.—Thu cashcl is of that type ptw^nliaHy 
belonging to the Celtic Church of rrelaiid during iie monastic |«riod. 
llie coahel having degenereted from being a wjiJl of defence, os in the 
pagan structurea, had ^f«ome rather a screen from (he outer world 
The circular structure no doubt served for protection in case of noeil ■ 
like the Kouiid Tower of the ninth to twelfth century, of which 
perhaps it was the prototype, h in iiiany respects rv«.'mbles' the one In 
Itute, deseribeil by Dr Andeiaon, oreociated witli St hlatie’s chapeLJ

Dll Iin|Kirtancc of which w® have now no kuow'lcdge, which lad to the 
people who rocelved iriatruction at it I wing known an HrendaneaH The 
oaahel could have lieen ccnntTucted in 545 A.o,, for no features it now 
pii^fteoaes Indicata a latcF period.

Circles 2 
tuid 4 were yxirtially dug, hut nothing of iutereel was obtiiined either in 
structure or relics, 2 had n ipiiuitity of etoinee nt tlie north side that 
may have been the remains of nn interior hut, hot they were in such 
cunfusioii an tn prevent eny mitisfnctoty coneJnsion being arrived at. 
These circles may have lioeu for the Jiccommoilation of lay dependants 
utUched to the monjutery, 

Th« Cftapfi of Fiiirick .—The site of the chapel of Patrick that 
gives the name to the hnmtet U iiituiitiNl at the foot of the I^aca 
Bhrenc, end lojiaidc the way uviiuliy token to reach the citahel, Uf the 
chapel all that now remains is a small fragment of moscinry near the 
modern entry to the enclosure; this and a “holy water itou|i*“ The 
“stDiijj^* is on ordinary sea-worn stone, with an ohlong depreiwoit 
chiselled out of it. Human lames Imve frin^usntly been dug up in the 
enclosure; and the funuer [niiiLed out a comer that was never dug, on 
account of the great number of bones that were in it. 

Condvdint/ Obtemdiotm.—It perhaps should have been mentiDncd 
that when the circular Uiilding was first eoen witlnii the cnshel it was 
BO overgrown with heather a^ to render work imprjissibU until It 
hail been burned. The large stones nml the chambere were got after 
exenvatiom Alinoet the entire cmirl was dug up, hut this was com- 
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parativelj cway, ^ covering «oil niuoutited lo aa littie oa 3 ot 4 
inches on tlie average above the hard natural till; only wiJOii the actual 
vralla were there any great accumulation of debris. It was fortunate 
tliat the cosliel was of earth and stone mixed, and therefore of no value 
for using os a quart)* f a fact that douliitleea has [irci^rved it for iia, aa 
great qimiaities nf stone must at some time have lieen removed from the 
circular structure. 

An ubuiidauE water eu|ip1y was available for the community of the 
luohiislery. A small stream, the A lit a OhlinncT Eows along the eastern 
side of the cashel, and evidence of a spring perhaps having fomied a 
well, is within the coshel at the south-east. 

It is perhaps also of interest to note that one of the hiUB beside the 
monaster)' is known aa T^^rr an Daimb—the ilill of the Church. _

Wwrtvfftnl Bomc sev«n tmd a lualf milto along the norLliorn shore 
of tlio Dornoch Firth lies the haialet of Spinningdolc. Tlae gaunt 
rniiilof a cutton-niill oroctotl hy Mr Denipater of Dutiiticketi to promote 
the spiiming industry in the latter pjirt of the eighteoutli cBJiturjt 
and destroyed by Grc in liHOS, stands in n green mendorr liotween 
the rood atul the shores and nltmctB tlic attention of the travel ler. 
Turning off the main road aliove this mui, and proeeading up the glen for 
about half a mile, one comes to a Tiridgo iscroea the Rhivni burn. U'ithiii 
the adjacent i»'oik 1, at no groat diatance from the roadT he the rvinaiiis 
of two laige mirna, both much dilapidated^ The lower of the two gives 
no indication of it# original cliaractert btit t1i& other, some forty yard# to 
the north-east, shows from the npright slabs in its interior that it Laa 
been ehnmberccL Much of it has been carted away* no doubt to build the 
Qiljiicant dykes; but tbougli no longer the impressive mnnumont U was 
Ijefore n iiiiHtntinn age hnd reduced iis diinensionSf there still lingera in 
the neighljourhood, ns evidence of its former prominence, n legend 
of its erectioiu Many hundred years aga, so runs the tale, a fell disroso 
visited the district and took a grievous toll of it® inlmbiLants.

At Sortie 4 feel fi inches the flijor 
level the walls coinmcnco to converge, Tlie highest poTtion^ over which 
the roof mitiaini, is d feet 0 inches aU>ve the floor, and (o the apex; thie 
height must have lioen a few inches more. The passage where it enters 
to the chnnilrer In ^2 feet wide and 4 feel high, Bayond the lintel it is 
blocked with ddbris. in the circutnferencc opposite the entrance to tile

found possible in ooiisequenco to o>«erve neenrately the depths of the 
deposits wjiieh lay on it. The upper stratum, ilirough which nnmerone 
lar^e atones pmtmded, was of a dark, peaty colour, and waa prolavbly 
dcpo-^iiod by i«rco]ation thmugh the n^f. On the mp of it lay the 
remains uf a rat’s latilei^n number of empty cocoona of the emperor, or 
some other moth gntlieml from the heather, the jaw of a soiull rodent; 
and eome other fnigmentii of lN>ue. The mt'a hole wjia visible iu one 
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comer. Beneath this stmtuiu, which ww a few inchea ia thieknou, 
a. lay ft t cf gray aatiti was eiicouiitere<h tliroughotit which wow nunioroM^ 
whit« ponicJes of quartz and a small amount of comminuted Iwiie, whieh 
die! not ap|)atit, however, lo hare l»een bumod. A atuiiJ! quantity of 
charcofll also lay in this deposit. From it there was recovered a 
fragment of pottery <fig. fl) sfjma 2 inches square and | inch in 
thickness, of a dark midieh colour, well bfdfed and of a hue texture, 
neolithic in character, and urmimented with a few vertical impreasiona 
ramie with the finger naiL It hud tormfid part of a rtmnd vewwl with a 
slightly everted lip There also enmo to light a amaU tanged scraper

of greenish fiini, with a small tlaw or aocidenial porfomticin in the 
centre. Against the back of the chamtxrr lay the rmnaimi of an unbumt 
skeleton, with some js^tions of bono lying between the Imiidiiig mid 
the bock slab. The bones were much decayed, ami no pjirt of a 
aknll was found; nor was the position of the body detorminablo further 
than that it by acr.Ms the chum her with the feet lowanlpi th« south. 
The remains were those of n woll-growii adult of indetermijiiite sex, am! 
oom|>rised one portion of the loiver end of n femur, a portion of the 
upiJer end of a tihia, slao a ikuttioii of a G ini la and the upper end of 
a radius. The intemient apijeare to havo Ijecn by simple inlmmaticm. 
A few portiaJly Imrned fregments of bone* were found, Imt it is not 
certain that these were Iniman. 
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B^noatb the simdy deposit was a Lliinuor Iftyer of bloot soil froe 
from any particles of stone» when diy, resolires itself luto a 

hne black dust. This appears to contain fine fTagments of charcoaL It 
lay On the top of flags which for the greater part covered the natural 
clay surface. Tliere were also ebuined a single shell of a marine lunsedT 
the tooth of n ruminant—probably of a bhiqIL sheep—and a modem metal 
button. All these objects had prolxibty found their way in through the 
interatices in the roof. 

The soil from the cliaiubor was carofiilly pjisaed through a half-itioh 
riddle^ but the heary rain and bitter cold (albeit it was the 2'flth July) 
rendered the process neither pleasant nor cosy. The fact that only one 
fragment of pottery was found (scicins to imply that the chaiuW had 
been previously rifled. 

The relics nra now Ln the National Mtiseuni.

/nr na I have been nblff ta cotiauk antboHties ern tlit sitbjeclt 
none of tbem baa mmitioiieil lUe exiatonce of on nneiout fort ajtiut^d on 
the form of l5^w!nfo^b in the piiriah of Arbi riot, For/arAbiire, nor liiix ite 
iiite bcou note<] on tlie Onlnanco Survey Sheets. Bnt local tradition 
XiAA kept alive the belief that the entrenched piece of graimd was in the 
remote [mat ii dcfoi]>6ive construction^ 

Fully A year itgo aij old inud nieutioiied to au antiquarian friend that 
ivhen, AS b lad, he liertXed eowa m the farm of Oreenfunl, he nnd hie 
phmnatea liad Wn acciutomifd to rfptmlc of the entrenched ground as a 
UHtu^h fort. Tliie bAvin}j bwn repeated to the writer, hu forthwith 
pfocewled to inspect the loetUity* About tlie ahiiic time a paragraph 
appeared in a loeal newspaper, diA^ing attention to the discovery, and 
stating ihnt the works Itorc evidenca of vitnfientiotn Thic, however, 
is qnilc a miatake; the defences have been composed entirvlt of 
earthwork, and there is no indication that stones have been ii<ied in their 
constmctlon. 

For no other conceivable pnr{Hkae tban thnt of ntreoRtbening the posi¬ 
tion would aucli great entrcnchmuritn have been iinde^rtaken^ Xo works 
of the kind could possibly be required iu councctiDn with the cultivation 
of the soil or the enclosing of cattle or sheeps and the only satisfactory 
explanation of their existence is that which regards them as an early 
defensive work. 

As aimady lueutianiHL, the aiic is on the farm of Greenford, about six 
miles to the south-west of Arbroath. Like many other siinllat rtUca of 
early times, it would no doubt have suETercul extinction but for the 
situation which it occupicsL Lying on the edge of a moor, which lias 
luseo gradually eiicroiichetl upon by cultivation, it is evident lh«t the 
deep trench un the eastern side hits provwl pracdcslly an impassable 
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listrier in the way of further reclAmation ef the mtaarkncl at Eti aoutb- 
eaatem comer. The cnntyeqitctive of tbia is that the fort hoa ooae to 
occupy a aomewhat ei&RLitar poaitiou in relation to the cultivated and 
uncultivaieti land; for while the divisloniU forico between the oxtible 
land and tho moor keeps the two dUtinet until the fort la reached^ it 
thereafter proceeda right through the middle of it, instead of aecomtuo- 
dating itself to the curved line of the trench which hounda the AUtblo 
land, the result Iwitig Unit one half of the circular ptoco of ground (the 
irholc of which lies waste) projects into the cidd.YHted field, and is 
reckoned on the Ordnance purvey Sheet as ^mrt of Ita amo. Tho 
singularity of the poeition h bo evident tliat it is ditficult to understand 
how the Orduatice Surveyors should have foiled to note the rcmaLni of 
the fort when making their detailed uieasnremeiita. 

Excluding the Lrouchee, Uic siiperficial extent of tJis fort (fig. 1) is 
fully two acres. It ifi m incomplete oval in shape, meEisuring 370 feet 
in ^vidlh at its widest part, and jiarrowing to S2G feet across iti a line 
witli the ends of the ditch^ At the ptrt where the enclosure is now 
ineompleteK The <Utch varies in width at the surface from 20 feet to 
alHiiit V2 feoh 18 still nearly 5 feet deep at the deepest parts^ and has 
sloping sides. 

Uaving regard to the modes of warfare practified in early times, 
position must have licen a very advatitageoiis one. Situated on the 
nortli side of a little valley down which a tiny stream flows, the fort 
lies partly on the Urel and [Kirtly on the slofie, aa the sections appended 
to tho plan show. At the liottom of the alopo, for a distnnc-e of forty 
yards or thereby, tho ttennh uppeatv to have hccoinc quite oblitomtedH 
It is poesihlo^ however, that here it may never bavn existed, in which 
case its aljM^nco may be sccountcil for by the eupposition that in earlier 
times the water, having no definite cUaimch may have been diffusod over 
the whole 8 urf 4 ice of the hollow, thus forming a morass simLlsr to that a 
little way up the Valley. With such a natural defence no artificial works 
on that side would bo necessary. Ihi the north side of tho fort (as is 
indicaterl uu the plan) a somewhat similar state of matters exists. Hare, 
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liowt vur, Uie appcaranco of tbo tiencli^s whore they atop ehort at the 
norlb-isia^t and north-wast pointA^ is such that ono con say qnllfl con- 
fiduntly thnt no twnch lind ever enisted along the north side. On 
oiaiaiDing the ground to tho north there ta ever)* iudjcntioti that it was 
at one time n monssg, from which, by the ciUtlvnlion of tho adjotniny 
lamlf the water hafi^ heen gradual])' drained off. 

AjBUTOuig that there was on tho north such a uatnro] defence, and 
that the marsh on the sooth-west and sontli was formerly more ostensive, 
the direction from which on attack had moat to be proVidsjcl against was 
from the cost, and it is on this side that the entrenchtncnte seem to have 
been most formidable. It is likely tlmt both the scarp and counterscarp 
of the snTTounding fosse were surmounted by earthen ramparts, although 
there is now scarcely nny indication of these ejcept on the counterscarp 
at the south east f and alightly on the Bcmrp of the south-western pert. 
At tlieae points tUa fosse, which ia about 20 feet wid*^ la still about G 
feat despv although agriculluml oiwmtLotn have grad ually been randaring 
it shallower. Bcaidea tire fosse ami ramparts, the defences may have been 
strengthened by the addition of u wooden palisade. The ahnost entire 
absence of mm parte creates a dillkulty in explaining how the enortiioua 
quantity of excavated earth was disposed o£ Tlic conibiuHl offecte of the 
weather and the treading of cattle and shiop would not siilHcioutly acconnt 
for its disappearance. Perhaps tho greater part of it may have lieen 
ntiliseil for lerolUng up inequalities of tlie surface within the enclosure. 

For outlook purposes the situation of the fort is admirably adapted to 
prevent a surprise. On the oppoaite side of the hollow the ground 
gradually rises to the south for a diatance of nearly Imlf a mile, and then 
suddenly falls away towarda the Xorlh Sea. On the top of this ridge a 
splendid view is to be had of the whole surrounding country, os well m 
of the sen and both phores of the Firth of Tay, continued on to Arbroath 
on the north and Fife tfeis on the south. 

The name of the moor in which tire fort is aitnalcd poasesscii more 
than urdlunry etymological uitereet. Loeally it is known oa Brotilretenc 
Moot. That this name ha® not originatad in the theory of any modem 
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Euitiqumy, U Ahown ftoru a. n^ference to it thtM himtlred jcAffl ngo in 
the titles of the Pflnmtire property, wUer« occurs the dmriptionj 
“ jria>vsirtoi7» nKruijqio/ap^j DoIhmOMe cpfni wiora nuTKupufa Btirjfuiian’ 
mtire” In Dr Christisen^s Earhj Forti^catiom in 5Kn;/aiKf there is a liBt 
of 7 >I&ce-uamea which the author considered had probably origiunted from 
** borha" or forts having at one time eKisted In the vicinity of the places 
w uamed, and in that list ia included the luune “ Burghstonc Jfoor.^ 
Wlicn and by whom the fort wiw constructed are problems towanig 
the solution of which hiatory gives m very little help. Practically the 
most tlijit can be said with any degree of oonGdence nettling the period 
of the fort ia that the excavation of the trenches, long Btrctchcs of which 
Lave been cut through “pa'i” ^‘<5 Btilf clay Boil, could only havo 
accomplished with iron iruplements. 

The district within a radius of n couplo of miles of the camp ia 
generally beUoved to lie ver}' deheient in hietoriciil assoc iatioiia. But 
this popular WHef is hardly consisteut with facts. The little stream 
running post it separates it irota the farm of Biilhjnuie. These lands of 
Bolbenie (us they were named in early times) wsro about the year 1200 
given fts a dowry by WilUam de Vnlaiiiis, the tbon proprietor of 
Fnnmuro (formerly Panmor)^ with hla daughter Lom on her imtmago 
with Henry do IMIiul, Higli Chamberlain of Scotland, and grand unde 
of John Balliol, the bnplesi King of Scotland. Barely two milea to the 
west may bo wen the recently escnvalctl fDundaiions of the great Castle 
of Poniomro, demolished about the year I33fi. About ft mile lo Uie 
aorlb^west is tbc site of the old Castle of Cnniegie, from which the 
noble family of Southesk biok its najne. What would we not have 
given to have saved those ancient edifices from the van dais who con^ 
verted them into budding material for farrU'aieadings and held dykes 1 
Belies I»f still earlier times, situated al>out two miles to the west and 
the same distance to the east respectively, are well known aa the 
Camuston Cross and the Sculptured Stone of Arbirlot, Thew have 
fortunaicdy escaped the hands of the dealrojer. A mile to the north* 
eas^ in an angle formed by the meeting of two vsUeyfi m the Gnynd 
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"Wood, are &till visihlt- the miupftrta of ayother ancUiit fort. In the 
fields adjoining the Grectiford cojup, atone colli no have lieen found.

111 B general way, the diotrict now to be reported on may lie deiaiibed 
as extending from Kinloch-Rannoeb, fourteen miles nearly N,W, of 
Abotfcldy, to Airlich in Sumthbronn, about six miles AV. of Dunkeld, 
and from Farragon Moor N, of Al^erfeldy, ^ ICinuell, near KilUn, at

Seomar na Sfainge. —is the namo given oa the Ordonnee 
l^lap to A site indicated by n circnlnr dotted line; and ita resemblnnce 
in thnt respect to the symbol used in otlicr PottbEhiTc districts for a 
low circular rampart (ducrtlied in the Ke^mrt for 1 POlS) induced me to 
think that that uncommon variety of " circle “ might ivt found to extend 
to tills distant westerly locality.

west end of the row of cottages at Fortingal, on the west of the hotel 
Tradition says that the jougs were attached to it, and it is also said to be 
cup-marked. 

No. 7. Remains of Circle at Cromraor .—Of this there is a brief and 
Bomewliat vague notice by Mr Cliarles Stewart,* who says: ** Mr Haggart

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remarked to me that from the name of a place in Forlingal called 
Cromfrtor {raor meaning hangh) there would be a circle found there. 
Mr Haggart accordingly visited the locality, and found a circle as he

had anticipateil,” etc. In an upland locality so, comparatively speaking, 
full of stones and boulders, it is an extremely difficult task to 6nd any 
one {larticular Stone, and therefore to be certain that the site described 
is the site found. 
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On inquiring at a cottage in Fearnan, a very old man, who was our 
interlocutor, declared he knew nothing of any conspicuous Standing 
Stones arranged in a Circle at Cromraor. He did refer to a Stone with 
a hnsin-like artificial depression in it—the Ctaeh na Cruiehy on the farm 
of Borland at Fearnan. This is the well-known Slone of the Measles. 
It lias already been described and figured by Kev. Hugh Macmillan.* 

To the east of the road, however, some 400 yanls X.E. of the rood- 
sido cottage at C/ac/i tta TRiVc, there is, rather high up on the slope of 
the green fields, a prominent boulder. It occupies a position almost in 
the centre of a rocky knoll here, the lower edges of which are studded 
with several great boulders and one or two outcrops of rock. It is just 
IKissible that these, lying as they do in a singularly circubr line around 
the cup-marked Stone, were taken to be the memliers of a true Stone 
Circle. To my mind they appeared to be natural objects. At any rate, 
the site is an interesting one, and the marks on the central boulder are 
very well shaped and distinct. 

The upper surface, which measures 5 feet 9 inches by 4 feet 4 inches, 
has a decided downward slope towards the east. At the N.W. end 
it is fully 3 feet 7 inches above the ground. The cup-marks are 
arranged as shown in the illustration (fig. 7): five form a straggling 
group at the upper end, none of them remarkably large or deep; 
towards the middle of the boulder are eight, which may be taken as a 
group, two of which are exceptionally large and smoothly cut, A being 
4| inches wide and 1^ deep, and B 7 inches wide and 2| inches deep; 
at the lower end there are three se^iamte cup* of the ordiiury siio, thus 
completing a total of sixteen cups.’ 

III. I/jcH Taysidk Group. 

No. 8. Stow Ciir/s at MarJutinn, Passing along the west

The six massive stones originally constituting tliU Circle now occupy 
the poaitioiis shown in the plan (Sg. B), extending over a Bpajco of about 
2'2 feet by 19 feet, and rather nearer the west end than in the usiddle 
of a long, oval, atrongly^delined artilicial-loDking mound which 
measures about 45 by 3G feet- The eilg&s ns well ns the interior, 
of the mound arc so densely ovetgrowti with n vigoroua growth 
of bracken and email buehee os to preclude a thorough itiveetrgation. 
The diameter of the Circle, measured through the centres gf the Striding 
atones, ia 19 feet li iiicliea,

Between A and B and B and C are small earth-fast Stones, about ten 
inches high, and clow to D is an oblong slab too amoll to have formcfl 
one of the Standing Stones i it may have beau moved from a more 
ocntrnl spot lietweon D and E. Itctweon E and F there Lies part of 
what appears to be a somewhat largo Stone, nearly duab with the 
ground, lint, and with its inner edge running into the grass. The 
position of Stone F suggests that, Avhen erect, its narrow end was 
embedded and its broad end stood up perhaps to the height of 4 feet 
b inches or thereby; if so, it would Iw well in heojdiig with tlio 
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others. I think,'also, that Stone D was originally based close to where 
the oblong flat stone beside it now lies. Allowing about 2 feet for

depth in founding, its top would ha%’e been about parallel with that of 
Stone C, its nearest eomponioii. The mound upon which these Stones 
ore set has its longer axis almost exactly due east an«l west; the centres 
of Stones E and A have the same bearing, and the centres of F and C 
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ara precisely due north and south. The height of the mound above the 
surrounding field is difficult to obtain on account of the overgrown

condition of the interior, which is, moreover, very full of small and 
uneven stones, giving tlie surface a very rough appearance, suggestive of

some ottempts at excavation. ^ I estimated the height to be about 3 
feet. That it is definite and clear may be seen from the two illus¬ 
trations given in figs. 9 and 10. In the former, taken at a point 
vou xuv. 9 
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a few yards to the south, are shown the two picturesque hill-summits so 
conspicuous on the way up to Ben Lawers, East Meoll Olhar, and 
Meall Graidhe. In the latter, a view from the north, Loch Tay in its 
soutliom reach forms the middle distance, and the great hills clustering 
about Glen Lednock fill in the background. 

IV. Killi.s Group. 

No. 9. atone Circle at Kinruti, near Killin .—Tliis estate, famous, 
among other things, for its unrivalled vine, possesses a particularly good 
specimen of the megalithic craft of the pre-historic times in this fine 
Circle of six Stones.* Close to a high wall bounding the southern 
extremity of the policies, in a broad level field called Kinncll Park, and 
at a height alove sea-level of 400 feet, this monument still remains 
nearly as it was erected thousands of years ago, one Stone only having 
partly succumbed eitlier to the elements or to .some misguided attempt at 
excavation near its l^ase. The surrounding scenery is highly impressive; 
towards Uie west are the fine rugged steeps of rock interspersed with 
green slopes of Strunachlschar; to the south, the river Dochart with 
Ben More and other mountains filling in the distance; on the east, wood¬ 
lands, and above them heathery hills; while near the northern arc there 
are Bon Lawers and the superbly picturesque summit of Craig Cailleach. 
Were it not for the present growth and proximity of many fine trees, 
more of the hills on Loch Tayside might lie included in this noble 
panorama. To the satisfaction, also, of both antiquary and surveyor, the 
level smoothness of the greensward has been left around the Circle. 

Taking the Stones in the usual order (fig. 11), 1 here give their 
dimensions and characteristicsStone A, 6 feet 3 inches high, springs 
from an oblong base which girths 11 feet 4 inches, to a rough irregular 
top; Stone B leans forwanl towards the centre of the Circle, and 
measures along its sloping back 6 feet 9 inches, the present height from

summit, 5 feet 4 inches shore ground. Its inner face is over 6 feet in 
breadth. Stone D, 4 feet 6 inches high, is a brood, flat*top|)cd, very 
massive block, measuring 9 feet 5 inches round the base, but near the 
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middle of iMi hciglit II feet 2 inches. Stoii« E, the sUorteft of the 
group, IB only 4 feet high, lias d rongh^ uneven top, and a basal girth of 
3 Jwt U iiLcliEs. Stone F, tliB talleat, measures G feet 4 inches in 
lieight, but ia girth only t feet 3 inches. It vity raagh, vertic&lly 
lUsured in many pliic«s, niid full of white r^tiartE vefna. 

Xeat, well^efincd, and comparatively small as this Circle is, it is (o be 
noticed that the positions of the Stones do not conform to perfect 
regularity as points on tlie circuiaferenceL On working out the plan, 
the measurements prove tliat a diometer of 29 feet einctly biseeU 
three of the erect Stoues, JJ, C, and F, but leaves the other two 
untoucluMh Tiie interspaces of the wttings are not all <jiiite equal, a 
space ol 14 feet S inches dividing the centres respectively of F and A, 
A and B, F and E, and E and 14 j but between D and C it is 13 feet S 
inches, and between C and B IS feet 5 incliea^ Yet, the Stones stand 
ptoporiiooBlly near enough to each ocbar to give one a satisfying 
impression that these sue megaliths repteaent thu grt^up in its complete¬ 
ness, and that there were no euialter blocks between any two of thenn 
The space onclosotl by these atones is quite smooth and level, bearing no 
indication of having at any time boon disturbed. The two accompany¬ 
ing views (hga. 19, 13) ore from the SX and the S.W.

four of these nre prostrate on th® W. arc* By striking a mdiue from 
the cotnuion centre of the Circle through the centres of theee great 
Stones which are erect, to the outermost circumference, the following 
measures aro obtained:—from centre of E, the N.??tW. Stone, to the 
ridge 14 feet 6 inches; from E, N,X.E. Stone, to the ridge 13 feet 
4 inches; from^ i> to ridge 14 feet 4 inches; from H to ridge 13 feet 
4 inches; and from I, the Stone, only 10 feet G inches. The four 
fallen blocks, lying os shown, A, B, C, D, no doubt stood on this inter- 
niediuU' ring, the diameter of which, nietsurej from centre to cenlre, U 
38 feet. Now, it must bo observed that between A nnd li and A and I 
there are Stonea (aboded m tim plan)} th(.‘air two are erect, the one near 
B nieoauring 3 feel in length, 2 feel in breadth, aiirl 3 feet 4 inches in 
height; it is quite vertical, and ia xindouhtedly in «Vh. Tlie otherHitiall 
erect Stone midway between A and 1 has much the same niEp end 
features. Between B and C there is sliown in otitline another of thejHj

excavation in lliese interspace*, however, it would be extremely difbcult, 
if not impoAoiblo, to prove that these sitiatl blocks did oiii^ stand on the 
eastern semieirele.

IS 6 fi>et 2 indies in vertical hdglil, ivith a basal girtb of n&arlj 12 feet, 
which u {irobahly nn nnder-eetimate^ for there are two large fragifienti 
(» ainl jr) which appefir to hn%-e bean severeii from this etone, the edges 
of which nearest the ffaginctits are rough and sharp. Tlie latter (T) 
etands 0 fj^et 4 inches in height and girths 11 feet S inches. 

Single oLiutanding 1 mcinolitliB we have provioualj noticcxl at lialciuhain 
and Dniidatone in AbcnleeuBhire; but this is the first Hits cm which 
two impoBiug stones^ fully os high atid na luaselve aa those oompoBing 
the Circle itself, have been observed grouped togalhur outside the 
ciToumference. 

Croft Slorag is not,, as a group, wall adapted for reproduction in 
either a aketch or a photography tliere being no conveniently necir spot 
higher than the Stones from which view into this triploHMucentric 

structure can bo obtained. The two viaws mppende<1, however, diow the 
circle—fig. 21 from the south, Hg, 23 from the north—ns fnithfuily as 
pca&ihle under difliicult ciroumstances, but with entire oini«siun of the 
trees which surround it, especially on the north. 

(h) Uesides its complexity of nmmgeULSnt and the great iinmlicr of 
raeosurable Stones, forty-two In all, this circle in emphasiaed by the ejtiat 
encc of a cnp^marked Stone set in n portion of its etructure wdiich is novel 
to our investigations; for, although during nur eiirvcys we have now 
recorded many examples ol oup-nittfked Stones in Circles, not one has 
ever Loen found on a stone set flat and almost flush with the grcmnd cm 
the nutermoisi ring, as the Stone a lierc is set on the S, W. arc. In the 
little plan (fig, 23) of the eurface of this Slone the cup-marks are 
shown carefully drawn to acele. There hk nineteen cups in nil, only two 
of which diHcr much in diameter and depth from the rest, uud tliere does 
not appear to Ise anything in their design to Buggeat a meaning or l^md 
a clue to their symbolism. 

In regard to the differences between tlie record made in 1889 by Mr 
Alex, Hutcheson and the present one there is this to ho said reyanling 
the eu|>marked Stone ; in Mr Hiitcheaon^s plan (of the Cin!le)thls Stone

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it shown considor&bly wider than it now is ^ I suppotM growth of 
gruss ncootmto for that; otid this is probably the rea^son why in lBd9 maro 
cup-msrka and aonte riiig-marhs were viHihle (as noted hy Mr ILutehesoti) 
wliicii are not now seen. 

Again, at the earlier date, many more Stones were meosumblo than at 
present, the total nninbcr thown on Mr Hntohesdn's plan being lifty-sii. 
As meet of these, Lowsver, belong to the oulermoat boundnry ridge, the 
tiatw of the Circle itself is not thereby affected. Further, the inner ring 
of itnoll erect Stones looks on the older plan more nearly circular than on 
mine, or than it now does in reality; this may point to there having been 
some disturbence in the interval of twenty years. A slight difference. 



abo, is observable itetween the heighta of tlie great Stones of the two 
eerios of measnreuents } and I think this may he expUiniid satTsfactorily 
by my lutaanrements (which axe rather the higher of the two) having 
been taken ulwa}'^ down to the hose of tbe little grasiy ridge encircling 
each stone, which gives the most sc-curatc height from the geiisral level 
of the mound upon which the Circle ii set.

The Circle is on the edge of the broad atrstcU of moorland that Iwtinds 
the north and west of Craig Foniial, about two milts up tlia Urlat Hum, 
going by the famous Birhs of Aberfeldy and lioness; and the Stones 
Occupy a green space amitl I he heather half a mile east of the burn. 
The height above sea-level is about 050 feet. "With the help of a field- 
glose the Stones can he seen from the shepher\l‘s cottage at Torr. 

A great deal of diatutlMtiCe and removal of Stones must have taken 
place here; for, on the outar Circuiulerencc of 160 feet^ only nine, and 
on the inner ciTcumference of lOS fei^h only twenty, remain; but at 
w'hat dote such spoliation took place is not discoverable; there was no 
visible evidence on the site itself of moved Stones, nor was there any 
dike near enough to render it likely that its building was the ultimate 
destination of any of the Stones. 

In the outer ring, which la defined by a ridge carry ing the Stoiiea, a 
little to tlie west of south, is e siuoll, squariah, well-set block aljout 
1 foot high ; the next hi also m ai'Iw, and the third almoit so, w‘hile the 
fourth is a bmadish, firmly^fct block nearly fi feet by 3 feet.

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unkiiowtiH The la*l aJtematiro is not vety likely* -Such Stones 
very ^Idoni remciied.”^^ 

However, on plotting out tho ineoatLceiucata of these megalithic 
remains nt Tegurmuelid it lujcome cIcatI)^ evident that the cistroover 
hypothesis must be abandoned (see plan, fig. 26), niid tlmt the great 
block,^ A, is just one of tlie loUen Stisaes of the Circlet wot its central 
point, lia relation in reapect of distance to the other Slone at B sowroii 
i^uite decisive. On the supposition thnt there are three other Stones 
below ground on the west arc^ this Circle may have onginnlly consisted 
of eight or nine Stones. A view (fig. 27) of the ruonoLLth is here given^ 
allowing it as seen from the prostrate Stone A, with the hill above 
Balnioro filling in ths dretonrc.^ 

A’o. 16* S/unrfini; St&nt, Furraffon J/oopv—The picturesque siimnai^ 
ru^ed and abrupt, of Tarragou Hill (2559) is precisely duo north three 
mi lee and a qiiatler of tbe little hamlet of Weeni, wliich clusters amid 
rocko, hushes, and steep mggpd imthwaya, tinder the great wooded Rock 
of Wooiii. After elimbing this, the stee[i^t portion of the asoent to 
Forragon Moor, the rusldng ftound of the Boltachan Burn k&jps one 
cumjiaiiy for some dislawee beynuJ, and, at the distance of about a mile 
from the road at Weem, the wide horiion-lliiB of th« iinXiT to the north 
i« broken, on a flattisli sieicc, by this Standing Btorm.

clearly defined as tliat upon which the north and the south alignmenU of 
Stones are embedded. 

iVb. 19. R«main$ of C^rr/«, cujMnarked, at LUHt Fandowie.— 
Tratlition has it that this also was once part of a Circle of Sunding 
Stones. lu present position is a lonely one, in a field strewn with 
boulders on tlie north-eMt of the steadings. There u here a grassy and 
stony ridge, which has all the appearance of being the remaiju of a 
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wall (see plnn, fig. 33); other alignments of great Stones exUt in the 
same field, pointing to former buildings and enclosures of various sizes. 
This grassy ridge is now partly built over by a dike on the north and 
west sides; but the east and south still remain. The Stone, shown 
shaded on the plan, is about 36 feet east of the dike, and the ridge, 
extending farther east for 32 feet more, turns northwards at right angles 
for a length of 63 feet. Within this ridge, at 30 feet from the north-east 



angle where dike and ridge meet, is an inner, better-tlefined, oblong space 
also enclosed by a grass-grown ridge of old walling. What was the 
nature of the buikling thus indicated, there are no means at present of 
ascertaining; but hval tradition once more calls it a church. 

The monolith bearing the cup-marks (fig. 33), now apparently 
prostrate, is a penr-ehaj>ed block of scliistoee rock, fully 4 feet long by 3 
feet broad, and about 16 inches in thickness nenr the south edge. The 
cup-marks, eight in number, are weU-forme<i and clear, throe of them 
being 2^ inches in diameter, and the others about 1| iochea

The Circle ia doubly coneeiitric (fig, 34), having on itn outer ring nine 
Stotica in all, rsix of which nn? etill erect. Die inner ring i» comjioeed 
of eight obvioue and uicofairable Stctne®, aU amidJiah j but there were

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probably others when the Circle was complete. In some general 
characteristics this circle remsmbles the one above described at Caille- 
aichur. The prostrate blocks all lie on the south and west; Stone A, 
entirely prone, measures 6 feet by 4 feet 8 inches and is 16 inches in 
thickness. The narrow south end covers pretty exactly the sfiot where 
it must luive rested when upright; Stone B, 7 feet by 5 feet, has fallen 
a couple of feet away from the bonk on which the Stones stand. It is 
2 feet 7 inches in measurable thickness. Out of the seven blocks, all 
rather small, clustering so thickly between B and C, two (shown black 
in the plan) seem to lie quite earth-fast; they staiid I foot 10 inches 
and 1 foot 6 inches in height, and they are vertically sot; but they are 
so very much less in site than the other Stones of the outer ring that 
I do not include tliem in the enumeration, because it seems possible that 
these are the remnants of a disturbed grave or cist, of which the larger 
flat Stones on the north and east may have also formed portions. 
Burials have been found between the great Standing Stones in Circles, 
e.y. at Old Kayne, Aberdeenshire.* 

Hie largest of the group. Stone C, stands 2 feet 5 inches above 
ground, and girths at the base 11 feet. The north Stone, D, is 3 feet 
6 inches in height, and 8 feet 8 inches in girth—-the smoothest-sided 
Stone in the Circle; Stone K, smaller but of the same height, 3 feet 6 
inches, is more curved; F stands 2 feet 4 inches in height; G has 
an inward 8lo|»e and is 2 feet 5 inches in height; H is 2 feet 7 inches. 
Tlie next great half-fallen block (I) is incompletely buried, its visible 
portion measuring 4 feet 6 inches by 3 feet 9 inches, and its inner edge 
just over 1 foot in thickness. 

The diameter of this outer ring is 26 feet; and two of its Stones, D 
and I, are set north and south, and two otliera, B and G, west and 
east of each other. 

In the inner ring, which is not quite concentric with the outer, none 
of the eight small Stones rises much above 8 to 10 inches above the 
ground; its diameter is 12 feet 6 inches. If the three closely a4jacent

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Stones on the north-west arc be taken as a gauge, this inner ring 
probably contained fourteen or fifteen Stones marking off the ground 
doToted to the central principal interment. 

In the two views subjoined, fig. 35 shows the Circle as seen from 
the west, with the gentle slope of Airlioh receding behind, and fig. 36 
from the east, which commands a fine prospect into the upper part of 
Strathbraan, with Meall Dearg and Craig Hulich in the distance. 

It may be permissible here, when summarising Uio results of the 
present survey, to allude to an ideajirevalent not only in Perthshire but 
in many other districts, which is to the effect that Stone Circles in general 
consist of groups of stones in which the numlwr 9, or some multiple there¬ 
of, predominates. Admittedly, there are several Circles which ore com¬ 
posed of six, nine, or twelve Stones. Mr)reover, there are a few specimens 
which, although in reality consisting of either more or less than nine, are 
yet known in their respective districts as ” the Nine Stancs.” On the 
other luuul, many Circles occur in all tlie various {Kirta of Scotland, 
including the at^ocent islands, in which neither the uumbef 9 nor any 
of its multiples occurs. In order to show how extremely varied the 
numbers of Stones in Circles truly are, there is here appondeil a list 
giving the results obtained on Uiis heail alone during the surveys which 
have been made for several yeara, and obtained also from the surveys 
conducted by other investigators.* 

Where the number in any one given Circle is stated quite definitely, 
it is to be taken as representing the number of Stones contained in the 
outer ring of the Circle, or oompute<l on the principle of eqtiol inter¬ 
spaces ; and in other instances where a doubt is expressed, tlie number 
quoted is thst which appears to be most probable on the assumption that 
the Stones were set with equal interspaces. The Itecumbont Stone is 
included in the computation of the Stoues in Circles distinguislied by 
tliat feature, with three exceptions, vis. Auchquhorthies (Kincausie), 
Garrol Wootl, and Rothiemay.

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The above list caetains tbe mmaea of 10& Stone Circle* iu an apptoii' 
mately oomplete condition, and inny be taken as fairly fKjpreMntalive 
of their diatribotion as at present known- When tnbiilating the tesuIIs, 
wo tv$certain llie following fact* j that eight eittlw are compoaetl of four 
stonea, three of 6ve, twelve of sir, three of seven, eleven of eight, 
thirteen of nine, seventeen of ten, fontteen of cleveti, twelve of twelve, 
fotir of thirteen, two of fourteen, two of iisteen., two of Boventeen, aihid 
one uuJy (Croft Momig) of eighteen ; of the rest, with tlio eiception of 
the great Uroigar Circle in Slcnulp, which bos sixty stones, it ia not so 
simiile n miittor to ntfinn the numheis, beenuae the ty|30 of the Circle 
containing over twenty Stones differs widely from a troe Circle of free- 
atandiiig monolitha. T append these fow^ however, to complete this 
claasiGcation, vis, Coillemthiir, nenr Aberfeldyt twenty-eight or thirty 
Stones, Stoneyhold, Kiiigmute, forty, ond 'White Cow Wood, in Deer, 
thirty^six Stones, ft tho& appears thnt Circles with ten Stone* pre¬ 
dominate, and Circles with eleven Stones rank next in nnmhorK Dnt 
it i« quite true thnt Circles having Stones in multi plea of three do 
prOfJominate, this total l»oing thirty-nine. 

Kxaminiiig the luhulation from another jjoint of view, namely, to 
uBccrmin if in any apccinl dUtrict eertoin numbeta prevail, the rcBufi 
is HR follows: the majority of Cireloa with ten Stones belong to 
Abenlceiiahiro, only two being found near Inverucsa, three in the Naim 
Valley, and one on the Avon ; Circles with eleven Stone* are also much 
more largely wpreaented in Aberdeen and Kincardine, unly three being 
found farther north; Cirtjles with nine Stones arts more evenly dis* 
tributed between Aberdeen, Banff, Invotiie**, Fertb, and Forfar, The 
twelve-stoned type is alnui*l conlinwl to Aberdeenshire; CsUeruish and 
BalDuumu (Naim Valley) being the sxceptiona. Circles with lliirtcen 
Stones are eichisively found in Aberdeenshire. EightrStone Circle* 
occur in Aberdeen, Terih, Boss, and Invemes*. The rarity of the 
Circle having aoTcii Stones is well markmlj; out of the IhrwB known 
exsiuples two are in Ahcrdeenehin* and one in Perthshire. Of the 
twelve Bites having each six atones, eight are in Abetdeennhire mid the 
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remainder in PerthaJiite. If my computation bo correct rcf^irding the 
Btrange groupa which seem to be oompoeed of five Stones, the Kiitcnzdine, 
Aherdeoix, and Perth dUtneU can each clnim one. Fonr-stone^l CireieB 
prevail in Perthshire* Init exninples are known in Aberdeen* and one 
in Elgin. 

To tho present state of imperfect knowledge regarding Stone Circles, 
oven in Scotland* where more thorough and systematic investigBition has 
been carried on than elsewhere* a few facts important on the general 
aspect of the subject may again be insisted on. The llrat is, that no 
evidence through ejccavotiou or otherwise ia yot forthcoming which 
pointa to their pnr|»«e and use, earlier than or more recant than the 
Bronze Perioil. Another point i^ that so far an it is provable by 
evidence* the frae-staiiding Stones nf the Circles were erected con tern'- 
poraneoiudy with the interments contained within the area marked off 
by the Stonws; and a third jmint is* that there has }if?en no evidence 
yet adduced to favour the theory (one among many) that thean rough- 
aided. fftKjnently amorphous, hlocka were ever so disposed in relation to 
each other, to the centres of tho Circles, or to outlying nionolitho, ns to 
have any Irearing on aatranoinical Bpocubtioim. Lastly* with rcferem-.o 
to the prohleiu suggested hy the inimher* of the Stones in individual 
Circle-!, the tabulation aWe shown piavm that the btiildere of these 
Bronze Age hurial-pinccs paid no special regard to any of the nnmbera 
mihwquently designated sacred*'^ And on this point we may as well 
be reminded of a (mriouB |*n!^siige in Aristotle ' to the following effecu 
Among the Iberiano, n warlike race* they erect round ilia u>mh piltant 
[W* obelisks] in number as many os the foes tlie dead man has slain,"

Tl]? npjHsr [Wftioa of tide sun-dial is eomicircular, while 
the lower and hroader part displays half of an irregulor hexsgoiu The 
reiuaina of a hroiize gnomon project from both faceOi which l»ear 
numerous inBcriptions in motiro ond larose, lioEh in Latin and Englislt ; 
lliero nlse ap|.>Dar the naiues jmd eigne of the juxliac, the inonths^ the 
hunts, tlbc points of tlio compost, and many geogmpliicnl iismeo, home 
and foteigii. It much resemble* a aunnlial nt Kenmute Cnstlu, Kirk- 
cudbrlgiitsbire^i but is eveu richoT in inscriptioEi* than that uncommon 
example. The Keumure dial is dated 2nd December 1623^ and the 
KinuelT one 22nd Heptembet 1632. An iuDctiplitoEi on the former states 
that it WAS by John Boiiar, a schc^lmastar in Ayr^ while on

In tkis clafi9 the aiab ia set at lb 
nn^le with the horizon which brings it into the plane of the equator, the 
rod or gnoinou pinssing through it lit right angles in tiie plane of the 
poles; or, in other wonls, it is set up at an angle from tlie vofticol equal 
bo the degree of latitade of the locality where it is erected,^ Daring 
the summer months the snii is north of the equator, and the northern 
aspect of the dial only ie Lit up; while during the winter months^ when 
Lite sun is south of the equator, the undiT or aouthem face of the dial 
reeorda the tima.

Tlio 
third ring Iwira the montlis fri-m (Sop)TKiiisKEi to iiAi[(titi&) and the 
numlwin of the dnya in these montloi, the Latin senteucce being absent;

To Sir WiiL 31, Eamsay of Abenleon and Dr Geor;ge ^'eitisonj 
F.S.A. Scot., 1 am indebted for much nsatsLance with the 1,^110 
inscriptions. 

In tlie BauIF Museum there is n sun-dial of elate, dnted 1741, which h 
worth recording. It wae found at Deersliaw, Atvah, iiear Block law. A 
small part of tlio Upper end having Iteon broken oif, the object nt present 
messiireA 14| inches in length by 12 inches in breadth. On the upper 
part of the slab is the diul, 8 inches in tlifunuter, and Uie date 1741, 
surrounded by » foliageouo design. At the top of the lower hulf, under 
the dial, is on hour^glsas placed above two wings^ all enclosed in a ring 
in the farm of a snake with its tail in its month, emblematic of the 
flight of time and tlie ciicllcseiieH of eternity. To the left and right 
of iliis circular panel ore the initials .r« C. in large script and the word 
Fecit- Below' this is the rhyme—

A glance through the laat few volumes of our /VojjwitHi?* will reveal 
the Wealth of symbols and of object* of common use which is doitictcd 
OR Scottish fcombotoiie^f^T pfurticukrly of the eighteenth century. 
Emhl&mH of death, time* nml eternity Rppear along with tepreseutationo 
of the tools and imjileiueuts of many ctsfta corrieil on in the cotintr)’. 
The uustom of decorating tombstones in this fashion is confined neither 
to Scotland nor to the i>eTiod mcntione<l, hut is to bo seen on tlio burinl 
monumeutB of other countries and of other timea. That it was a 
common pmetiue among the early Chrisimne inoy be seen from die 
oflrvings in tlie cutocomlia of Home, and on iniiumorablc atelai or 
tomljetoiiut in Asia Minor. In Ihv latter country, notwithstanding the 
wholesale destruction of Uiese olyecta at the bands of tlie Turks, In 
their search for bulldiiig etoiiBs, the tiutnlmr of them which has been 
recorded i« very great. Sir William M. liAtiisay must have copied 
thDUsandB during tbu last quarter of a century: oven i n one summer, 
ia07* Professor T, Collatidor, witli whom I was travelling, dkcnvcred 
and copioih in Lycaoiiia niid Isaurio, more than tw'o huiidted and fifty 
iti-Ktibod stones, of which a large pKiportion were urn amen ted w'ilb 
Christian symboUi as well os reprasontations of other ubjecta. The 
extraordinary development of Cbristianity in Asia Minor ilurtng the 
first feft' ceutimea of our eta ia imprawed most forcibly on on« by tho 
tombsnines, which are often wen in cojisidernblo numbero in distrieta 
now carrying a very scanty population. 

For vniioiis reasons arclueologiots m far have con tented themselves 
with copying the injscriptiona only, the ornmuentialiott being dismisseil 
with a short dcseription instead of lieing corofully shotclicil. Perliaps 
in future more attention may he hej;towed on the art of Uie ntonuiuents, 
which would certainly otld to their value us historical documenu in 
mote waya ilum one. 

To the Scottish archmologist thero is no more important problem 
than that of tho aymbola on our early Christian nionunionts, and any 
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dcsigu bearing the limat resembliuice to any of these symbols which may 
be discovered outside Scotland is of more than passing interest. In one 
of our journeys through those of Phrygia and Dalalta liorderitig on 
Lycoonia, we found many insenbed stones bearing Chiisttati and othhSt 
einblemii as well ns rep^resentatioiia of hutinin figuiea, animals, fumttiue, 
tools and uteiudia. dittstiati symbols are represented by tba eross, the 
dove, the six-leaved rosette,^ the Alphn and Omega, ntid the Cbi Hha 
monogram. ImpLemeitts of huahandry and articles of domestic use appear 
very often, the former in tbe shape of the ]>luugb, ox-yokc, aickle, pruning- 
book, and mattock, and the latter as tables, vases, jugs, pswis, IjrazUis, 
and spindles mid distoflit with the whorl, wool, and thread carefully 
delineated. The pagan Phrygian door, with its crossed lines dividing it 
into four panels which Is easily resolved into a cro«9, ia often found, and 
a fenudu figure aecompatiied by quo or two liona ia frequently seen. This 
female figure probably ropreecnta the Meter Zirimone, the great gonldess 
of this part of Lycoonia, with lier Hon.^ 

At isa-atli, tni IJsmnnIi village about two days' jouniey south-west of 
Angora, in a district tliiefly occupied by Kurds, we found an inseribcd 
atone l»aring n variety of ammmcntal dcaigns, built into the village 
fountain. Among tlie designs were a mirror and comb similar in 
technique to the mirror an4l comb sym1x>1 whicb occuib bo often on the 
early Christian monumental of Seotlamb Tile stone {fig. 3), mn upright 
stelo with rounded top, is divideil into two parts by an lUBcription in 
two lines:

Tight ate a comb and mirror pioced iii 0 filauting poeitioo. The tallvt of 
the two women, who it at Um left mde, is placed full face, while the 
other looks to her right in hnlf pwfile. At the left side of the lower 
prt of the Slone is n low, broad table with liimed l<^a, end n brazier 
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below it; at the right side is a tall, narrow table with straight legs, and 
a vase or basket on the top. Two conventional branches with heart* 
shaped leaves occupy the lowest portion of the monument Tlie inscrip¬ 
tion may be translated ; “ Longos, to Mouna, his own father, and to Imma, 
still alive, his own wife, (set up this stone) in memory,” and the date 
of the stone, I am informed by Sir Wm. Ramsay, u not earlier Uian the 
second, nor later than the fourth, century after Christ 
The mirror and comb appear not unfrcquently on stalai in Eastern 
Phrygia and Galatia. An example may be seen figured at p. 77 of the 
work alreatly referred to, where Miss Rumsay figures an inscribed stone 
which has two of iu four |>onels decoroteil with a wool-basket a comb 
and a mirror, placed above one another, and a spindle and distaff to the 
right of the mirror. In these stones the mirror and comb do not seem 
to have any special symbolic meaning, they simply api>ear among other 
domestic objects which are carved on women’s tomlistones. This is 
specially the case in the Inst mentioned example, Imt on the Sa-atli 
stone it may lie noted tliat they are place<l not on the lower part of the 
monument beside the other domestic articles, but on the top panel along¬ 
side the female figures, and on a scale much larger than Uiat to which 
the women are drawn, which, however, may have been occasioned by the 
desire to fill up the panel. Like the human figures they are cut in 
relief, while the objects in the lower fianel are simply incuse-. 

Although this stele Is set up to commemorate Iwth a man and a 
woman, the two figures sculptured on it are those of women only, and 
the furniture and utensils depicted are associated more with the work of 
women than of men. In Asia Minor it is not an uncommon thing to see 
a man’s name cut on a tombstone which, fr<im the objecU sculptured on 
It, was obviously intended for a woman’s grave. Sir William Ramsay’s 
explanation of this, which is generally accepted by classical scholars, is 
that sculptors kept stelai in stock, and often the buyer chose a tombstone 
without considering if the ormunenUl designs were suitable to the 
deceased iierson. Tlie remaining designs on this Galatian tombstone call 
for little comment: the vase or wool-lnisket and the braxicr are very often 
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seen on ■telai in the Proeilemmene and neighbouring districts; the low 
table it not uncommon in tlie country south of this, but they usually 
have only one bulb on the leg instead of two as in this example j the 
tall table is of rarer occurrence, and branches with conventional 
heart-shapeil leaves are very common. There is nothing on the 
stone, either in the mscription or the ornamentation, to prove tlint it 
is a Christian monument, but on the other hand there is nothing to 
disprove this. 

Attention may be drawn to the foct that some of the tombstones in 
Asia Minor l>ear the symbolic Osh which is so often seen in the Roman 
catacombs and on the Scottish monuments.

215) I rtportod the aurrcy of Atune circles at Avieniore nnd GrenislLi, 
as well as one at Dclfour^ Mul in this paper I wish to import oa some 
cairns in the Gronlsh ^Toor, on the fort above Avieloclum and that on 
Pityculiah Hill, and On the cEcavatton of the AvielocbniQ chambered 
cairn. 

Caima vn Gttntufi J/of/r ^—The land along the caet side of the highway 
running north from Aviemore is conveniently spoken of its Grcniah 
Jloor. Parts of it are under cultivation or grass, but luudi of it ie 
heathor'Clodf and was till rocently under tuuber. This moorlaisd contnins 
n large number of cairns, some separate ami scattered, and some in 
groups. 

In his Jltaforr; of the Province of Aforay, Shaw gives an account of 
the Battle of Cromdnle, fought in 1690, and says tbnt some of the 
defeated dansiiieii wore pursued up the valley of the Sjiey, and ** on the 
Muir of Graitlsli near Aviemore some wow kiUcA" Ijocnl tradition 
aosocialcs this incident with some of the cairns, and specially with a 
grou[» iu a hollow just south-west of Avislocbaii, Tins group (fig. 1) 
can bo seen from the highway, and consiatn. of two ring mounds and 
n atraighi ridge. Tlie ring mounds ate 60 and 40 foot m diameter 
rwpcctivdy, the Ijcink being abont 10 feel wide j the ridge ia about 
40 feet long and S feet wide. They arc all quite obviously arti¬ 
ficial, aud seem to consist of a low piUiig of stones, now almost entirely 
hidden in turf and bcatbor. Tliere is no appearance of etonding stones, 
nor, indeed, of ony atrongement of the stones.. 
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About a quarter of d mile to the norlb-^n^t of Loch'iiiui’Caiiraigeajt, and 
in a slight hollow about n bnudTsd yards east of the old Moorkiid mail bo

Bout of Garten, I Came acroaa >t numlier of caime near together, 
aud, with the hdp of Mr ttobert Anden>on, Editor of the AAan/rta 
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JoamaJ^ 1 iiiatle s general Buri'ey of tliem (fig. S). Them am eeventean 
tjf them; fourteen cifcular, two loug ridgea, and one Africa" ahw^jed 
in plan. The ciiouUr ones vary in diameter from 5 feet lu 12 £eet| 
the two long one« are 40iin'l 53 feet lonE respectively, and 7* and 9 feet 
wide; the Africa" one la about 3B feet long^ and about 25 feet in 
greatcjit breadth.

This cairn a'as mors than 20 le^t in diameter, wa-? coiiBtruei;;ed of 
lar^je stones, nn4l liad evidently Iweii diAttirljoii. Inquiry brought out 
an interoating bit of folk-lore^ A nuiu that dreune ot hndiug money in 
A recognisable place will find money if he searchea in that place. Ac¬ 
cordingly, nomeone having dreamicd that he fyiind money in this place 
eearchod the cairn, hmt did not find money, though he ia said to hav« 
found liiiman bones in a aort of ci«t Constructed of el&bhy stones. 

The notion of Urn euatence of tremiuK in tkeao cairtis aeema pittty 
general, and J tallier wonder tlint so many of tlictn remain undlsturlied 
by aeorchers. When sEcnvating at AvlsLochui I win? acvenii Itmea 
Bskal, half jocularly, perhn|a, whether f was aearcbing for treasure t and 
on each occasion I took good care to explain that trcnunirdi in tlm MMe of 
money or valunbles woa not to l»o expected iu such [dnees, hut that their 
vtnicltire and urmngemeiit gnvn Lntemsting infonuatiem, and that articles 
of urchfDological interest might be found, and ahould ntways ba 
ref)orted to competent authorities. It ia pretty certain that interesting 
thlugs ftro Itmnd at times, and iJiat aome of tlicra fail to be rcjiorLed, I 
hnd uxpertencD of such a cojic. On Mr ifucintyalrs farm at Avlwlochan 
tlienf had long been an ancient cnim of verj' big stonefi^ aiul this had 
gradually Iwon covorwl by a pile nf wnail stoiiea cleared from tbe held. 
Hr Alex. Sinclair, tbe county totidnmn, in whose cottage wo were staying, 
a ysflr Or two ago removed all these Biuall atouea and tist-d them 
os road-metal, thus revealing again the old cairn. Last year Mr liiaein* 
tosh wanted to plough tlio part of the field occupied by the caim, wldch 
seems to havo Ijecii of considenkble siae, and he got Mr Sinclair^ help in 
breaking and removing tbe big stones. Under one of thijse atonce Hr 
Sinclair found a bronze pin, all tliickly coated with verdigrlH, To see 
whnt metai it was made of, bo boat out ajid s|koi]cd the point of it. 
Finding it not gold, he gave it to tbe farmer's son, Alec, Wlieii I heard 
of this matter, I askcji to sec the pin, tutd then to bring it to Kdinhurgb. 
It is figured here (fig, 3), and seems to me to be slightly dighrent in 
pattern from any previously shown in tbo Muecum. It is 4 inches iu 
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len^th^ and Ui6 head is round and flaS^ witli projecting ehoulders vrlietc 
it nonoTVs to the pin, lil'lnsn first found the point perfect. The 
roetal ia ooineNvhnt pitted and rnughenctl by rtistiTig. The piu U not 
unlike Butdi ns hnvo benn used for fastemng n plaid or showl vihen 4 
brooch is not used. 

At my re<]qnaCt Mr Aloxandar Sinchbir, the finder^ and Mr Alexander

On the Grenish Moor 1 saw ruid noted two oUier ring mounds. One 
Was clo« to the west edge of Loch-nftH-Ci'irmigean. It had u dinmeter 
of nboiit 50 feetj and «jis thickly covered with turf nud heather. It 
Was poasihle to imngine the existence of a small inuep circle. The otiier 
ting mound was cloeo to the main roadaide, juat opposite our cottage.

Its diameter was abunt 4S feet, and the inaide Hat was not more than 
14 feet across. The western face ssem-etl to show & few atones of largo 
aisEG hiuuding tlie lower part of the mound. Tlie eoEteni part of the 
mound was l>rokan by a gap abont % feet wide, and at the northern, side 
of this gap there soetned to he n low caira about 14 feet iirrosa. The 
whole is densely coveretl with turf and heather. 

Fort on .ffiVf.—Fityoulish Hill lioe on the east side of ilie 

Ri ver Spey, nearly two miles in direct lino ajid aeveu by the nearest lOfld 
fnrni our iiuortera at Greuiah. It ia the most westerly part of the 
Jfettiu or Kincardine Hills, and its wtstem face boldly overlooks LoeL 
PItyoiilish. The fort ia situated on ono of its small northerly knolliii, 
at an elevation of about one tliousond feet, tliat U some tliree hundred 
foot above tbo low groiiud> The fort ia circular, about 28 feet wide 
inaide. The walls seem to have been of dry atone nmsoiiry, and are 
now in almost complete ruin. Xo part romainn standing mote than 
voi» XLIV, 13 
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•bout 4 feet high, but the quantity of stone scattered down the face of 
the knoll is enough for walls 9 feet high. A curious feature of the site 
is that while it commands a wide stretch of open country dofcn the Spey 
valley, past Rjat of Garten, Nethy Bridge, and Grantown, its outlook in 
the opposite direction is entirely blocked by a neighbouring knoll. This 
next knoll, scarcely one hundred yards distant, while having the same 
northerly outlook, commands also the view across Ix>ch PityoolUh and 
away beyond Aviemore. This seems to suggest that the fort was an 
outpost against invasion from the north and north-east. But I could 
not at all see what it was intended to defend, nor where the defenders 
were to obtain water. 

Fort on Tor Brag of Bm Ghuillmieh .—This fort is on the west side 
of the River Spey, less than half a mile north-west of Avielochuu, and 
overlooking the main road about half-way between Laggantygown and 
Avieloclian farm house. 1 was 6rst told of it by Mr Wnf. Grant when 
1 was tiaiting his cairns, and he pointed out to me the small hill 
on which it lay, though from below notliing can be seen of the fort 
l»ecause of the dense growth of birch and juniper. \Vlien I went to see 
it, I had the good fortune to meet with Mr Macintosli, on whose farm 
it is, and he accompanied me on my first visit. 

The small Tor, or detached hill, is an outpost of Ben Ghuilbnich, 
from which it is separoted by a deep and narrow ravine running down 
nortliwards. The bill-top is somewhat oval in plan, with a length of 
over 200 feet. About 20 feet l>eIow the highest |Mtrt, a terrace com¬ 
pletely encircles the hill. The terrace is about G feet wide, and alwut 
730 feet in circumference. It is entirely artificial, and in some {sirts 
towards the nortli-east the stones used in its construction am be seen, 
but mostly it is plant-covered. The access to the fort is from the south. 
Here a zigzag roadway, still fairly visible, leads up the most gently 
sloping i>art of the bilL In each of its two sharji angles is a massive 
block of granite, suggesting points of defence. At one section of the 
upper {lart of the road, it is difficult to avoid thinking that the numerous 
rough stones lying on the hillside lieluw the road are the remains of a

Caimtf (U Ai'islttihati. —Thc»e cairns are about tlircc tnilea north-north- 
cast of Avieniore railway station, aliout a quarter of n mile eoat of the main

gathered from the neighbouring fields, the soil of which is estremely

I first knew of these cairna in August, IDOfi, atul then found them quite 
overgrown with grass and heather. Mr (ipnit, on whose farm they are, 
told ma that thU had been theit unehiiiiged conditiou all through his 
lime and Ills fathor^s. The larger cairn, the went ojhc, apparnl to 1» 
about 36 feet iu iliainoter, and showed the ui>per (larta of eleven 
aLanding'Skoiias in the ■oulU and west parts of its circumference. The 
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cjiirOf tlie cn^t otift 36 feet awfty, wfti oboiit 24 

feet 111 . dJame^cer, (Uiil ahoTveit tli& tops of five alotieia at about ef|UDl 
distances on the tiTou inference. 

Last April, when my vrjfo and 1 ^vtre ependiifg a holiday at AvienaoTet 
we heard that a few daya enrlier the Mnrfai.*inen of the Highland liailway 
had been reiiiovilig many of the lixuse stones for liftllaat, and had exjMJsed 
much of tiic inner structum of the larger cyim^ We vkiled Uie plax*, 
mw tlmt this was and arrangetl to dfi vote some days Ui the study of 
tho cuim, in which there «emed to bo some features rather liifrorant 
from those wc had previoiisly examined. TtijjeUwr we mndo measure- 
tiients and note!^ and I did some labourer's work in excavnliom 

As finulJy exj>o«ed {fig, 9), the c-aim sliowed an outer retaining circle 
of UrgCj Somewhat boulder)' stones sot close together, an inner ciroulor 
wnll of a cuntnd cliamlrtr 10 feet iti liinweter, ond a etraight ptissago 
leading from the exterior into the chamber. The diameter of tlit outer 
bounding circia ia about 36 feeh The length of the passage is almut 
13 fiHit, anil ita width rather lees than 3 feet. 

Til* outer circle conaUts of oliout forty-four Ixjulder-JftonEi, varying 
much in size find shapehneas, hut on the whole deerensing in stM bolli 
ways round ftt>m south to north* The inner cncloaing wall of the 
chamber seeoiecl, ns at first exposed^ Ui Inc mndc of atones laid flat, ae in a 
dry-stone dyke, and the expoaed stoncii of the pn-^ge prftseatod much 
the Paine apiiearance (sec fig«. 10 ond 1 !)► 

After returning to Edinburgh, 1 reported what wc hnd seDii nnd done 
to Sir ,\rthiir Mitchelh Dr Anderson^ luid 31 r Colea. They advised tliat 
the inner enclosure and the pai^oge ebonld he entirely duared out. 

At th& cml of July wo retumctl to Spysidt and resumed work* I 
got the help of John Grant, son of th* farmer oii whose land the cairns 
were, nnd ho ond I soon completed the oxcnvatioti of the inner euejosure 
and passage down to the ]ain sarth* 

Tlio excavation was carried down through a most irregukr and 
stnictiireleBa pile of loose atones of very variod airo* They seemed to 
have lieen tlirown in without eartii, and the peaty carlli had been odded

lu the inner circle nnil in the passage the Inver of earth above the 
pan was on tlio whole darkish lit colour and slightly tmetuoua, and in 
ftcvcml pliiees we louiai fnigmcnta of cimretmh Wu gathered all that 
were large ouougit to he lifted. In tlie north-wcAt part of the iuuer 
encloeure we found, someu'biat above thn pan, about a dozen atones 
dattisli and laid lather clone together, somewhat like a very rough 
pavament Tlieee we miBcd uirefiilly, linit found nothing special imdcr 
ihena Xu this same part of the cndwtire, hut well nhove these 
Ktonea^ John Grant found two pieces of thin hone each about inches 
long. TlnoM:! I have submitted to a metLical friend, who reports 
tliat tUera is not sutllcicnt evidence in them to determine whether they 
are human. In the passage, at idwut lialf its de|>Ll>, T fouiid a piece 
uf a lnrat-Milct, flat on the iustdc, convex on the outer stirface, and 
forming about a third of a circle of nlHuii iiichoo in dianieter, Tliis 
has Vieon welhshnped and polished, but is now soixLewliat stainad and 
roughened, presumahly by exposure to dnmp soil. 

The plan and section (fig, 0) are drawn from our own mcoeurement.'s 
and they tuid our notes were made on the spot.

THE SClTLrTUEEI> STOh’ER OF ChATT, ABEROEEN3HIHE.

The jiarleh of Cl alt li es along iho upper walers^^ of the Oadie, a 
tnlnitary of ihe Uryt flowing roimd the '* Imtk o’ Bonuathie/' fts 
ecnitheni nida touches: the jiflnshes of TiiUynessle and Forbes^ and nlopea 
up to the ^vaiorshed, which aejitirarieB it Iroru tlie valley of the Uou ; 
while it is houndcrl on the north by tlio pnriihc® of Keunothniont and 
Itiiynie, on the «aet hy the pamh of Leslie, iitid on the west by Anehin- 
doir. Tlie district At one time contained a great deal of moorlMul* hut 
much of this has Wen hroken up and is now under cultivatian. Tliough 
the railway does not touch the palish, the almost cenlnd Kirktown, the 
village of Clatt, is only about three miles dialJtuit from Kennethmoiit 
sUition on the Gmt North of Scfttland Ikiilway* The parish church, 
which was originally dedicated h) St Moloch (Moluag), stands within 
the graveyard, cloae to the village, hut so often liiw it l»e«n rejniired Biid 
altered that probably none of the origiimi Btructutc now romaiiiR. That 
the churehyard has licon in \m from very early timea, however, no 
doubt becounla for the pTesoiice of the three iuciseil Eculpturcd stones 
which have Wn fouml in it* In addition to these, two othcra—five in 
atl—have l)een found in other yiarta of tUs jjarish, but unfortunately oil 
of them are aotnewhat damagod ill consflciuence of their having been 
usetl for building puri>oses. 

The brgeat and moot oomplote of thn live surod from time iuimomQrial 
in tlie old wall of the cUuTuhyanh On the demolition of this the atnue 
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was removed, and was built into the wall of a cottage close at band ; but 
again a new site had to be found for it, for the extension of the pUy- 
ground of the neighbouring parish school in 1S90 necessitated the 
destruction of the cottage. As the stone was in danger of being 
damaged, Mr Fellowes Gordon removed it to his residence at Knocke- 
spook, fully a mile from its original site ; and there it now standa close 
to the south wall of the mansion. 

It is a slab of whinstone (fig, 1), 4 feet 6 inches bigli, 2 feet wide, and 
about 1 foot thick, with three incised symbob on one side. These arc 
the triple ring and bar, the double disc or **spectacle,”and the “mirror^ 
symbob. The triple ring occupies the up{>er |Nirt of the stone, and 
consists of a large central ring, flanked by a smaller one on each side, 
the whole l>eing crossed by a horizontal bar, which itosses through the 
centres of the three rings. This symln)! occurs 12 limes in Scotland, 
7 times with incised and 5 with raised lines. Three of the simple 
inscriW examples are found in Alierdeenshire, at Cbtt, Kintore, and 
Fetterangus ; and two of the more ebborate, and prolwhly later form, 
having raised lines and circles filled in with ornament, are found in the 
same county, at Dyce and • Monymuak. Tlie two latter examples, 
however, lack a bar traversing the circles. 

The double disc or “ spectacle " b placed below the triple rings, and 
towards the left side of the stone. It consists of two circles, each 
having an inner ring with a hollowed dot in the centre, the circles Wing 
connecteil by two curved lines crosse<l by a Z-sbaped rod. This symix)! 
is of very frequent occurrence. Wing representeil in inscribed form, with 
or without the Z-sha{>ed rod, no Icm than 17 times in AWrdoenshire 
alone. Of the 17 examples, 13 are in a horizontol and 3 in an upright 
poeition, and it b remarkable that the upright examples are situaUHl 
near each other, one in Clatt and the other two in the neighbouring 
village of Rhynie ; nor are there in these two pbces any examples that 
can with certainly W classed as horizontal. A fourth upright ” sfiectacle ” 
once exbted at Rhynie; but, altliough a drawing of it appears in Dr 
Stuart’s Sculftfurtd iftoiM of Se/ttlamt, the stone on which it occurred b

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ni>w BO dcfuiLvl thnt tio design m visiHe on its eiirfacB^ There is bIbo a 
frogmcnt al Clott churchynnl eTtbibiting o, portion of tlie dotible dkc 
symltoL, but it Ib too small to whether the £gui« occupied a 

hortzonLal or an upright pOBitioii. 

The upright double dtBcB arc ell somewhat similur in design, and tbiij 
together with thuir unique orientatioUt AUggCBte that tlie,v uiiiy be non- 
teinjioraiiBoua, oil being the work of a single ortEBt. On tUs other hand, 
the similarity intEy dmpJy iiidicjito that an original j>attern had lieen 
copied by aEicce(!ding local deaigntrs. 

The third symbol on the Knockespock atone h the situated 

to the right of tho double disc. Uiifortuuatelyj a fragment of the fnee 
of the atone hua scaled olf, carrying with ih lu addition to part of the 
double diBc, a large portion of the luirror; but enough rem^iLna to show 
that it had an inner circle and that the bandia wits attached to it by a 
amall ring. Owing tu tiio flaw in the stone it U impoAsible tO' say 
whether or not the mirror had Instn nccompnnieEl by a “comb." Tiic 
mirror symbol also <»:curs very freqnontly m the incised sculptutod 
stones of Scotland, 32 timea in all, 19 witit and 13 without the comb. 
In Abardisensbire alone it has been recurded 1& limes, 7 with aud 8 
witlmut the comb. In addition to these^ a fragmonl with the mirror 
but lacking the comb once oxiated cit Kh^mie, hut it haa now 
been lost. 

The second stone in tlis chufohyard of Clatt in the amnll ftJtgmcnt to 
which relarenee was previously made. It was dLseovered by the Ule 
Jlr James Macdonald of the Farm, Huiitly, and at present lies^ along 
with some loose stones, among the tall grass at the hme of the wcBtcm 
gable of the church. It la of a somewhat triangular shape, ineaauring 
1 foot 3 inches In length by 10 inchEs in greatest bcoodth, and exhibits 
a suialL portion of the dotihli: disc aymbol with the ^^Aha^d bar (lig. 2, 
lower left corner). The discs, which liave an inner circle trithoiit a 
central dot, are connected by two straight linoijii, in ]>tflce of the curved 
lines which are usually found asBoomted with them on similar Aberdeen- 
ahtre etotiCB, and which are shown, but «rroncously, iu the figure in 
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Mr AJitn mul Dr AiiiJcwwti^a raonograph,.^ Tliongh anarch Kna beeii mndc, 
no fur{jhor portloii of the atone has iHieu found ; but as it waa probably 
broken up fnr building purpoBea^ tho lenuumiig parts are. most likely 
hidden in the wall;! either el the chuincli or of the chtnxliyarth 

The third iiLonCt also shuvii in hg, 2^ ia bnilt into the eztntior of tbo 
vreat iiviiil of the churchyinh near the middle of the wall and close tno the 
ground. It wau di^ot'ctod in -TRumary 1 £hJ 5 Ity Mr Wm. Stewart^ J.P., 
School maitet of Clatt, whose honae adjoiiut the ehurchyaid. The atone 
wiia unrovereil cm the removal of eu aceumulatioii nf earth from the ha$o 
of the walb ami nUKough at first, oaring to its being disfigured by aoil, 
its sign!hcanee vfaa not rcrognued, tho lector oppeatance of faint 
linoa indicated to Mr Stewart its true nature. It is a vrliiii^tone hhiek, 
^7 inches along ojie long edge, 3^ along the other, aud averoging 14 
inches hreawL It la built jute the wnll with its long axis horkontab ita 
top pointing to the south i ao for the present its thiokneaa cannot be 
L-ccertAindi. Tho es potted eurfaco Ijcara two HErures^ tho arch or hor^ 
shoe on its upper [Hjrtion^ and below it the long-jawed or " elephtutt" 
aymboL Tlie aurface of the stone is so worn that tlie figures ate faint^ 
and it is only in ft good light that the deloils, jiarticitlurly of tlie hertis- 
shoe^ c«fi l>e deciphered* It may be that before the etone was built into 
the wall it bBL>il been lying in the cburchyanl expci^ed to traliic, mid 
that thus its surface liecanie wasted. The hotiie-shoe appears only 12 
times en the iuscribed stones in Scotland^ and slUiough fi of these 
examploH arc in Al^enleenshire, no two of the enrvinga ia tliat roiinty 
arc alike in detail Tliie elephant^' aymbob *>i> the other band^ 
oceucs CD less than 3!V times in Sootiandj 17 with incised mid 
IS with ruisod carv-ing. (If the 17 incised examples 12 ore in 
Aliehleeuflbtrftt while only 1 raised one, that on tlic Maideti Slone, 
occunt in the county. It is very seldom, however^ that these two 
symhoU, tlis horae^shoe mid the elephant, are found together, for^ in 
addition to the present example at Clatt, they arc asifioeiited only at

Thia »tone luiH evidently been broken up before being built into the well, 
for the hind leys of the elephant ore missiiiy, ^1r Stewart has extnuined 
corofully all the exposed aurfacc of the ehnrchy&id wall for additional 
portions uf the carving, but he ha-i found none, though several fjagments 
apparently of the dame atone are huill into the wall in the neighbourhood 
of the ficulptured pftrta. Vet linoo it may be, a& ip tlie ca$e ol the 
Brandahutt Stoae at Invent tia, that the coivad aurfoeea have been carO' 
ieoaly turned inwards, there exist? a possibLlity that soino day the 
remainder of the atone may be recoveroiL The fragment discovered by 
Mr l^Tacdotiald ie not part of the atono found by Mr Slawart, for the 
grain of the former is rather coarear and the carving ie constderably 
deeper Lban in the latter. 

This stono has not been described or figured hitherto. 

Those three etonos are all that are known to have oxisted in or near 
the churchyard, but as in two cases they have been damaged for building 
purposes^ it is posaihle that others may have uulTered the same fate and 
may turn up when the churchyard wall ha$ to Im rebuilt. At presout 
it is in g04xl condition, and ap|ieara likely lo stand for many a long day. 

Tlic fourth stone Imlonging to the parish, the Percy lieu Btone (fig, S), 
has had a chequered career. It was found about 1830, when sumo 
rough land was being brought into cultivation, close to a number of 
ttitniiU on the farm of Hillhead, which lies uesr tUa old mail leading 
past the chutchyonl of Clatt to Rhynic. Not fur from llie place wIidm 
the stone was found there formerly existed a stone circle, no jsirt of 
will eh now remains on the original though some Btono?i which 
probably lielongcd to it are built into a dyke cloafs at hand. The 
writer of the Nfne Staiistkal Account of fAs FrirwA of Chit, the Rev. 
Robert Cook, says that the sculjjtured atone was dug up from a 

depth of about S feet. It is difficult to understand bow a stone which 
must originally have atood on the aurfaee. In order that its iiynibols 
might be visible, come to be buried to such a depth, uiilesa it hiil lieeu

lit the Jata Mr Jamea Gurnell teftd a paper Oil the Mulpturod 
etouea of the district to the Huutly Field Clii1>, (tud 111 U ho stated that 
the Percy lieu Stone sIckhI for a time beflide the Saimon Well oin the 
form of Hillhead of Ciatt, the nanie of the well being no doubt derived 
from the figure of a aaliuon carved Oft the upper part of the sculptured 
atone. It did not remain there lougj. and pothapa for that reasbn the 

Salmon Well ^ is now quite forgotten in tlio liiatrieti bo tliaL I have 
l>een umible to identify it. Probably it was situated neit the site of 
the now destroyed circle, at the springs where the wftter supply for 
tlic EsLabliabcd Church Manso is coUected. The stoiio was removed, 
about silty years ago, to Pcrcyliflii, where it appears to have been 
trimmed for use US ft (lagstone at the door of tlie thtesliilig millj for 
w'hilo it origimlly measured, saya Mr Cemk, 4 feet by 2 feet, now it 
luciunires only 3 jMt by 1 foot fi inches. It ia nl>out 4 inche* thick. 
The greater jBirt of the Bolmoii on tli& upper ^iftrl of the stone lias bean 
lost, only llie lower line of tlie body with two fina Tcmaining. The 
stone was lifted from its lowly jKisitlon at the mill door by Mr Green, 
a tenant of the futift, und for a long lime it stood agnitii-l: I he wall of 
the mill. It was removnl many years afterwanls to Cremsniill—a farm 
on the honks of the Kitkuey Bum on the north side of the Tap o* Noth 
—for exhibition b> thi! meinborfl of the British Association who, on ITth 
September ISSO* visited the vitrified fort on the tup of the liill Jinii the 
cullectlon of oiitiquitios which Itolongcd to ike lute Mrs Knight of 
Cransmill. There it reTnaiftud till Mr Knight, leaving CranamiU for the 
farm of lilyticc, took the stone with him to the latter farm, which U 
situated some three miles west of Gnrtly Station on the Groat IlloTtb of 
Scatliitid lioilwjiy; and there it still remains. 

Hie iUU symbol nfipears 13 times on Scottish aculptuied stones, 
and twice in the cavea. Of the 13 oKamplen 8 nre inecrihed, and 
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4 of them are in Aberdeenshire. One is on the stone at Kintore 
churchyard; another on the stone found in the Don near Port Elphin- 
stone in 1853, and removed to o site near the mansion-house of 
Keith Hall; the third on the Percjlieu Stone; and the fourth on the 
Crow Stone in the neighbouring parish of Rhynte. The Al)erdeenahire 
examples thus fall into pairs, each member of a pair Ijeing about three

miles distant from the otlier, while the pairs themselves are separated by 
a distance of about twenty miles. 

Tlie other symlnjl on the Porrylieu Stone is the arch or horse-shoe, 
which, as has been mentioned, appears 6 times on the Alterdeenshire 
Stones, but in no oUier case, there or elsewhere in Scotland, is it 
associated with tha hsh symboL 

The fifth and lost sculpturetl stone in the parisli is that at the farm of 
Tofthills (figs. 4 and 5). It was discovered in the foundation of the 
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bam when it wets being rebuilt in 1S79^ and was removed t* the garden 
dyke for pnteervalion by the late Mr Wm, Biaset, who all bis life long 
took a grtiat iuteneat in such objects of antiquity, "Wliene it originally 
came from is not known with certainty^ but it was Mr Bisset'a opinion—

baaed upon the availohlo iiifomiation—that U hnd be«n removed from 
the site of a Jisinantlcil atone cifflle which atood within, a short distance 
of the furm hnildings. Not u stone of the circle now remains^ but the 
silo is known in the naighbourhooil by the itanm of ‘^Tlio Sunken Kirk/' 
The local tradition concerning the origin of the name ia that in ancient 
cimea on attempt was made to build a kirk there, but that the attempt 
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was fruittratod by the deWl, who caused the daily task of the workmen 
to sink out of aight during the night, till the builders gave up in des{iair. 
(It is curious that a somewlial similar tradition clings to the site of 
anoUier now almoat destroyed stone circle called Chapel o' Sink, at 
Fetteniear, about five miles west of Inverurie.) 

The stone itself has l)ecu broken, and what now remains is only the 
upper portion of the block of grey granite. On what had originally 
been the top, and down the aides, are numerous cup-marks, rather larger 
in diameter than the average and set so closely togetlier as almost to 
touch one another. Although all the cup-marks cannot he seen owing 
to the position of the stone in the dyke, there are at least thirty; but no 
circles or spirals surround such as are visible, nor arc they connected by 
lines or hollows of any kind. The present top of the atone (Hg. 4), 
origiixally its ** face,” bears the incised carving. This consists of a cross, 
formed by two lines intersecting in the centre at right angles, and 
surrounded by a circle 6 inches in diameter. From the lower part of 
the circle two diverging lines (3 inches in length, 2 inches a|)art at the 
top, and 4 inches apart at the bottom) ore drawn to form tlie shaft of 
the cross. This figure is surrounded by another circle 12 inches in 
diameter, the lower portion of which, with the bottom of the shaft, has 
been broken off. The design thus forms a simple kind of wheel-cross 
enclosed within a circle, but I am not aware that any other cross of 
exactly similar shape occurs among the early Christian monuments of 
Scotland. 

As was to bo expected, the cup-marks had been formed liefore the 
cross had been car%'ed on the stone, for the larger circle which surrounds 
the cross posses through two of them, cutting the edges of the cups 
while remaining itself unbroken. Curiously enough, there are two cup- 
marks of rather smaller sice within the inner circle which surrounds the 
arms of the cross, hut they are not quite symmetrically placed, for both 
lie on the left side of the cross, the upper one not directly above the 
other. They do not appear, therefore, to have hod any essential connec¬ 
tion with the cross itself.

KOTICE OF A ^oyE CIST OF ITfUSUAt. TYPE FOUND AT CRANTIT 
NEAR EIKKWaLL, By JAMES W. CUESITER. 

On 20th October last information was sent to me by Mr Nicolson of 
Cnuitit farm near Kirkwall of the discovery of q stone cist there, I &t 
once proceedwl to Cninlit, and «aa accompanied to the spot by Mr 
Walter Nicoleon, who discovered it and gave mo a very intclltgoiit 
account of its oxcftvatioin In June of Inst year, in the coutse of laying 
down turnips^ one of the horse's feet went down iit u hole to the depth 
of his Icgi tha atnit was tuatkeih and on the evetiiiig preceding my 
vlsitp accompanied by some others^ Mr Jiicolson coroinencod excavation 
by the light of lontems. 

After removing earth to a depth of about 3 feet a heavy Sat slab of 
atone about 2 feet 3 iuches long and iiearly 2 feel brood was diBcovered 
lying east and west; thia sleh was overlapped on ItA aonth side by two 
longer Btoii<!« about 1 foot wide, each overlapping each other, and these 
were overlapped by two shorler ones lying end to end. 

On removing these it was discoven^d that the ends of these slabs 
had been aupjKjrted on masonry, leaving a space of alxiut I foot deep 
and 2 feet long, the Irnttom of which was quite empty. On clearing 
away this masonry from both enda, the ilngslonc forming the bottom of 
the &j>acc was found to be a tine large slab over 6 feet in length and 
2 inches thick. In attempting to raiae it a long wedge-shaped iiortion 
of it broke off, afTohling a view of a lower comportment (fig. 1) con- 
strncted of stones wt on edge^ to which the large slab hod served as a 
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cover. The sides snd ends of this compsrtment consisted of a single 
stone each, and its bottom had evidently consisted of a single stone 
originally, which was now cracked across about the middle. The 
covering slab had been luted to the upper etlge of the cist with fine 
clay, but there were no traces of any on the comers. The cist measured 
3 feet 1 inch in length, 2 feet 2 inches in width, and 1 foot 9 inches 
in depth. Towards each end there was a pile of calcined human bones 
of mixed yellow, white, and pale-blue colours, while there was a consider¬ 
able deposit of carbonate of lime over a goodly portion of the bottom

of tlie cist from infiltration. At tlie east end of the cist, and partially 
over the pile of burnt bones in this end, lying across the end of the 
cist, was the skeleton of a young person in a flexed position, with the 
feet drawn up behind. It was lying on iu right side with the head 
to the north. The skull, which was almost entire, was very frail and 
so much decomposed that there were several holes in it; indicated an 
individual of about fifteen years of age; the frontal suture was ossified, 
but the wisdom teeth had not emerged from their sockets. The femur 
measured only 11 inches and the tibia 9 inches. 

At the back of the skeleton, sup|)orted by the bones and the end of the 
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cUt, there was found an implement of deer’s horn (fig. 2), oval in section, 
4 inches long, 1| inch brood, one end squared oflf, the other ground 
diagonally to an edge. A circular hole half an inch in diameter had been 
drilletl transversely throtigh it towards the butt end, so that tlie imple¬ 
ment has the appearance of a hammer-head. 

Tlie field in which the cist was discovered is the nearest one on 
Crantit to the road leading to the old cottage of Tofts and the new house 
of OrquU. To the north of tlut road and west of the rood to Scapn the

cist Is 64 feet from the Tofts rood nn«l 166 yards or thereby from the 
8ca{ia road, on the shoulder of a rising ground in the field. It may be 
interesting to note that this burial is situoted alwut 22 chains east- 
south-east of the burial cist at Xewbigging described in Vol. VI. of the 
Society’s ProtMetiiwjt^ p. 411, by the late Mr retrio, which it very much 
resembles in construction as well as in the method of disposing of the 
dead. In boUi instances tlio itp|)er cliamlwra were not found to contain 
any remains, and the lower ones contained traces of interment after 
cremation as well os of inhumation.

A circular Cup of stcatitic atone (fig. 1), inches in height and 
inches in diameter at the lip, which has a thickness of rather more tlian 
half an inch, and is broken away on one side; the hollow of the cup, 
which is approximately hemispherical, measures 2| inches in diameter

The exterior is marked by a series 
of deeply incised lines, three of which, running horixontally round the 
bowl of tbe cup about ) inch apart, are continued along the Itandlo, 
and are crossed at internals varying from J to J inch by vertical lines, 
dividing the exterior surface into a series of panels rather irregular in 
sixe. It was found at Inchtuthil, where there is an ancient native 
promontory fort in close proximity to the Roman Camp the excavation 
of which is described in the /Voceef/in^s, vol. xxxvi. p. 230.

NOTES ON A VlKlNO-ORAVE MOUND AT MILLBJLL. LAMLASII, 
ARRAN^ By J. A, Bjm.i'ocr, F.SuA* Scot, 

In the year 1836, when the ground waa bting levelled for the 
erection of n hoiige at Millliill, LnmlaJth, Arran, a. siiatill gravel mound 
had lo bo removed. Thia mound was eltnalod ohout 170 feet above 
high-water marh. Some 6 tci 4 feet froni the surface of the uotind 
some fragments of iron wore obtained ; tiiiiM were happily preaerv«h 
ami form the evidenco of this Viking interment. The fmgmctits found 
were handed to me for eiMminatton a few months ago, under the 
impnateion that they were but the ]jorta of an old nword—perbaps, 
however, of intcifeat.^ Of interest the fragments certoiidy are, and 
consist of two articles, on umbo and iMirt of a oaa. The umbo or 
shield-boss (fig» 1) U of iron, and had measured 205 mm. across the 
base * al>out half of the Haugc is awanting. The diameter of the cup 
is 105 nim. Tho height ia ICKJ mm. A noticeable feature ia that 
there is no sign on either side of the dauge of rivets to attach the 
umbo to the shield. It would Ik* a bold oesertion to make thnt theae 
had not liccii omployeti, and thnt the customary raothoil of nttachmeut 
liad in this case bocn departed from, and we w'ould hasitate so to assert. 
But equally it is difhcult to account for ihe presence of n bolt-lihe 
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object on the under portion of the flange. Thia bolty if for convenience 
we may ao term it, ita nature and purpose being equally olwcure, has no 
ap|>earance of an object accidentally having become rust-attached to the

umbo, os its long axis corresponds exactly with tlie edge of the cup and 
the outer aide of the flange. Unfortunately the op|>osit« aide of the 
flange is awanting. and the help it would have afforded had a similar bolt

been found ao attached b not available. I submitted a sketch of the 
flange (fig. 3) showing the attached bolt to Dr Haakon Schetelig, 
Bergen, and he replied that he had never seen anything like it: the 
Norse bosses hitherto found had all been attaclied to the shields with 
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rivets driven through. The fsct cannot lie overlooked that tlie under 
side of the flange is almost quite free from any adhering extraneous 
matter, all that is rust-attached being fragments of the wood of the 
shield. If the bolt were used for the purpose of fastening the umlM 
to the shield, then clearly it must have been driven lengthwise into the 
wood, not through, as in the case of rivets. But we prefer to leave it 
that the nature and the purpose of this object is an unsolved archaeological 
problem. 

The sax, or single-edged sword (fig. 3), is of the longer variety. Tlie 
existing remains of the blade have a straight length of 490 inm. until 
the portion is reached which shows that it has Iteen doubled; of the

lower portion of the blatle only a curved fragment measuring 95 mm. 
has been recovenkl. 1 have a^umed that it is the lower portion that 
is omiMing, on account of the fact that the hilt was obtained and no 
portion to suggest the point of the sax. Tlie most perfect |)ortion of 
the blade shows a width of 60 mm. The hilt, of which there remains 
only the upper {Mrtion, measures 116 mm. j a sax of this type 
hail usually a grip sufficient for both hands; it is therefore clearly 
evident that a large portion has been lost, there being only 46 mm. 
remaining below the upper guard. One |>art of the hilt shows very 
clearly the characteristic flat tang or spit of these weapons when 
denuded of their wooden covering; the remaining portion is coated 
with a mixture of wooden fragments and sand. A very unusual 
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feature in these swords is possessed by this weapon through its having 
had iron guards. The base of the gtmrds measures 25 mm., the 
existing length of the remaining one is 29 mm., but obvionsly it lias 
been broken; on the opposite side only the base can now be seen. A 
portion of the wooden {lornmel still remains, having on the top a circolar 
hole, probably made by a nail to attach some ornamental portion. 

When given to me, a portion of a plate was adhering to the hilt. 
When this was detached it was found to fit the flange of the umbo; this 
seems to point to the fact that the shield had first been laid down and 
the sax upon it, and when the shield had decayed, this portion of the 
umbo hod become so firmly attached to the hilt that it broke off when 
shield and sax fell apart. 

There might have l>een considerable difference of opinion as to the 
date of these relics bad the sax alone been found, but the umbo puts the 
question beyond doubt, os it is exactly of the type found in the grave- 
mounds of Norway of the period of the eighth or early ninth century. 
Thus these relics proclaim this to be one of the earliest, if not the 
earliest, of Viking-grave mounds yet discovered in Scotland. 

In conclusion, 1 desire to express my sincere appreciation of the very 
willing aaaistance rendered by Dr Haakon Schetelig in giving the benefit 
of his most valuable opinion regarding the date of the relics and on other 
points. To Mr Donald Mackelvie, Larolaslk, I am indebted for collecting 
the local details of the find ; and to Mr James Crawford, jun., the owner 
of the relies, for favouring me with them.

NOTICE OF SOME EXCAVATION ON THE FORT OCCUPYING THE 
SUMMIT OF BONCHESTER HILL, PARISH OF HOBKIRK, ROX¬ 
BURGHSHIRE. By ALEXANDER O. CURLE, Sscmtart. 

Boiiclicster Hill lies some 6| miles distant to tlie north-west of the 
main line of the Cheviot range. It is a round-topped, grassy hill 
rising to an altitude of some 1050 feet above sea-level and some 500 
feet above Rule Water, which flows by its base on tlte west to mingle 
with tlic Teviot some 6 miles onward. It grows good pasture; and 
tillage, except on the east, is carried well up its flanks. The presence 
of two large defensive enclosures within 200 yards of each other indi¬ 
cates the attractiveness of the hill as a place of regular or occasional 
occupation in prehistoric times. One of these enclosures is situated on 
the summit, and the other on tlie north flank at an elevation some 
100 feet lower. Though it is with Ute former that this paper really 
deals, cerUiin features of the latter may V»e noted. It consists of an 
irregular oval fort with a circular enclosure adjoming it, but separated 
by an intervening ditch on the east, thus forming two separately 
defensible enclosures. Though showing signs of foundations in the 
interior, these are not so numerous as in the up}>er fort. 

Tlie obvious connection between the defences of a fort and the 
natural oontiguration of the ground renders necessary a farther descrip¬ 
tion of the site. From the northwards a long ndge leads up by a 
gradual slope post the lower fort, and from this direction the position 
is consequently most assailable. On the west, beyond the limits of 
the fort, the. ground falls sharply away. From the soutliward the 
approach is also steep, and on the east a rocky scarp flanks the 
actual summit. The plan is given on the Ordnance Survey Map 6-inch 
scale. So. XXVI., S.E., and has been reproduced in Dr Christison*a 
£ar/t/ ForlifteationM m Scotland, p. 296. In neither instance, however, 
vou .xuv. J 5 
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is any notice taken of the nxuncrous hut circles and other sign* of 
Imhitation so evident on the surface. 

The fort consist* of an inner oval enclosure occupying the actual 
summit of the hill, measuring some 317 feet from north to south by 
280 feet from east to west, surrounded by the remains of a stony bank 
or more probably a wall, much ruined and pulled out, of indetinite 
width, and now, where visible, only of alight elevation. Outside thU, 
and in rear of a second rampart, is an area stretching from Uie north¬ 
east round by west to the south, measuring some 170 feet across 
towards the north and diminishing to 60 feet in width os it passe* 
westwanK and thereafter again broadening out. Over this area the 
outlines of numerous foundations are indicated on it* surface. Along 
the north front the second rampart is defended by a ditch some 
34 feet in width, having a third rampart crowning the counterscarp; 
while, still prominent on tlio cast half of the north front and less ao 
on the w€«t ludf, a second ditch and, beyond it, a fourth ram}Nirt 
complete the defences in tlmt direction. Beyond the north front, 
passing westwardA the second and third ram{>arta diverge and are about 
150 feet apart (O.8. measurements) on the west side. Here also are 
signs of foundations, but less numerous and distinct than between 
the two inner ramparts. From the hose of a rock on the north-east 
a ditch and rampart pass southward* at some distance from the hose 
of the rocky scarp and terminate against the face of a rock on the 
south-south west, completing the system of fortifications from n(»rth-east 
to south-south-west. 

There are three main roatb leading into the fort; one, on the north, 
posse* through the outer defence* near the centre and leads directly 
to the summit; a second, on the north east, winds upward at the north 
end of the rocky scar;»; a third, from the south-east, passes tlirough an 
opening in the outer defences below the rock* some 20 feet wide, and, 
winding round the south end of the hill, reaches the summit from 
that direction. Through the second rampart on the west are at least 
two entrance* giving access to tlie hut circles in rear of it, but not 
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opposed by any corresponding gap through the >»ank of the inner 
enclosaro, and similarly there is an opening through the second and 
third ramparu on the north-east. Some 60 feet or 70 feet outside the 
north-east entrance on the north side of the road, occupying a slight 
elevation, are renmins probably of a ruined hut or guard-house. 

In the inner enclosure are the foundations of four or five hut circles 
(Xos. I. to IV. on Plan). Nos. I., 11., and III. are placed close by 
the jwrts or entrances, and No. IV. a litUe further into the interior. 
There were no surface indications of the fifth, but, on excavation, I was 
led to suspect its existence opposite No. II. on the west aide of the 
north entrance. Besides the circles there have been huts built in the 
rampart on either side of the south gateway, tlwt on the west l»eing in 
rear of the hut circle No. I, and some 27 feet distent from the termina¬ 
tion of the rampart; also stnictures of some kind abutting on the 
rampart near the middle of the west side, and sundry remains of 
occupation in the lower ground at the north end. On the summit the 
rock outcrops in numerous pbces and is thinly covered urith soil except 
at Uie north end, where a forest of nettles luxuriates in a deep bed of 
loose dark earth. In the space between the inner and second ramparU 
are at least thirteen hut circles. Two lie in line on the right of the 
Approach from the north, and the remainder on Uje west and south 
flanks. In the same space to the left or east of the line of the approach 
from tlio north are less distinct indications of numerous foundations 
against the inner rampart. The hut circles measure over all fn.»m 30 
to 40 feet in diameter, mostly approximating to the former figtire. 

In 1906 a small grant wos voted by the Council for the examination 
of this interesting fort. Unfortunately my time was limited ami only 
one labourer procurable, and though at the end of a fortnight's work 1 
loft with the full intention of returning in the following summer, circum¬ 
stances arose to ujiset my calculations, and, seeing no prospect in the near 
future of carrying on the excavation, I consider it desirable to place on 
permanent reconl the result of my exploration. The plan (fig. 1) is 
incomplete, but it may lie of use to any future excavator. The hut circles

Elxcavatiun was commenced on a depression in the ram]xart on the 
west side of the south entrance, some 27 feet from its termination. This 
depression was found to lie a rectangular chamber about 12 feet square, 
the flour of which was some 2 feet 8 inches below the present surface. 
The sides appeared to be foceil with boulders built into the rampart. 
From the south-west comer a passage about 2 feet wide passed directly 
through the rampart to the outside, while from the oppoeite comer 
anotlier passage le<l into the hut circle (No. I.) beyond. Near the 
centre of the chamber and facing south-west was a fireplace rudely built

of boulders and roughly rectangular (fig. 2). Its gruttest elevation at 
the beck and on either side was 18 inches; the length of the interior 
3 feet; the width at the outer end 2 feet, and at the inner end 1 foot. 
On the floor lay a small quantity of charcoal. In the north comer of 
the cluunbor was a hearth of about 2 feet in depth raised a few inches 
alwve the floor-level and marked off with a segmental outline of stones 
measuring about 1 foot across. Over it lay a deep layer of black soil 
intermixed with charcoal. Tlie floor of the chamber to a deptli of some 
15 inches wos covered by a deposit of dark soil, through which ap|>cared 
charcoal and snuill quantities of calcined bone. Some 8 inches above 
the lowest level there seemed to extend over a considerable part of the 
interior a layer of carbonised wood, among which birch branches of 
from 1| inches to 2 inches in diameter were recognisable by their bark. 
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Above the branches lay a number of ston^ irregularly tumbled iu. 
Tvo fragments of Hint, unworfced* weiro recoveml—one at tbe loiAeet 
]ev(!:1, and the other 15 tnelied below the sorfaeaj Jtnd aome pitecfl of 
slag were al&o rouml. 

Ou the left ornortii aide tif the posaage leading to the hut circle there 
seemed to be a recess, rouncleiL at tlie back, nieasuriDg some 3 feet 
5 mohea Bcroaa by about 5 feet in depth. Ft\»m it vras obtained a 
AUiall cylindrical picoo of raiulstoue meju^urlng inches by inches 
in diameter,, the upper and lower surfaces of which appear to liavo bean 
rubbed smooth. The hut circle Xo. L, into the back of wliich this 
fisssagc led, wa* roughly circuhur end measured over all pouie 33 feet in 
dioiucter. When the turf which covered it woa removed t]]CT« wsji 
diseloaed a layer of liotiiilers over the whole area lying on the natural 
surface, except where it had heeii found iieceswiry to Ell up depressions 
to bring the lloor to a uniform level, Ko wall of any sort remaiued, but 
the base, or foundation» on which a wall had been raised with a bruadth 
of from 8 feet to 10 feet was clearly ideutihable by the outline of care¬ 
fully laid lioulders which marked ila outer and inner faces. A total 
Absence of auperimpased stones or of debris showed that the wikll above 
this foundation bmi not been of stone. The Interior was pcaw-^shaped in 
form, measuring feet fittm the buck to the entrance by Ifi feet across. 
A nuinl>er of flat jHuidstona slabs sfune 3 inches lo 4 inches in thickness 
lay in the interior and hnd evidently formed the paving, 'Phe entrance 
pnssiigs, rudely cubbleif for 5 ftet 9 inehes outwards^ faced the north¬ 
east and WRSsome 5 feet in widtli. The only relic recovered was n small 
■addle quern measuring lU inches by T inche^f siij^rflcmlly by 3 Inches 
in thickness. Two round inebbles, 1| iuehei in diameter, appeared to he 
naturally formed, but inny have 1ieen employed an sling stones. 

The appearance of thu end of tbe inner rampart on the east of tlic 
south entrance suggested that it Imd boert occupied, and an excavation 
was accordingly made iti it for a distancio of some H feet inwards. The 
■oil which Riled the area was black and ccmlnined a small amount of burnt 
bcjio and charcoal, hut the walls on botli sides of the elismber hud been

much broken down end no strualunU details were observable. The half 
of a BmuU whorl, 2 Lnchee iit dinmetor, pieirced with a hole frema the 
convex aide ^ iticb in dlameier, a broken portion of a saddle quern, and 
a small fmgment of ore were recovered. 

Attention was next directed to hut circle No, 11.^ situated sIbo in the 
inner enclooure on the west side of the north entrance. Over all it 
measured aome 2T feet in diameter and was siiironriiled hjr a wall 
base formed of round stoniMi, fnjm 10 feat to 11 feet in thickn^a, 
anniogone to that in circle No. T. A wlunfitoue alab of grcBi weight 
some 3 feet square covered the centre of the interior* The entrance 
faced east towards the gatewfly* No relics were recovered. 

Hut circle No. III., silnated to the soutli of the north cast entmnee, 
was only portially examined. U was of large dimension, mcneuring 
some 43 feet in diameter over eJl, surrounded by a wall foundation 
some S feet t& 10 feet in thickness enclosing cm area of some 25 feet 
in diameter. The entmnee faced the iiortli-oast j no relics were found 
In it. 

Hut circle No. IV, lay at a slightly higher level, e<>me 50 feet west 
of No. III. It WBS of small size, measuring only about 23 feet over all. 
The interior wns |MJsr-shfti>ed. measuring seme 15 feet by 12 feet, the 
longest axis being towards the enlmnce, which faced the south. Tlie 
interior was atnawii over confuwily with stones not auggeative of 
|>avomenL From the west side of the entrance, extcuiling round for 
about a quarter of the drcnraferonce, five lut|;c stones were set at 
slight intervnls apart along the mesisl line of the wall base, above which 
they projectod, A saddle quem eijuiler to that found in liut circle 
No. I. was rscoverwl from this site. 

Hut circle No. V. is situated on the north aide of the opening 
through the second rampart ou the west side of the fort. Two trenches 
were cut aumsA it at right angles, disclaaing features simtiBr to thosa In 
lha other hut circles. It luenstirdl over all some 33 feet in diameLev, 
and interiorly abotit 17 feet. The paving or cobhling of the mterior 
was very rough. Tlia erttnmcc faced to the south-west towards the 
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opening, and a roughly cobbled road or path some 3 feet wide led 
from it to the outaide of the rampart. 

Attention waa next directed to the area o%'ergrovrn with nettles at the 
north end of the interior, nnd from a point some 20 feet south of the 
termination of tlie rampart on the east side of Uie norilt entrance a 
Uench was dug eastwards for a distance of 90 feet. For the first 30 
feet or so there was laid bare, immediately l^eneath the turf, a rude 
cobbling of round wnter-wom stones similar to what corered the sites 
of the hut circles. Crosscuts were made in several directions to discover 
the outline, but to no eficct. From the site, however, another saddle 
quern similar to those previously mentioned was recovered. 

Some 36 feet from the commencement of the trench the soil deepened. 
It was immixed with calcined Iwne and charcoal, was very dark in 
colour, and 2 feet 6 inches in depth. Deneath it, lying on the rock, was 
a lied, some 18 inches in thickness, of small angular fragments of stone. 
From the soil, which was all passed through a J-inch riddle, a single 
shanl of coarse hand-made pottery was recovered, also one half of a 
large roughly fashioned whorl with fiat surface^ which measures 4 inches 
in diameter by | inch in thickness, and has a perforation in the centre 
drilled from each face ^ inch in diameter. A small area, in form a right- 
angled triangle, measuring some 30 feet along the line of the trench by 
20 feet at base at the south end, was here completely excavated. The 
face of a wall, still some 2 feet in height, formed the third side. The 
wall was built of large stones carefully laid, ond measured some 8 feet 
6 inches in thickness. At the south-west end, where it sloped upwards 
to the higher level, it gave place to a cobbling of lioulders faced wiU» 
a kerb on the north-west, apjiarently forming one side of an uncobhled 
track some C feet wide lemling into the hollow. On either side of this 
track, and over the surface lieni'ath tlie turf to westward of the excavated 
hollow, the ground was coveriMl with large water-worn stones. The 
walling crossed the hollow in the direction of the ram{iart, which it 
would meet if continued at about 04 feet from the east side of the 
north entrance. Within the triangular area, some 16 feet from its cost 
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end, a fragment of wall, some 6 feet long by 3 feet wide, cro«se«l towards 
the previously mentioned w’all, apprixiohing it from the northwards at 
an angle of about 40*. To the west of it and facing the east-north* 
east was another tireplacc, similar to that previously described, 3 feet 
long, 2 feet wide, and aliout 18 indies high, on the floor of which was 
found charcoal and black soil. In rear of this atnicture from its south¬ 
east comer, a narrow passage led into a recess some 4 feet long by 

2 feet wide. From the vicinity of the fireplace there were obtained 
(1) a shard of coarse red hand-made {lottery, the up{ier {tort of a 
vessel of large diameter, measuring su|>erficially some 3| inches by 
2| inches, and 1| inches in thickness, having a single round {lerforation, 
^ inch in diameter, 1| inches below the lip. The {K>t thins away to the 
lip and is undecomted. (2) Another fragment of a similar vessel, about 

3 inches square and | inch thick. Both pieces of {lottery arc much 
blackened on 1>oth sides. (3) One half of the base of a smaller flat- 
bottomed vessel of similar {lottery, probably a crucible, measuring 
2j| inches in diameter; and (4) nn iron pin, 5^'^ inches in length, 
with a round shoulder to retain it in {Kieition, and an annular head, 
yk tncb in diameter, formed hy the Umding of the wire. This relic 
was found some 3 feet lieiow the surface. Some nodules of slog were 
also obtained. 

Examiiuition of the roadways into the interior at the entrance showed 
that while neither that at the north nor that at the sotith were cobbled, 
that at the north-east was roughly paved with large water-worn stones. 
Outward from the gateway for at least 30 feet, and also within the 
fort, this cobbling was continued. 

Immediately within the north entrance was an uncohhled semi-circular 
s{Mice, with a radius of some 12 feet, aniund which, from the inner 
side of the rampart on the east of the entrance to the costtnost of two 
low outcropping rocks on the south-east of the hut circle No. II., the 
cobble-stones lay thickly strewn. Against the westmost of tlie two 
rocks the hut circle ahulte<i, and lietween them a {lassage some 3 feet 
wide, quite free from stones, led into the interior. 
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1l wha impoaaihlu^ to my wlieLher thin cobbling uround tlie entrance 
had boen the Wse of a turf wall, such ae probably Bunroundod the 
hut circlofl^ or wai^ merely the paving over tbe lower end of the fort 
to keep the surface above the deejjer Aoil from being trampled into 
a mire. As the odbbliiig tra* not found at the wjutli cntmnce, 
where tbe rook ia near the surface, the latter m probably the true 
ex plana tioin 

The ends (►f the ramparts ut the etitmncsa were in most much 
worn down, but in no instatiw were tlmre any sign* of gatojxjKta or of 
the holea in which they bad been Bunk. A kerb of single flattish 
bouldera was used to round olT tb* tjxtremitiei, 

Tim entrances on the north and sotUli were some 10 feet wdde, while 
that on the nortli-east, the sides of which were not worn down, 
measured & feet ftcrom the centre and 6 feut oii the inner side. 

A peculiar feature wa» olTserved where the rowiwny from the north 
through the thinl rampart The pusmge was 9 feet wide, but on 
the inner side of the rampart the roadway eipandedT entirely k» the 
east, to 20 feet, the edge of the ilEtcli over whicJi it passea on the west 
side being fluBb with the west side of the pasange. 

Two Bectiuns were made through the ditches on the north face—one 
through the inner <litch on the plan), ntid tba other through the 

on tar ditch (A-B). The inimr ditch is 24 feet aero® to tlie croat of the 
outer rampart, and at present level only 2 fett 0 inches rleep belnw tim 
level of the k>p of the countortcarp. On excavation it was found to 
have licen S feet deep, with a scarp measuring 12 foot from the old level 
of the upper bank, aliovo which there had cxiated a rampart now much 
worn aivuj. The bottom wem T-ehaped, tlie counteracarii, however, being 
Biightly mote vertical than ilie scarp. The width was only 11 fuel 0 
inches, a level simico or platform B feet wide (trotdiing from the top of 
the counterscarp to the base of the outer Tani|ifirt. Tlie mmpart itself 
w(L9 21 feet wide at bnee, and on the in nor side was laid on a cradling 
of irregular oblong bnihlt-rA set with their ends outwardH. The ram[iart 
was composed of compoctHl earth and alone. About a foot aljovo the 
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bottom of bhe ditch there visible a thin stratum of darker Bod, 
stich as might indicate a former level of vegetation. 

The miter ditch (section A-B) meaaiirEM some 
3fi feet ncroaa, and is 3 feet 5 inchet deep ImsIqtv 
the level of the top of the countctsdEirp. ft was 
found to have filled up to a depth of 3 feet from 
llie original bottom and to Iw approiiiuatoly 
V-slinpcd, the bottom licing 15 inches vride. 

The scarp measured up llie slope to tho original 
level 11 feelj and Ui the top of the rampart 11 
feet man!!. The present vertical height of the 
ram part above the origincil level is about b feet- 
Tlie counterscarp to the original ground-level 
measured 3 feet^ and to the top of the mmpart 
15 feet. The outer rampart, which has a level 
top about 4 feet broad, luejiaures 29 feet on latse 
and 6 feet in vertical height.

BO far to indicate^ 

The coarse pottery and the iron pin found in the latter of these two 
sites are products of the KhrJy Inm Age. 

Tlie pin (fig. 3) may be compartHl with one, also oi iron, and, though 
imperfect, originally of somewhat similar sire, preserved in the National 
Museum, and found in the fort on the Castle Law, Abernethy, along wiUi 
a fibula of late La T^me type; while another pin of mmilnr form hut 
smaller sise and fashioned of bronze, found on the site of n pile dwelling 
at HammoremUh, is preser\-ed in the Erltish Museutih and figuml in the 
Proeeedintjt of ihe •S'ocicfy of AMfir/uuriea of Lvtx/ion^ voL xx. 
No. IL p, 345. 

The presence of eaddle quenis suggests an early date for the omenjiation 
of the hut circles i hut, in drawing any conclusinna from the alucncc of 
rotary querns, the small extent of the exiaivucioii must he iKume in mind.

In neither of tb&to two eKniiiplea do we find thoso qiialillea eo richly 
IKwaesBcd by many of the others in good design, fine drawing, and 
juicy colouring. Bnt with all those deficiencies they are far from 
being uttinteTt?atttig, if for no otlmr reason— * persona) one pethnjus— 
than tho technical eilucfltion and delight tholr close esaniiontion and 
study liuvo given me* They reveal not only the many ijeculinritios of 
a poeuliar stylo, but tlio ■* technique'* of an osttromely quaint and now 
almost forgotten art, besides onaUing ub to have a perp at a phase of 
Scottish life, and telling sometliing of the mannem and customs prevalent 
towanls the end of tho aiiteenth and the early \m\> of the Mventoenth 
conlury, whon the idea of the mansion began to predominalo over that 
of tho castle. 

Mnny of these paintings show reiuatkably fine detail carefully drawn 
and doverly painlcih Evidence of this may Irt insumced ^ in the Mont¬ 
gomery aisle <fig».

principle in capable hands—as no doubt many of theae painters were— 
that is certain to meet with a good measure of successy besides having 
its reward in the permanency of the colours employed ; for, after all, 
the range of colours is rather limited, and rightly so if {lennauency 
is to be a feature. It is more due to tliis, combined with the methods 
of application and manipulation, than to any other cause tliat much 
of this style of colouring has remained so astonishingly fresh even 
to this day. 

llefore dismissing the general subject, however, it may be interesting 
to note the numerous curiosities many of those paintings contain, full 
of fantastic humour—proverbs setting fortli advice in wisilom, and 
quaint mottoes giving expression to sentiments of piety and hope—all, 
more or loss, illustrative of a particular period, and serving to identify 
them with the time of the accession of James VI, (at the Union of the 
Crowns in 1603) and with the general outburst of congratulatory verse 
of every kind addressed to the new king. 

Hu.xtinutoweb CxsTt.1, Pkrtumhibb. 

Huutingtower Castle, Perthshire, is situated about three miles north* 
west of the city of Perth, on the C’riefT Hoad. Formerly known ns 
Kuthven (^tle, it has much historical interest It was the scene 
of the incident known us the Raid of Iluthven, which took place 
in 1582. 

The building, or rather buildings, because there are two towers, are 
now sorely dilapidated, and it was not without misgivings that Mi^or 
W. L. Mercer and myself set out on our investigations. 

After spending some considerable time in searching over the building, 
many indications, altliough very much obliterated, were traced giving 
sutKcient evidence that this was yet another place whose apartments had 
borne much of that quaint, decorative work. 

As may be expected of a building in such a ruinous state, we never

Ac tint; on former experience, however* it was decided to lift the 
flonriiig'boardB of nti upper room, end there the iieun] discovery was 
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modp. The origrnnl limber-]oistetl roof beneatli^ now pluBtaitd o^^er, 
had ita j^finul Biirfacca coareely painted with a lozeiigo-s^hitipcd inter- 
liicing in bbclc on a white ground, while the principal beams aiid 
crosA-joiatA were decorated with a rude kind of “ermine" powdering in 
white on black, and blikck over yellow. 

The present Iflth mid phuteml ceiling may have been, u Miyor 
Mercer HUggeatod, placed there by the Duke of Athole after the for¬ 
feiture of the Ruthveu family, but 1 am rather dUposeil to think that 
the ceiling wna pnintixl for the Athoie family. The plnsiercd ceiling 
is of much more recent date. 

Tlie evidence for this belief ia atrongly borne out by the heraldic- 
emhlaxonment principles of colouring to which J hove already alluded 
aa being a atriking and charaeteriJitic: feature in tiiU style of decoration. 
The colours employed are or (yellow) and boLIb (black), the colours 
of the Athole arms. The ermine powdering on the joists and the white 
ground of the panels may safely l»e taken as repreaeuting the ■‘^fur 
and the white tulTeta lining of the coronation robes worn by a duke. 

Another prevailing lone in many of those paintings h their alriking 
family wnneuoaa, not only in similarity of design but tii jictual technique. 
In coBijiaring several point* in the dettula of aomc of ilnase cetlingt, 
such as Hunting Uiwcr and iho csamplcs exhihited in Dundee Mtweiim 
Lu 1801 and 1S96, as well as parte of the work nl Ddgnty, the mani- 
pulaliun in the painting and the mctboil ol colouring have ct remarkably 
clow roKcmblance in touch," as if by the hand of the fum# painter.

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There ie no dnubt that Uie buitiiin|> was by a 

CttJrtJe or kevp ol much greeter antiquity; but wbotber the ftuci&nt 
walla were entirely removed it is eomewbat difficult to deUinnfiie, 
although in my own eiirvey of tl,e building tlia thick walla of the 
original tower teem to have remained ajid to hava lieeii used 
in plan, alLercd iuteroally, and roofed in with the more laiodern 
eatenaions erected at rarious timet to meet the re^mtemeiiUi of 
later dates. 

The time umier diMmsaion, however, is that of the pahiied ceiling— 
a time when many of those old castles were renovated for more modeni 
purposes and the improved mode of livings 

The walla of many of thes<r apartments, espiieiaUy in the finer 
examples endi as Holyrood Palace, Pinkie House, and Falkland Palnre. 
wore undoubtedly hung with ta|wstriea, while others of a ruder typo of 
building containing in most part flat cross^jotsted toots ap|war to have 
had most of their wall Burfoce* tunber-liiied, and decoratod in designs of 
some geometric |>utl 0 m. Such gijometric designs were not nncommon 
at that lime, and, like all the other portions of the dKomiion, seem to 
have been greatly inlluenccd by tire finer examples of French and 
Italian medimval art, 

Delgaty Castle owes much of ita extreme iutore^it to Miss IhichafiJ 
,^nelre GranH)uir, to whom I am greatly indebted for mneb informa¬ 
tion and for tha facilities alforded m* in taking ray notes and making 
the waler-colonr drawing. Besides being a very aide artist, she wemi 
to have a faculty for discovuriiig rare and eurioue thinB* in and artnmd 
thie fine old castle, and the unique collection ohe has hrmight together 
transforms tliia room—whidi contains the pointed ceiling— into a 
veritable mnsaum. 

Tlie ^mbe^joisted roof (fign. » and 10) is IS feat 4 inclies long by U 
fwl 3 inches wide, divided into iiina long corapartmentB by ton cross 
joiat^ each varying in width fmm 44 inches tu 5 inclies broad by 
7| imdw* deep. It Iiad been ktbsid and plastered over for sixty ye»re 
previous to ita discovery in 1SS5. The colouring ja rernarkahly fresh, 
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with Uie exception of the foce» of the beaiu^i. These, aj ujuy be ex¬ 
pected, wonUI liecoine somewhxt obliterated in removing the latli and 
plaster ceiling. 

At the cutset thia give* nnother example of the '‘principles of 
colouring" to which I have clreadY referred, Tlie colour* Ccntnined 
ill tho Ha3* and Fcrbes urmunal beariiigif are distributed throngiioiit 
the entire ceilings and eapecinlly Uie two ^mnels flniikiiig the centm] 
imnel whiclt Ticar tiie three *'liieky shields of Soollnnrl" standing 
out in all their jHinip, and reminding us of tlia legendiiry narmtiTe of 
the liDDotLTs confemKl Ufwn "Uoch Hay'^ and hb two sons at the 
liattlu of Luiicarty, 

The two side panels are “iiu|vtle<l" in the rolouriiig, as in the 
Hay and Fotiiea impalement of tlieir shields^ upon d ground iiulica^ 
tivo of the colouta as contained in tho chatgas of the Hoy coat 
of arms. 

The ornamentation also ijears that family likeness to mncli of the 
work oti tho roof in Aberdour Castle^^ and tho lettering to tliat on the 
aides of l)oams at Collsirnie Caatle,* 

There are hgures of various kinds represented on the ceiling— 
gTOte*(|ue and semi-bestial: n merman pbjiiJg a violin, quaint flower- 
vases, hsmldtc wreatli*, floral, arvliiu>cton{c, and other varieties of 
ornamelitation. 

Tlie dexter eide of the centre fxinel gives great prominence U) the 
blazonry of the Hay family, ivho appear to have descemicd from a second 
brother of tho first Earl of Etttd: arjr. n cinquofoil or., between 
throe inescutchoouf surmounted by a helmet and motto, encirtlefl 

by a. rather broadly treated lauTcl-wTeatli, flatiked by the snpporto’m_

Thu stages head, nlthaugh treated decoraticelj, has ita presence 
explained hy thu Forlres creit—a stag'n head. The elephants, with 
their fantastic trunks and lloriated taila, seciu to hove eonie Connecting 
Uuk with the family of Qliphant. Lnurunee, fir^t Lord Oliphautt 
married Lady Iisobol Hay, daughter of William, first FatI of Errol, so 
that tlicra is every reason to believe that euch a family reference is 
oiuant to l>u conveyed. Tlie crude rendering cf the three lujads, re|tfe- 
aeatcil in different waya and in sejiarate pauelo, retains much of the 
grotesque efernerEt, although the clue to their intoi^»r«tation U iierhapi 
indicoted in the thre* larger heads with cha|>caux, as nieant to represent 
the three Kinge, the Magi, or \\^i« Men of tlu» Eist," associated with 
the birth uf Ghrbt. 

The carved stone (%. 11), now inserted III the gablB^waU of the 
Old Church nt TurtfT, Ima no doubt tho sauitf hihlical referanee. TJie 
carving, like thu [minting, ia very' crude; hut it in interesting in the 
fact that even with tin- lajme i>f time the work of the ehi»l hew a 
most striking resemblnnce in technique to that of the linieh, aa revealed 
on the painted ceiling, nnd in all prohfthility \«tli were the work 
of the same hnnd. The hislory of the stone sccuiit to l)c iniknown, 
but its present [KMitiim is to Iw legrettiHl. ExjH'tsed aa it is to the 
ekmeuta, it will soon be old iterated Imyotid all recognition. Its 
pnper abode, wlmt&ver its Iifetory may be, is in Miijs Gramt-Dtiir* 
unique and liivEorical collection, if not In iho keeping of the Society 
of Antiquaries. 
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The whole paintiag with iu mnny interesting fealurea has e most 
iJelishtful framework in the aiiteen lines of qiiiiiit sajinge lettemi on 
the sides of the beams in German black-text with red capitals on a 
white ground. There seems a Uttle incottsisteney in the apelUng of 
some of the words and a curious mixture of stylos in thu cupiiaJ 
letters j but these uniior dclieieiicies, olong witli the alight renovation a 
few parts have undeigoiie, do not fob it of its interest us being one of Uio

doubt that much more painting must have existed throughout the

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Unkeo from the ohapol, EvidcuLly ib(»ie who hM it were &itxioiis lor it 
to be Well preserved, os it wa.f carerully wmpped in moss and the stone¬ 
work in front was very carefully imdl solklly btiilL Vi'hen found, the 
carving was in three pieces and bus since been set up in the fireplace of 
the ehinine>> 

An interesting tradition existed at Delgatj that tlio records had been 
Iturneii by a mad wumnn. There was nothing to furtlier tliis tradition 
until the ib'ecovery of a large amount of chitrred parchiiients in a turret 
which was entirely walled up until about ten years ago. 

The entrance to the $oent passage Ims uafortunately been Lost; but 
evilienee bas lio&n forthcoming at various times to suggest its exuitcticc. 
To w^hataver other uses the passage may have beau put, it is extremely 
likely that it was a moans of escape during the Catholic persecutiant 
dlus seome probable, djs the passage lay in the direction of Kinniiimonth, 
which Wits a great refuge for thi! Catholiizs and has been desoriWd as a 
Very ^^Cavc of Adulhuu^" Idauy famous and ctiLturcil men from the 
colleges of Donay and Clermont took shelter thorCf aiiioiig them Father 
Anderson, wlio is known to hove Tiocn tlusre in 1611- We have in hia 
own wonls a vivid descti]>tion of his perils, lie says; ** The ministers 
are scarcldng for me everywhere, bnt 1 have many times osc&]}ed their 
Imnds by an evident mi mole.’' Anolhef name wsweiated witli this place 
is that of Father John Ogilvio, nti account of whose execution in 1614 
great indignation was felt in the neighljourhatHl. 

In couclnaion, 1 shonld like tn add A few notes tokem in Aberdeen on 
my Way hernia from Delgaty Coatle. An old building nt 45 Guestrow 
has lately undeigono eomo exteiisive renovation, and is ot pceeeut tised 
ns u common loilgtng-bouso. 

The stone carved door-heads and other parte, liesides the vuriouft 
pleetDred oeiliugs, all hear evidence of their having Vieen done for the 
Ekena family. Whether or not the whale of tlie building Iwlougs to the 
same [>eriod is uncertain, hnt the outward atructiire iind the iuteriial 
treatment of the various rooms mthcr point to tlte early eighteenth century. 
The |>ottinns to which I wish to refer are the hits of fiointcd decDratii.in 
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brought to light ic the rec^ent ronovutiona* In wh«l to be the 

older part of the buililing thflre is a am all apartment' — probably a jtoriioii 
of iirbat may havo been a much larger room partitioned off-—havitig a 
lempera'puiotod roof^ which, although very much faded, gives the room 
llia apjiearanea of having l«oii used aa a private chattel. The nubjects 
represented are evidently meant to portray the AoeenaioiiT the Crown of 
Thoma, and the Five Wounds. The surrounding framew\>Tk and other 
ornamentatian are chiefly comjHJsed of fruit and fohage. Enterefiting 
though these featnraa are, it is very doubtful if aulbcietit gutting hafl 
taken place to give deciiive proof aa to the extent and nature of the 
decorative work revealed on the roof of thia small apartments 

The other interesting jiart of the huildiug is in s small panelled room 
of more recent date—an aiiite-ehaiiLl>er, no doubt: hill the painting— 
in oiV—almost permits my imagitmtion to associate it ^vith the stage¬ 
coach and tavern da^'s^ its chief characteristici; being those exhibited 
ID the many example# of ** hloh "-paintings so [N^riiliar to the early 
part of the eighteenth century, Tiie panels have their surfaces entirely 
occupied by extrenielr bold imitations of Dondeteript ninrbles, while ilie 
styles and mouldings are very profusely decorated with groii|i^ of figures, 
buildinga of various kimis, l)ejiidea landscapes and other ornatuenta- 
UoiL The technique — of Flemish Influence^—is very bold, lirui, and 
skilfully ilotie, revealing the baud of a dexterous craftsman. 

The methods of many of these earlier craftsmen and tboir productions 
are well worthy of cleeo examinntion and study, liecatue of the fact tbcl 
it is the pToductiDna gf artists rather than their lives that make the 
history of art. 

Although in this later period of decofation there is a decideJ line of 
dumaTvation separating it from the earlier Icmperaqiaintinge, yet Uiu 
links are aniiiciciilly close to form quite an interesting chain of evidence, 
showing beyond a doubt the great extent to w'hich ihctw decorative 
ptiintings must have been prevalent throughout Boptlaud. 

Many of these paintings of Ixith }»eriods, in tetQ|)era and in oil, if 
not the fineat of art IreaBUTes, are certainly unique os Iwtng tlie pro- 
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ducts of particular times mid 4 peciiliitr teuipenunciit. Hut irork of the 
eighteenth centiu-jr appaara to hnv® bud lU crowning effort in Alexander 
RuDciman'a famous productioD at Penicuik House, about 17S0, un¬ 
fortunately destroyed b}' bra in 1899.

THK ARCHITKCTURALLY SHAPED SHRINES AND OTHER RELIQUARIES 
Of THE EARLY CELTIC CHURCH IN SCOTLAND AND IRELAND. 
Dr JOSEPH ANDERSON, LDD., AaaiftTANT SrcamrAkv aKp Keefeh or 
TSt Un^^EVK. 

The object of this paper is to gather togeLher all the ex 4 in[defi of tbo 
architecturally eha]}cd aliriue}c of the Early Celtic Cburcb in Scotland 
and Ireland. They form a cln^ of relice of most singular inten^t, 
alike in tbolt intrinsic chantotor and featurea, and in their historical 
aignifioance and aa^uMisliono. Tliirty years ago I dealt with them in 
my Khind Lacturca '^ undar tbo general head of the esiating mlics of 
the Early Celtic Church; but since that lime some nna' oxamj> 1 ei$ have 
occurreil, and it iiiuy Iw of interest to call attention again to theae objects 
aa 4 close by theuiselvaa. 1 have also takou advantnge of rbc occasion 
to add a few brief notices of other Teii<|uaric« existing In Scotland. 

The arohitectu rally shapes] abrmen of the Celtic Church both in 
Ireland and in Scotland were fosHioned in imitntion of the form which 
the Celtic artist who illuminated the Book of KdU evolved from his 

imagination as a represcnintion of the Temple at Jernoalem {fig. 1 )^ a 

rectangular l»attment covero^l by a hip|»k 1 roof, with 4 roof-ridge 
terminating at either end In otiiamental projections.^ It is not known 
why tb«e shrines were mudo after this particular pattern, or what W 4 S

We are thus driven to inquire whether there is anything 
aseertailiable which might aecount for thu presence of such n notable 
relic of the Early Celtic Church tlierc.^ And accorditigly we find that 
there b on record n apecial connection Ijetween Monymiifik and one of 
the moat famous of the 8cottieli enshrined relics of St ColumlM—a Telic» 
loo, which, like the Cathach, Imd for ita pTiiieipal function to lie carried 
intii Imtlls by its bearer w'ith the army of the king, and a relic whidi, 
though its naturo is tmspecified, Horn n name which implicn tlml it was 
enshrined in anch a shrine as this. 

In a charter of King William the lion* l>efure 1211, lie grants 
luid confimie to the monks of Uis newly founded uiuniister}- of Aber^ 
btothock the custody of " The Brscbcnrujck” And to tluwe aaine monks, 
he sap, " 1 have given and granted, witli the Brecliennoch the bnds of 
Fotglen given to tied and to fit Cnlumbo inid to tlic Breebennoeh, U)cy 
making therefor the spnr'ice in the army w'ith the Brcciiennoch which is 
due to me from the said bnde/^ From this it is apparent that tlie 
Brecbcanoch, whatever it was, was endowed with the buds of Forglen 
for its kespenthip, like many other relics of the Celtic Clnirtrh, and that 
these lands had been of old gninted to St Columba, Tim Church of 
Forgbn wna iledicatod to St Adumnaii, the ninth succauut in the 
Abbacy of loiia fmiii Coltunltu himself, and the well-known author of

that he and they shall perfuiin in our name the service in the king's 
nrniy which pertaina to the Breebennoch as ufien ns occasion shall ansc. 
There is no neod to go further. There is no evidence that tin? lirccbennoch 
which Wu 5 thus committed U> Uio hereditary keeporBliip i>f the family of 
Monjmusk over loft ^fonymnsk, nlthough the hinds Iwlonging to It can 
be traced in record na hold by other fainilcos <lowii to tlic fteforiuatioii 
hy the same tenure. The iinnamod relii[Uafy which still mmains there 
is iiiu|U€]itiDniib|y a relit of the Fnrly Celtic Church, nitd from its chat^ 
acter and ormunentation may very well he of the time of AdamnonT to 
whom tho Church of Forglcn wsvi dedicated. It i« not agniiist its 
fKHsiblo identity with the BreclHUmoGh that llMhop Reeves, Cosmo Innca, 
and othere euppostd the Itreclwuiiooli to liflve lieeii n hannor, probably 
founding n|>ou the fact that in acme ■uf tho Chnrtehf telaiiug to it, it has 
Ijoon called a tfjiVfUTrt, a terra given douhtlm from its function of 
ser^'icfl with the army. This, hovi'over^ is really in its fnvcnifj for the 
Celtic vtnihi were not ni'Cifa^iirily liaiinors^ but more friH^uoiitly 
reliqinirieo.' 

There reraaiits another inclication of the nature of the Breclwunoeh'— 
the indteatiou cental ued iu tho name itself—wbkh la obviously made up

brought to Norway to be bnrtofl with its posseasur cannot be reckoned 
later than the beginning of the ninth century* en that it oiml have

It wjtH ft wclbcstablUlicd cufltotn of the Celtic Church to enshrine the 
mlics of their nntive saints^ The relic* so preservHl were mostly 
personal posses.-4iorts of the Baint, intimately ossocintcil with his life 
and lalwurst such Ji.-! Wiks of the (biLiiitfllg or Psalters, copietl or used 
hy himrs^ Irtilla, iinwiera, or auclidike* of whtoh some tniditiouary story' 
WHS told. 

The liooks or manusoriptfi nf the Cospek ami I^saltcrB were enslirinei:! 
ill tmnniaeh^ or ctusc* fd the form of tlie book itAclf,, miule of silver or 
bronze, imd ehibomtaly ornamented in chinied or filigree work and inby 
of gold and settings of gem*. Five of ihfjsc nre preserved in the Dublin

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m four volunicA, eajjli ifnahririetl in a inetal ease enriched by silver and 
gold ititorwovdu cm their surfaces, is noticcfi in tbe ^fartyrolcigy of 
Aberdeen,^ wUere it is stated tliat the volume containing the U'ospel of 
^^latthew was presen'e^l in hia Church at Banchory at the date when the 
MS. was written, or about 1&30, 

Tlie belle, of which a goodly number still cxist,^ when gush fined, were 
enccitied in decomted coverings of the sbafie of tlip CtUk bell, which 
woe i^uadrangular, tapering Upwards to the loop haiiilta, or to a flattened 
semi-oviform domo enclosing it. These bell shrinca are quite peculiar to 
Scotland and Irelimd, not a single example occurriug elsewhere. The 
dneat surviving example is that of St I’litrick’s Indl ■(tig, HO), traditionally 
said to liav’o liecii found in the tomb of St Patrick by St Col umbo, and 
placed by him iti the Church of Armagh, wh&tc it wiui eiuftrined Iwtweeu 
the years 1091 and HOfi, Tlie bell itself is of hammered iron, 6 inches 
in heitglit, and as rudely pul together os any caltlo-bell; but the ihfing ia 
a work of art, and beats on mscription coiufucmoiating the King of 
Irelnnd and the Budiop of Armagh, who caused ft tu Iw mado, wiiJl the 
name of the artiScer who, " with hie aona," foehinned it, and of the 
keeper of tlio bcll.^ This last intimation of the existence of an othoe 
implying the kee^ieraliip of u sacred relic hats oiii important bcnriiig oa 
questions that will follow. 

There are two belbshrinea in Scotlond, Iwth of couBidetably later 
date,—til a Kilmichael Glossary shrine in Argyleshire,’ and the ihrtnK 
of the Guthrie bell in FcirfaTahir&.^ Tlie Kilmicboel Glassnry shrine 
(fig. 11), now in the Museum, contains a flinall iron bdl, prolxibly that 
of St Moluag of lismere^ which he made miraciilmiHly, neconling to the 
ecdesiastical tradition, with a bundle of mahes for fnel, the omitliL having 
dflclinerl to moke him a Wll because he had no coale. Tlie AWrdeen

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ecde^iiiistica vestal nad mitreil. From the faat tliat tht? srrdciliiiQii is 
ropr^nted witli threa JuUle itinlefitl of four, m earlier roprtAisiitolione^ 
it can hanlly Ije pinced enrHer tlimi tlio thirtetntli centuri'; but there ia one 
figure OD the right-liend aide of the ehiine ^vhich is apparently of a date 
couaidembly earlier^ ami prubabjy to a prior Bystcnji of ita deooni' 

tion. Over the arms of the omcihxtDU them ate two groujia of aettipigs, 
the etauca of which are now gone. Tliey conBiat each of a circle of six 
BettiQgB arraugecl round n central ami ki^er setting, ami are probubly 
intended to re present the auii nnd moon, which wore the uauni aoconi' 
pniiiinapita of the crucifix ion at that period, und for aoni# cunturies 
previoualy.. On each aide of the cnccifijt are panek of roliageoua bceoMs, 
and on the extreme right a panel of intcrkcetl work, the atmtide uf 
which arc marked W'ith dots in the Irish manner. At the bottom la a 
aijvcr plate, with the lii^ription, in black letter, in luella, Joljannes 
Aloxamlri me fieri fecit,” The back of the shriur is plain, but prcaonta 
the remiiins of two loop nttachmenta of bronxe for auapettnton. 

Crosiers w'cra usually ennhvitted by simply covering the Btaff, nr the 
crook, with ornamental metal w'ork, enriched hy filigreEi work or 
eiiamela and settings of prii>cioU4 sUmes. A familiar cx&nipic of this in 
Scotland is the crosier of Filinn of Clemiochsrt,^ now in the National

Tiila group of Reli^iusrice; InterestLog ns they nrs from their intritisie 
merits as worts of art^ are still more interesting in their lustoriail 
associations from tiieir intitnate cotmection with the ecoUsiastieal and 
secular life of liie people, Hi&y were used for swearing onths Upon, for 
curing diseases, and for pmcuring sdetory for the host of the tribe in 
the day of battle. Tlifee of the rclica of St Columha wore so uacd^—the 
CaiharJttOT Battler, which was hiscni^hTinerl Pealter; the Cath Buidhe, or 
Yellow Hauler*^ which wan the Scottish shrine of hie croeter encaetd in 
goldand the BreclieiirLtich, which was enlisted by charter to senuce in 
the army by King U'tUiam the Liom Nor tnuet we foiget, in this 
connection, Utc ciiehrined anu of St Fillmu wliich,. according to the his- 
totian Boece, played a mimctilouis part in cheering King Kohert the Brtice 
on the ove of Bt>innockburii.

Tlie five reJice of St Fillan * had each its croft of land in Glendoclmrt or 
Strath dLlan, held, with the custody of the reitCj by lay ]>ew'are or 
hcrediUty keepers. We know from rwertl that aa hit* as 1549 three of 
these lay hereditary kee|}eni were able in the Civil Courts to vindicate their 
right of po$sc^iouof th* relics against the Church itrelf in the person 
of the Prior of Strathhllan^ who sought delivery of the relics to him that 
they might l>e placed in the ehurehes of Killtn and StrathCillart, *'not to 
be tain furth agane witliout licence of the aaid Prior.In 1&5I wo 
find it noted in the Great Seel, with reference to the landalield by Molise 
Dewar, wjtli the custody of the crosier of St Fillan, that thr-y had never 
iNCcn compntetl in the rental of the Lordship of Glcndouhart, nor ony 
[uiyment made ft^r them to the Queen, bat now they were to be held of 
the Crown for a puynient of forty ahillihga aiiiiually. 

After the Reformation Donakl Dewar sold Die lands to Campbell of 
Olenureiiy, hut did not part with the crosier, which descendeil horeditatily 
ill the family till ISTC, when Arehibnld Dewar, then resident in Canada, 
where the eresier Lad been for fifty-nine yi'ars, executed a deed of 
traneferancu and lurreiideT of the relic, w'ilh all ila righta ami privileges, 
to the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland, and their Hn>DceBsore, '^on 
trust to deposit the Mime In the Natlunnl MiiAcUin of Antiquities nt 
hkiinhurgh, there to retimin in all time to come, for the use, lieuclit, and 
enjoyment of tlic Scottish nation."

The Secretary read the Annual Report to Uie Roanl of Tniatees by 
the Society of Anliquarii*8 of Scotland, with reference to the National 
Museum of Antiquities under their charge, for the year ending 31st 
March 1910, ns follows:— 

During the year the Museum has l>een open to the public free, except 
that it was closed for repainting by II.M. Boiml of Works from 16Ui 
February to 25tb March, at which time the ground-floor was re-opened, 
while the work continued in progress on the floor above. 

The number of objects of ontiquity added to the Museum during the 
year has been 137 by donation and 29 by purchase. Tlie number of 
volumes of books and pamphlets adde<l to Uie Library has l>ecn 169 by 
donation and 31 by purchase, and the binding of 134 volumes has been 
proceeded with. 

A consi<Ierable number of objects, some of which are of great impor¬ 
tance and interest, have been added during the year to the collection from 
the Roman Station at Newatead, Melrose, which the Society has l>een 
excavating for the last five years under the 8U]>erintendence of Mr •fumes 
Curie, K.S.A. Soot., Melrose, who bos also umlertiiken the description 
and illustration of the excavations and their results in a work to be 
published shortly. Tlie whole numljcr of tlie objects thus obtainetl by 
the Society’s operations now amounts to nearly 2300, many of which are 
rare, ami some unique; and the Council desire to exi>rei« their grrat 
obligations to the proprietors, Mr T. J. S. Kolierts of Drygmnge, 
F.S.A. Scot,, and Mr Wm. Younger of Ravenswowl, for their courtesy in 
granting permission to excavate the site, and for their generosity in 
freely giving over this large and representative collection to be per¬ 
manently preserve*! as national pro[»erty in the National Museum of 
Antiquities.

Received from Mr Creech Eighteen Pounds Five Shillingn Sterling pay¬ 
ment of Fifty Three copies of my Poems, given to Sir J^n Wliitf(X>rd's 
Subscriliers and calculate twice in the Acc*, ami also of twenty more being the 
half of Forty Copies said to be given in presents.

.Mr Boog Watsun supplies the following itarticulars of the transmission 
of this interesting document in a letter to Dr Macdonald a(rcompanying 
the doiuition:— 

“William Creech was, as wo know, Burns's hMinhurgh publisher, 
and must have token this receipt from the poet in a receipt-book kept 
for such entries, as shown by that on the back from a map-mounter 
and the stamp u|)on the comer of the slip. The Wk containing it 

came into the iioeseseion of my grandfather, the Rev. Charles Watson_ 

later D.D.—of Burntisland, who was cousin to Creech and heir under 
his will. Creech died in January 1816. 

“My grandfather, in going over the i>apers of Creech, must have 
found this signature and cut it out; he {lastcil it into a scrap-book 
(which I have) among other autographs, franlu, etc. Dr Watson died 
in August 1866. His widow survived him till 1887, when the book 
came into the poesession of her daughter, the late Mrs Macgillivray, 
wife of the Rev. Alexander G. Macgillivmy of Rosehum Free Church, who 
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died in 1889—she died in September 1909. Three or four yearn ago 
Mrs Macgillivray clianged her house and disposed of a Jot of books, 
papers, etc. She gave me this scrap-book, whose valuable content was 
unknown to her. On looking through tlie book I found the Bums 
autograph and informed her of it, whereupon she confirmed the gift, and 
it has been in my iiossession ever since. About eighteen months ago 
I took it out of the book in order to exhibit it at a lecture on William 
Creech and then found the writing on the other side, till then concealed. 
I got it mounted in the double-glassed frame, and kept it in my 
writing-room, till, fearing it might somehow be lost, 1 made the offer of 
it to the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland for preservation in the 
National Museum of Antiquities."

In regard to what took place betwiHoi Kirkton, CaHtairs^ ami Baitlie 
ws have o eonsiderublo quantity of conteuipomiry evidence of 4 i more or 
leM benrsay kind, but, so far as t jim awnre, wu have bad up Ui the 
pmsent lime only one statement of direct evidence, via, the narrative of 
the occurrence as sot forth by Mr Ki rk ton Lii his Trae and Secret IJidorif 
of dte Chvrrh rtf Studtaml. The purpose of this pnjior is to bring before 
the Society another statement of direct eyidflnce, viz, that of Mr Roharl 
BaLllie himself, as contnimtl in his "Answers to the Ootnplaint iKrrjwTred 
4 tgaitist bim.*' This document han been found amuugst the Balllio papem 
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preserved at Melleretain Honsci (ifhJch belonged to Ko^)ert Baillie, Aiid 
after Ilia death becaiue the residence of the Baillie family iiifjtead of 
JerviRTTood Tower), and boa mitr so far as I am aware, beretofore 1 >kii 
published. It is & uurefully writtaa doctiiutnt, but uDsigDed, auJ. ia 
probably the copy kept by Boillie of his os lodged with the 

Privy CounciL I may at once state tliat tbcio “Aiiftwetw" contain 
little or no new matter, but 1 think they have a distiiiet interest of their 
own, oa setting forth Bailiie’s own defence, and bp being, mthout doubt, 
“ tfia confespion " mentioned in tlie deeree of the Privy ('ounc-iL upon 
which he was condemned. 

As the ♦* Answerscontain not only Beillie'a etatemeut of nhat tcrok 
place, but also the Governments view of the case, them is nothing which 
t con mid hy way of narrative of fuetB which would make the rofo 
clearer. I may, however, say a few worils as to the tlirce chief actors 
in the drama — Baillie, Kirk too, and Carstairs. 

By far the most inlcresling is, of course, Mr Robert RulUie of .lorvls^ 
wooiL He WM thu secotnl son of Oeoige Eii.ill.ici of Jcrvtpwood, by his 
second wife, Margaret Jolmston, sister of I.on;l Warriston, who was 
executed in ir>64^ Through the prcdeecasc of hts elder brother without 
issue, he succcc<led On Ida father's death to tiie ezitatco of Jer^'iswooil tnJ 
.\fellerdtain. He marniHl his first cousin Hachel, a ditughter of I.ord 
Warriston, and he wm thovfoTe both the nephew and son-iudaw^ of Umt 
unfortiiiiato gentleman. He was also first cousin of thu famous Gilbert 
Rurnet, Bishop of Ediabnry, whose mother was onoUiet sister of Lord 
Warriston. 

After having heen educated in the tJnivcraitiea of Scotland he went 
abrood to study law, and being at Paris when Sir William Liwkhart of 
Lee was Ambassador there, he won recommended hy him to tho Papal 
Nuncio then at Paris, with whom he travelled to Rome, thus getting 
an opftortuniLy of becoming anjuaiuted with mahy great men.^ Tliis 
fact is rather curious, and one which 1 do not think is generally known.

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On his return to Scotland he distingiiUhed himself in cieil law. 
dirinity, and history, and became one of the most accomplished men of 
his time. He refused, however, either to enter Parliament or to take 
office, os his principles did not permit of his taking the Declaration 
Test or other oaths imposed at that time. This no doubt drew on him 
the attention of the Government, and his devoted attontlsncc on his father- 
indaw, Lord Warriston, from the day of his arrest until the day of his 
death, would not tend to diminish their dislike to him. Still he had 
always lived peaceably under the Government, acknowledged the King's 
authority, and given the powers that were no excuse to interfere with 
him. It must therefore liave been a matter of considerable satisfaction 
to Archbisliop Slmrp and others of his kidney when Baillie, in June 
1676, committal an act which, rightly or wrongly, gave them a chance 
of dealing with him. 

As is well known, Baillie's after-life did notliing to lessen the suspicion 
with which he was regaidcd. He was one of thosu who went to 
London with the Duke of Hamilton in 1678 to protest against the 
invasion of the western counties by the Highland Host. He was one 
of those who in 1682 strenuously opposed the appointment of the Duke 
of York as Commissioner to the Scots Parliament, on the ground tliat it 
was against the law, his Koyal Highness being a fiapiat; and when he 
was arrested in Lundoii the following year, he himself admitted, at 
least by implication, tluxt he was there intriguing politically against 
the Government, although be "declared in Ids last words that he never 
intended anything against the Government but to have tilings rcdresscil 
in a |»arliamentar)' wu}’." 

Wlien first arrested in London he was bnmght liefore the King, who 

threateneil him with the Ixiots in Scotland, to which he answered 
His Migcsty might give him spurs too, but he could say nothing 
but the truth." * All the same, Wodrow states tliat " he was much 
afraid of torture, and was greatly at ease when he learned he was to 
die a violent death." For tliis violent death he had long been prepared, 
* LmIj GriMll Baillis’s sketch of her father-in-law. 
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for his dmaghter-in-law, Lady Grizol Baillie, writes **tbat from the 
time of my Lord Worruton'e death Jerriswood hod an impression on his 
spirit tliat ho would suffer death for the cause of his religion in the 
same place that my Lord Warriston did, which he told to some of his 
nearest friends long before his death. .\lso about two years before 
he died, having been long in the fields alone, he came in and told his 
lady that he would certainly suffer death at the cross of Edinburgh for 
his principles ere long.** 

“ It was very remarkable, the Thursday night before he received his 
indictment, he liod some glorious manifestation from God, and on the 
Friday morning ho wrote out a note which he conveyed by his keeper 
to his sister Mrs Kirkton, in which he said: * Sister, praise God with me, 
for I have got such a glorious manifestation of God this night os 1 
would not exchange for many, many worlds. They are thirsting after 
my blood, which they will get, but some of the greatest of them will 
live short while after.' ” 

The details of his trial and execution are well known. His nominal 
crime was that he had been implicated in the Kye House Plot, of 
which there was no proof. His real crime was that he was a 
courageoiu and steady opponent of Popery and arbitrary power. 
He was borne to trial in a dying condition, and dragged to execu* 
tion five hours after sentence was pronounced, for fear that his 
imtural death would deprive tlie Government of the satisfaction of 
hanging him. 

After Bobert Baillie, the Rev. James Kirkton is a comparatively 
uninteresting character. His first charge was in Laimrk, which he 
left in 1658 for the parish of Merton, whence he was outed in 
the year 1662. After the Revolution he was appointed minister of 
a meeting-house in the Costle Hill of Edinbuigh, and then minister 
of the Tolbooth Church, where ho preached with a ** weak voice," 
but with groat teal, knowledge, and learning." He was the author 
of The True and Secret Hietory of the Churrh of Scotland and of 
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soma other workH^ He married Robert Biillie^n ai;d died in 

September IG99^ 

Burnet deacHbe^ him os Ait eminent ptendier among them, who wmi 
&A CAHtioua Rfi the reat wtck IhjIiIt and “ hjid avoided all HUApicious and 
daiigcroiu meetuigii.*' He waa evidently oI the paeeive-mEJsting tlasa, 
for, according to his own account, when seised by Ceretaire, he tiehaved 
like a Lambj mttil Chr^tain kid Im hand on his pocket pistol, which 
Mr KirkUui (terceiving, tiiought it high time to appear for hlmeeLf, and 
so ekpt Csrstairs close in Ills arms, so nmaterlng both hb liinilB and his 
piatot; they struggled nwhile on the hoor, hut Curstoire heing a feeble 
body^ was borne laick into a eorner." Bbhop Burnet saya tliat wiicn 
Jerviswood broke into the room and roatued Kirliton, be (Kirktun) was 
on the ground and CaTstalrs sitting on him. If so, it shows the 
superiority of mind over matter, for from the above it la obvious that 
physically Kirkton ought to liavc been sitting on Corstaira. 

Lastly, we have Captain CBratnitn, the villain of the piece, Burnet 
describes him aa follows : *^One Carataira, a loose anil vicions gentleman, 
who hod mined hk oatate, uiidurtook to Sharp to go aljoiit in diaguisc, 
to see thuAu canventiclea, nnd to carry flume with him to witness against 
such 03 they saw at them ; in which he hiimelf wai not to appear, hut 
he wm; to have a proper lion of all the linos that should be set upon 
his ovidanco; and he wmia to have so much for every one o( the teachera 
that ho could catch. He had manj difTerent disguises, end paiued hy 
difTerent names in every one of them.*' Wodtow, writing of him ui 
I6i77, saya: '‘This fellow liad been for some time veiy busy against 
preshyteriens in the east parts of Fyfo, and committciJ many aevorities; 
lie had tiinioil out the Lndy Colvil from her house and obliged her to 
flew and hide for som® time iu th* motuiinjns and fields, which very 
much broke her health; he hiid most wrongoUfilj imprisoned not a few 
ill that country; he went about moat ofiiciously, with about a dozen of 
men in oompanj, without any commiasion from the King, iiaviug iha

bat Dltliffiogh Robert Bailli? Iivl vcwrml luLiaB, nant cr them wu GriselE," 
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alone warrant of the Archbiahop's lingle commis»ioD« under pretext of 
searching for denounced and intercommuned persons, and seised gentle¬ 
men’s horses and committed many disorders.** Wodrow then relates 
an instance of how Carstairs did his work. 

Carstairs came still more prominently to the front in connection with 
the great popish plot of TiUu Oates. He happened at that time to be 
in Ix>ndon upon other business, and scued the occasion to turn his 
profession of informer to good account. Through his evidence Staley, 
the Roman Catholic banker, was convicted and executed, *' the first of 
those who suffered on account of the plot.** Tli rough Burnet’s agency 
he (Carstairs) was brought before the King, and his worthless character 
made apparent. *' He died not long after under great horror, and 
ordered himself to be cost into some ditch os a dog, for he said he was 
no Iwtter ** ( Burnet's Hiriory), 

The ** Answcn ** which I shall now read give some further details os 
to his life. 

“ Answers for Mr Robert Bailzie of Jerv'cswood to the complaint 
pcrsewed ogs* him before the Lords of hb Ma*^ privie Councill at 
the instance of my Lord Advocat. 

“Whereas it is lybelled Unit Mr James Kirktoim sometyme Minister 
at Mertoun being for keeping and preaching at Conventicles and his 
contumacie in not np{)earing before the Lords of privie Councill denunced 
and declared fugitive. And Captaine Carataires by one order from the 
privie Councill or some of them liaveing apprehended him though then 
in disguise and carried him to his quarters, and declared that he was 
his prisoner, ami haveing sent for some of the guard to take him off his 
hand. The defender being his brother in law with severall other of his 
freinds come to the house where Mr James was kept armed with swordes 
and did violentlie make open the doore of the chamlier and enter the 
same with drawne sw'ords in their hands, and assault and invade the said 
Captaine, while he was in his dewtie, and did upbraid him with reproach- 
full wordea, and threatened to kill him and haveing fallen upon tlie said 
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Captaine and closed with him, and pulled him by the throat untill he was 
breathles, they did forciblie and violentlie rescue Mr James who did 
make his escape, A great multitude of women and other disaffecteil 
persones haveing assembled be way of tumult and uproare to be assisting 
thereto, and thereupon concludes the defender guiltie of ane insolent 
ryot violence and deforcement. 

It is answered that before the defender make any particular answer to 
the grounds of the complaint he must beg leave to informe your Lord* 
ships of privie Councill of the true caice and matter of fact which 
appeares to be very unjustlie misrepresented in the complaint which no 
doubt hes proceeded upon Captaine Corstaires his misinformation and is 
done of purpose to palieat and excuse the Captaine his illegall and 
unwarrantable behaviour who neitlier acted or pretended to any war- 
rand from authority, albeit he was questioned thereonent and coucurre- 
ance offered if he had any, And therefore your Lordshipe of privie 
Councill would be pleased to be informed that Mr James Kirktoun 
haveing been a residenter in Edinburgh with his familie these sex or 
seven yeares and haveing publictlie and oppenlie conversed and gone up 
and downe the streets, not in disguise as is pretcnderl in the complaint 
and onclie inferred from that circamslance that the colour of his {>erri- 
wig does differ from hb haire which certainlie U verie insigniheant ns 
being ane ordinary and usunll thing, and at the tyme lyWlled comeing 
up the streets in his ordinario habit the said Captains Carataires haveing 
civillie accosted him, did tell him he was desyreous to speak with him, 
and they haveing walked together untill they came nigh the Captaines 
quarters where one James Scott did lay hold u{)on the said Mr James 
and carried him to the said house and thorow two or three chalmlicrs 
into a dark roume where the Captaine did close the doore and desyned 
himself to be Scott of Arkilltoun and told Mr James hb name was John 
WardUw and that he was owing him money. And haveing most cniellie 
invaded the said Mr James and pulled him by the throat and threatned 
to kill him, still pretending he was hb debitor, Mr James did franklie tell 
him hb name was Mr James Kirktoun and that he was not WardUw 
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anti tlifl C^iptainii Still IneistiDg in hia Tiolsnce, iritbcmt prsLenditig any 
wamnd frvm autlniritio or diflcovenng who he wa* Mr Jirocfl iieithBr 
did HOT coiild lookcF upon him otherwjiyos hut as a portion a dcsjneijig to 
liatrc oioDoy and to force it by violence^ And the CuptainoH outmgon and 
Tiolenco growing still gmater and greater ilr Jamen did cry out Afurthcr 
which aoitie [Hiisonofi in the house havcing orcrliuurd did run downo and 
acquaint hia wife, wherB the defeiHlcr then accidoatalUo wns, and liaveint; 
come up tlie etrccts hnveitig none mtli him hut hia boy and come to tbc 
doore of tlic cluilmber whore the Cuptaine and Afr Jamca waa, the 
defender having no armea about him hut hie wallting swomch And haveing 
iit all dvilli tie desyied that Uie Captaine would open the doora and that 
if lie had any order freni tiio Council 1 to apprehend Mr Kirktoung the 
defender would send for a Magistral and ha%-eing rMoaved no answer 
but in the moantyme hearing a strugleing in the roume And Mr Rirktoun 
crying ont that he niurthcrod, tho defender did thrual np the doorc 
and went in and jicr^cayeing that the Ceptaiiic did hold Mr James by 
the throat after tUo defender h&d ontreatod tjte Captaine to lett him goe, 
the defender thought he might lawfiiUie and warraiitahlie so far inter¬ 
pose 03 not to ftujTer the Ciptaine to murlhsr or strangle Air Jamea at hie 
own henck, And the defender did not by word or deed offer iJie 
Captoinc the least violenec, And ilr James haveing gathered np hia hatt, 
cloak and pern wig oil which had been fontad from bttii iri the atrugleing 
the defender Was SO little conacioua that he hnd done any wrong or the 
least iindutifull act to any pereane cloathed witb liia Arajastie^sauthmitief 
As on llie contrair he looked upon the Cfiptnme aa gniltie of one high 
itivaaion and violence nud oa dcayncing nothing but t« force money from 
the said Mr Jetiies and for which he wo* resolved to prosecute him by 
law. And the defender dibl eainw lim'd rate lie one of bin freinds wait upon 
my Lord Chancellor and advertise him wliat Imd past. 

** Which being premised and upon the trulb and ciroumatCinces 
whereof the defiander l« not onelie content to depone bnt will appnr by 
the dejKiaitiQnes of any poteoneit who wore preaoiU It ia now answered 
tin^t the said pretended complaint and grounds nnd insinuations therein

nnticcd and dochirvda fugitive is not relevant seeing it wunotknonrne to

did or pretended to apprehend Mr James for anj nidi cause. But on 
the contnir pretended that his name was Scntt of Arkilltono and that 
ilr Joiace'a onino was John Wnrdljiw and tliat ho was owing him nioiioy 
And beyond nil donbt that was the Captaiiies true designo A ml liia teal 
Against Mr JaineB upon a public iutetoat is onlie ex poet fscto, and to 
palleat i,k excuAe his itnwarrantable attempt, And do the Captaiiia was so 
far from deserve! ng to lie looked on aa a person acting by etitbority As on 
the contrair both by hia i>wn profession ond by the way of his behaviour 
in olTering ptival force and violence after ht had Mr James Lu his 
power and accuro The sold Captahie is mtlmr to lie looked OU aa guiltio 
of a robljcrie and violence, And it is knowne this is not the Bmt nttempt 
of that nature the CapUiue 1ms done, aoeiiiig if neid beii.

and carried him to his honse and there thursi him and kept him in

The foregoing Answetw" agree in the tnnin with the etateiueiit given 
hy Mr Kirkton in liU ^i^ory of the Church of Scottami, the differoncea 
Only being niieh as one would iiatundly expect in lha evidence of the 
man on ana aide nf the door from that of tlie tuaii on Uie others As^ 
howevef, the Privy Conncil did not troublo to listen to the dcUils of 
what took place, we need not trouble with tliA exnininntiL^n of these 
differences. All that the Privy Council demanded was proof (1) that 
Carstaira had ceued upon Kirk ten, (S] that fiailiie had rescued hiuij and 
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(S) thjit Carstfiira hftd s warrfti]i> It was imnmteml to them whether 
Or not Curstairs had used SJio warrant for puqKues id private extortiDi^ 
or w)iethor or not he had exhibited it to either Kirkton or BattlioH 
own odjuiasiotis^ ae containeil in the foregoing ** Answerw,” were 
ample proofs m to the firat and second of these points; nml as Carstnira 
was able to prodnec the neecssar^- wammt bl the lueeting of the Privy 
Cotiucil oil 4t]i Jnly^ the GonnciHois had no diEhculty in coming to a 
decision. Sentence, therelonv was at once pronouncod, the tjonueii fining 
"^ the said Elolwrt Bnylie in the sum of JESOO Stg, to he imid to the Cash 
Keeper for His llajeaty's um nnd ordains hini lo be eona.miited prisoner 
to the lolbulth of fCdinbiirgh nnlil he pay the sakl Jvne and produce the 
person of the Baid ^Cr James Kirkton Ijcfore the Council/' 

So much for what mny 1>is termed the unqueationafdo ofiicinl story, and 
Ud enough it ia* It ia, however, mild in comparison witli the nnofficiat 
version, ns rebteil by contempomry wrsiera, of w|mt took fdaet after the 
eeixureand rescue, Kirkton lihiiself writes: " As soon as Mr Kirkton 
and the gentlemen had left Cnrettiira alnno Scot his oom^Minion came 
to him and they resolved not to let it go so hiit to tnim their private 
violence into alnte eervice and so to HatUm they go with their comiilaiiit, 
nnd he upon the story calls all the Lonla of the Connell together (tho 
they were all nt dinner) as if all Ediuborgh hml Wn in artna to resist 
lawful authurity for ao they represented it to the Gouiicil,^ 

Continuing the narrative from a Ksntemporary fifimphlet: '*Thel^>nl 
Hatton and others were appointed to examine witnesses jud when it won 
brought before the Council, the Duke of Hamilton, Earls Moreton, 
Dninfrize and Kincardin, the Lord Cocherlti aiidSir Archibald Primrose, 
then f,^ord Kegistor, ilesircd timt the refiort of the examiimtion might be 
rend, But that not nerving their (tlnj Government) emhi vrasi denyed 
and thorenpon those lords delivered their opinion that since Cnrstairs 
did not shew any wnmiiit nnr was clotlmd with any public ohanwtrr, 
it wjis no opimsition tit ywir Mjijesty^s authority in Bayly so to raJrate 
the said Kirkton, yet Bayly was for thii fined in OOOO mcrkia and kept 
long fl priaoner," 
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" Thoe« Lord^ w<>re upon th4il g(t repreaeiited to j oiir ^^^iesly tlint by 
tho Diiko of Ljuudeniab^tt pioourem&nt tli^y luriml out vf tbo Council 
aod all conunand of tLe Mililla. And it con be madi! append tliat the 
Ciiptfi.iti It(\i1 at that time no warrant at all nguinftt Kirktaii but procured 
it ftftor the r!EilpMr;(! coratiiittcd and it was nnltdatiKl on desig^i to seir^e 
a turn at that time. Tliis matter of proceedLng» hath ever Bmce put your 
aubjecls Under sad apprehensions.^ (From a pnniplikt headed ^'Somc 
Fartieular ^faltvr of Fact relating to the Adminii^ratJon of aflaira in 
Scotland under the Duke of Ijaudoniale Immbly offered to His Majesty 'a 
coiisiileratioa in obedience to Hie Hoy a I Oommanch^’* undAted, hnt 
apjwrenily nboul 1G7D.) 

You will ob^rve from the quotation that there we-re two further 
acta of iidiiAtice ehargL'd against tho Government in eonncction with thia 
mattt^rf viz. (1) the dismiBSiil of those luedibera of the Council who in 
the 60 -cul]tM| trial votetl against tlm wUhea of Uie Crown auUioritieSt and 
(2) the dclilierate fabrication by the Crown of evidence in support of their 
eoiitention. The tirst of these accueutlona one has littk besitntiou in 
betieviuj;^ There ia doubt iia to the diamiaanl of the tnend^erA^ and tltu 
cause to whieb they attributed dismissal must have bt-on well knoivn. 
Besides, a good deal of what took place at the Council meeting may have 
fwjen overheunl, forj according to IVodrow, *‘That day I am told tho 
Council Ware In a terrible rage, so that when severaLa of Uie inhabitants 
of Kdinburgb luidgot in to see wluit the Council would do in so oilious 
n caac, the qiiaatiou Was stated Whether all the people in the lobby ehould 
nnt Iw imprUoned or notl They esea[>ed confiueinciit hut hy one vote." 

The second accusation is a more serious one, and one tiio proof of 
which 1$^ nalurally more to obtain^ It was obviously Uie general 

belief, for Kirklon writcai Curst nira producing of a warrant at the 
Council table did not prove be produced any warrant to Jerviawood 
and indeed he proilucCLi none to him because he hod not warrant him¬ 
self at thnt time. As for Llic warmni ho prcHluced it was write and 
subscrilied by Bishop Sliarp after tho deed was done tliu* the Blsliop 
gave it a false date long before the true day/' Wodrow writes; '"^The 
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thiDg stooU Uiu9: Aft^r tlio olleged riot was comniittfiffl, and Ltie first 
meeting o| the Council over, the Archhiahop found it conTonienl Qit' 
lUirB should have a wamnt to prc?tiuce nnd ncconlingty one wae pio- 
rided and the date was tnken care of, bo os to answer the time of the 
facts being commlttedK^ Bishop Burnells evidence is perhaps the 
strongest as he gives icason for bis belief. He writes; *'Anii be 
(Tlniilie) Asul he was resolved to sue Caratairs fur ttiis riot. But liefore 
the next Council day a warrant wa-S signed by nine privy Counsellors 
but sntadated, for the Eommitting of^iirkioii and of six or aeven tiiott 
of their prencLicra. la>rd Athol told me he was one of those whu signed 
it with that false date to it. So Baillie Wes cited before the Covnefh 
Carstaire pnulucftl hifl warrnnt which he pretomled he had ot tlie time 
that Kirkton woa in his hands but did not think fit to nhew since that 
would diHcover the names of otheiu against whom he was also to make 
nso of it. Bnillie brought b|a witncBses to prove hiB behaviour. But 
tiiey would not so niucb os ciamino them.^ Again, Buniet writes that 
wh<3n Caralaira camo to London in 16TB to accuse Duke Lnudctdale," 
confessed tho false date of that warmut upon which Bnillio liad been 
censured,” and tliis, along witJi some other matiera, he pnt in a state^ 
nieut which he Imnded to the Marquess of Alhot, 

One must bear in mind thot lioth Kirkton aud ^Vodrow were Covo- 
unnters, and that, although Bishop Burnet was & supporter of the 
Episcopal hierarchy and a sneerer at conveuticleB, still he w'os a first 
cousin of Jeryisw<iod, and very fond of him. And it is also but fair 
to mention that Wodrow writes: *' It was indeed true thst CnoBtalrs 
sometime before this had a warrant to this purpose" (that wm fat 
apprehending outetl ministers and suspect persons) "grootetl him by 
iho Archbitthup uf St Aiidrewa * btiL it was well known tliut, I do not 
know from what cause, he bumit thia warrant n moiitii Wfore tins in the 
Earl of Kincardins house before sevcmlj^” 

And at that ooe must leave the matter. 

Tim entry in liie Privy Council records immediately succeeding the 
Decree of CoudemiialiQti is aa follows ;— 
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“ The Lords of His Miyesty’s Privy Coancil having thereafter con¬ 
sidered a petition presented be Robert Baylie of .lerviswood desiring 
liberty to see hU wife for some short time, she being presently brought 
to bed and in danger of her life, do grant liberty and warrant to the 
petitioner to the etfect foresaid until the 18th of this instanU He 
finding caution under the payne of one thousand pounds sterling to re¬ 
enter his person prisoner in the tolbuith of Edinburgh the aiid day.** 
From this it is apparent that the Privy Council were not witliout some 
feelings of humanity. 

Jerviswood was confined first in Edinburgh, then sent to Stirling, 
being in all some four montlis in close prison. Acconling U) Wodrow, 
'* He paid three thousand Merks of his fine to Carstairs ns a reward of 
his zeal against presbyterinns and because he was an active agent to the 
Archbishop in his persecution. It was with no small difficulty this 
gentleman was at length liberated and passed os to the rest of his fine, 
and not till the Court under better information had discovered some 
dislike at this unrighteous procedure.” 

As to the remission of the fine. Lord Fountainhall, in his UUtorical 
Notet writes: My Lo Lauderdale to engratiato himself caused Jervis- 
wood’s fine to be remitte<l to him in September 1677.” 

Perhaps the ambiguity which exists amongst the chroniclers of this 
affair os to the amount of the fine imposed, some giving the figure at 
X500, or 9000 merks, which is correct, and others at 6000 merks, arises 
from the fact that, assuming Baillio paid 3000 merks to Carstairs, the 
sum remitteil by the Crown only amounted to 6000 merks. 

In conclusion, I beg to thank Robert Baillio's descendant, Lord 
Binning, to whom the document belongs, for so kindly allowing me to 
use it, and the Scottish History Society, through whoso good offices it 
came into my Imnds.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL REVENUES OF SHETLAND AFTER THE RKFOR 

MATION SETTLEMENT IN 1580. Br GILBERT GOUDIE, F.8.A. Soot. 

A< in wrell known, the groat accumulation of wealth in the haiida of 
the Church in Scotland was one of the principal grounds of the clamour 
which assailed her at and prior to the Reformation. Much of that 
wealth was in the poeaessiou of momutic communities, and much of it 
was required to maintain the dignity of the prelates—the two arch¬ 
bishops with their suffragan bishops, ten or a dozen in number. Conse¬ 
quently the provision for the sup|)ort of the ordinary (or **secular**) 
clergy throughout the country, especially in remote districts like Shetland, 
was at all times meagre enough. When at the Reformation the mon¬ 
astic possessions were seized by greedy nobles or erected into temporal 
lordships, and the |iarochial revenues, so far as not already made away 
with, had to be allocated between the ejected Catholic clergy and the 
Reformed ministers in tlie pru{>ortion of two thirds to one-thinl (with 
deductions even from that), the position of tlio ministers Iwcamc a 
somewhat precarious one. Every original document throwing light 
upon this, one of the most absorbing practical problems of the period, 
must therefore lie welcomed. 

In April 18S4 I was enabled to produce to the Society an instructive 
report of thb kind which I found in the charter-house of the city of 
Edinburgh, the city having held from the Crown a lease of the lands of 
the Bishopric of Orkney and Shetland for a period of eighteen years. The 
report showed the revenues of the benefices in all the Shetland |«ris}ie8 
at its date. It was not possible to fix tliat date with precision; but, 
from the names of one or more of the then clergy, whose years of 
incumbency are elsewhere recorded, 1 felt justified in attributing it to 
the period between 1607 and 161S, say sixty years after the legalising 
of the Reformation in 1560. 
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lly the kindnesA of William Arthur Bruce, Esq. of Symbuter, Shet¬ 
land, whose forebears liave owned that estate since 1572, I hare now 
been put in possession of another document from his family charter-chest, 
also containing careful details of the Church revenues of every parish 
in the islands. In this case also the date has to lie gathered from 
internal evidence. One minister named, Patrick Hog of Foliar, is 
stated in ibe Fadi KceUeim Heotifante to have been appointed to that 
parish in 1607, and to have die<l before Ist September 1624. This 
would seem to warrant our ascribing the document to a time within 
those two dates, notwithstanding that there are one or two slightly con¬ 
flicting indications which would suggest a little bter date. 

The document is written in the ordinary character of that time; and 
while it is not clear whether it is an original |)A|>er or a copy, there can 
be no reasonable doubt of its genuineness or of the authenticity of its 
figures. I have not been able to ascertain under what particular 
injunction of the Crown or of the General Assembly these “ Overtures ” 
were compiled, but the information supplied is an important amplifi¬ 
cation of the material as yet accessible in print in regard to the 
financial arrangements of the Reformed Church in the islands in tliis early 
stage of its history. One of the most striking features exhibited in it is 
the amalgamation of neighbouring iMiishes under a single minister, due, 
no doubt, partly to the scarcity of qualified ministers, but more directly 
to the inadequacy of tl»e means for the supfioK of a full charge in each 
Itarish, As a matter of fact, this inadequacy of funds was the main 
determining cause of the drastic process of 1681, whereby tlie 924 
Churches at tliat time in Scotland were reduced to 600. The effect of 
this is shown in the present document by the unwieldy combination, in 
several instances, of parislies of large extent in one ministry. Tljis is 
not indee<l to be wondered at when it is considered that at the Kefonna- 
tion settlement (1560-1570) one hundred merks (X66, 13s. 4d, Scots, or 
X5, 11& IJd- sterling) was considered a sufficient yearly stipend for on 
ortlinary minister; readers receiving X20 Scots, or Xl, ISs. 4d. sterling, 
for their services yearly. In the paper before us one example may be 
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quoted, that of one minister, Mr Thomas Henrie, who is reeponaihle for the 
cure of souls in the widely extended parishes of Walls, Sandnesa, Papa, 
and Foula (here termed “ Tliule "), with the modest income of little more 
fLftn X33 slg. per annum. This result of the suppression of the many 
district clmrchea of the Roman Catholic period subsists to the present 
day in many of the widely extended “ ministries ” in Shetland, though 
in a few instances mission churches and cluipels nf ease have been 
supplied, and a few r/uo^id sacra parishes have lieen formed. The 
enumeration of the communicants in the different (larishes, afterwards 
specially referred to, is also of much interest. The patronage of all the 
parishes was vested in the bishop. One minister, William Moffat, 
incumbent of the united parishes of Dunrossness, Sandwich, Cunnings- 
burgh, and Fair Isle, whose name was unknown to the author of the 
Fasti, appears in this list.

A com{>ariaoD of Uie foregoing with the atatement aobmitted in 1884, 
printed in vol. xviii. p. 291 of the Proc^liwjt of the Society, shows 
tlittt the revenues are differently described in the two «locutnent«, the 
later one lieing usually more specific in detail, and generally estimating 
in money value what in the former is merely descriptive of the nature 
and extent of the revenues from land and in kind. \a an example, the 
cane of the first |iarish quoUnl may l)e ciletl. In tlie document printed 
in 1884 the facts are given as follows:—

In the sUtement now submitted the value of the lands of the Arch- 
dcaneri^ held by Esslemont. u staUxl to lie «worthe ano thousand 
nierkis or l>etter”j and the whole teinda, lioth |)araonage and vicarage, of 
which he is also the tacksman, “ will be worthe yearlie ane Uiouso’nd 
merkis* [£55, lie. Id. stg.]. The minister is said to have no stipend, 
the present archdean having “onlie ane pensioun off twelffscoir libs **; but, 
because of Ewiemont’s feu and Ucks, the churches of the united poHshes 
of Tingwall, Whiteness, and Woisdale are to lie provided by him with 700 
merks yearly, and 20 pounds for communion elements. This instance is 
a clear illustration of the diversion of the Church property into lay 
hands, and tlie consequences to the Church. 
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The particnUrs in regard to the otlier pnriehea tire s|iecificfllly amplifieil 
in the wme vmy. Though the provision for the support uf the mintitry 
is in spptamnce m ludtcramly email, the figures ma>' probably not he 
Ycrv remote in pufchflaing power from the sfltne ituoimtia- of sterling 
money nt the present day. 

In my former pai^r printed in the /"nweerfinfpi I endeavoured to 
throw aktme light uiwn the litcal arrangements generally for the Hupport 
of the miniitry, aa these were gntdimlly brought into shajuf afier the 
convulsions of the Keformation. This nead not be rcitented. hut the 
attanualed portion of the ancient revenues of the Chureb which remained 
for the Keformetl clergy wtut, as has nlready lieen shown, so imulctpuite 
for the purpose as to lie a cause of per[ietUQl and bitter complaint by- 
Knox and hii succeesore in their Supplications and representations to 
the EstiiicH and Council during the minority of James VI. and later. 
^fattcni niigl^t have boun gradually ^ ^he Ewo-thirda left to the 

Catholic clergy fell in by their deaths but for the Tarha and Asaigna- 
tloiiH of lands atid reveiiueii which hail been grantel, Ijefora the Heforma- 
tion aa well as after it, to Lay “itnproprialors,'’ in i»ermaneiit detriiiient 
of the tmlrimony of the Kitfc. The effect of aU tills ia shown in the 
document now submitted* in which tha Tacksmen and Uie King’s

Persistont efforts were from time to time made to check the procesa 
of dilapidation of the Church rovcnuflo, as at the Conference at leiith, in 
January lD72. between the Commieajonere of the Crown imd the Kirk, 
when it Was annctcil— 

Tlmt all fewcfl. nintalln ur LocTpi of snie npiritiioll Uvings or proiuotlounB to 
be made after the date of this prwent reutall uU I# in law null and of none 
svaill. 

At thlB lime the CommiMioners of the Kith took in hand to hnve, in 
authentic form, a Book of the K«uUds of the Qiurtli prepared, to remain 
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with the Regent (the Earl of Morton) for Uie King’s use, in order that 
more forroal rtMolutiun should be taken in the nomination and disposi¬ 
tion of benefices. If that book is preserve<k it must be of inestimable 
value os a record of the temporalities of the Church in the beginning of 
the Reformation period. It may possibly be the folio volume of the 
Register of Ministers and Readers and Assignations of .Sti|>ends of tlie 
year 1574, preeerveil in the Advocates’ Library, a brief abstract of which 
was printed in the vol. i., of the Wodrow Society. In tliat 

volume some of tlie Shetland parishes are strangely mixed up, as might 
be expected in such a time of transition. Thus, Tiugwall, Whiteness, 
Weisdale, Nesting, Wholsay, and the Skerries are all under one minister, 
llieruni Chein, with two Readers,” for the whole united parishes. 
The stipend is *' the luiill third of his Archdeaiierie of Zetland,” £80. 
The other ministers throughout the islamls, with their sti{)ends, are 
briefly noted in the same way. 

Tlie two recently discovered documents, the later of which is the 
subject of the present paper, are only Uiirty or forty years later in date 
than tlie volume of 1574, ami the three combined enable us to obtain a 
fairly accurate view of tlie provision for the Reformed ministry in the 
islanils at that early {leritMl. Several other volumes of the Rooks of 
Assignations are preserved in the General Register House, and if these 
are ever printed, the {Kith of the ecclesiastical historian in regard to the 
{lersonnel and the finances of the ministry of tlie early-Kcformation 
{icriod will be greatly cleareil. 

It is not necessary here to inquire into the process by which the 
Teinds in Shetland, in their valuation and in the method of u|>liftiiig 
them in kind, liave lieen recast from time to time to meet changing 
circumstances, and the conflicting claims of the King, the tacksman, the 
minister, the poor, and education, until the present day, when, as I 
understand, almost the whole, if not the whole, have lieen converted 
into money payments by the heritors. The collection of the tithes 
drawn from com and other produce must have been attended with 
much inconvenience and irritation both to the |)eo|>le and to the bene- 
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fioiartes, I wa# once iiifortocil by an iifttivc that Utc tenth iheaf 
liAil Ta'Cn set Jiside and carried olf the gruund in certain districts at a 
ilate by no means distant from my informant's orrn time, and by anotlicr 
that on one oficosiDn, in the early [lort uf Inst centurythe tithe of ftsb 
taind") luul iweti ilemanded Jratii him as ^’vicarage," though 
the deuiund was seouted. obsolete. I do not^ however, propose to 
enlarge ^ip«n the question of Teiuds^ b complex and diflieult one, though 
[jcrtinantf ao far, to the subject of this pftper ; and I content myself 
with putting on record the portieulirs whicit the document no^ eub- 
tiittUKl contairiK, for the tienelit of future Liiquircra on the subject,

It may not Iw altogether natlifactory to compnrB these Hgures with 
the statemaiit of the commtinicanta of the Ohurch of Scotland at the 
present time, partly owing to a ptohahly more restricted system of 
couimumion now, to the presence of disaentii^g elements in almost every 
dlatrictf and to variatiuin in tlm parochial boundurjes. The enumeratiim 
is nevertlieleM of great in tens!, looking to its early date, about tliree 
centuries ago, and only slxrtit half a century after the Iteformatfou settle- 
mont in 15GQ, up to which time the w hole jiopitlation wor& attendiug 
in full i^ommunion with the Homan Church. At the date of 
enumeratioin no doubt, almost all adult ]ieraonH had qualified as 
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Protestant communicauts, iLi to be absent from cbiLTch Or tha aacmtiicnt 
would hare made the absentee Kuspeet os u with all t1i& 

atteudant [aiiiis ami [tctialtic.^, irtchiding liability to death itself for the 
olFeuce of heaHug Maa^ for the third time.

In the foregoing remarks 1 have not rvfcrre*1 to the kiuU or the 
revenues otherwise in Sim thud whinli helongt*d to the Biahop of 
Orkney, represented ib that jiertion of the dioeese by the Atuh- 
deocou, who was always the iueuiulicnt of Tingwall: I have cotilined 
myself to the ordinary provisions for timinlaining utdinances lu the 
ditferent itariBhes.

to oacerlain on wliat terms this fcii professed to bo granted, hut if it was 
coiichcil in any plausibly legal form the lands could not 1)0 included in 
thin escRmbion with the Kiirldoni, and may he m^^unsei), 4is private 
pfofrerty ntnlor tho contract of feu, to have disappearoil for ever from 
tilt bishopric or aichdeniiory eataiea.

Xo better evidence remiins of tbe importance end opulence of old 
Kiiiglinm tlian Uie weather-beaten dwellinge of its seventeenth* nnd 
eighteenth-century Inirgbera The oldest example of these tall, crow- 
eteppcil structures is tixat pjctnrcsque pile ^6g. 1) ttt “The Csng/^ wbicJi 
may st one time hare formtHl a part of St Jmnes^, a tlfteonth-century 
foundation which stood near. It is doomed to early destruction, btit it 
still shnwa sevcDil quaint architectural features, and a worn amiorial 
panel, wh i>se chief devices have been ropeSj nrraws, and initials. A few 
years ago it was inhabited, and could 1}dflst of a dated hrephice lintel and 
a stone-iiruhcd passage, uniquo among tUeete relics of n mariUnie dis¬ 
pensation. The old manse at the eomor of Xethergate and Harlsjur 
Road also retains much of its old-world ebameter, and is very attractive 
to the artistic eye. All the streets on the eastern side of tho town teem 
with aurprines; tuid if “Bible Bruce’e Hou4e''ffig. 2) is only reinem-

Tlic fireplaeo ia ptace^l in the west gable wall of the hnilding, and 
facing tlio vnlmnce, whicli ii from the east. It ia aarwouiited by the 
rich ovemuintel clearly Rhou n in the ilmwing^ and la Banned by iinrtow, 
framn] panebwork, reaching from the floor to the moulded wooden 
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cornice, into which the entire panelling of the apartment tnergea. On 
the left ia u cupbonrd with double doote, the aplay of the window claim¬ 
ing the hkift narrow ^xtneL, m>en to the left in the ilmwing. Between the 
windowa there ia (mother and wider double cupboard, a eingleHloored 
specimen occupying the remaining apace of the south walL On both 
sidea of the door in the inner oiut wall there are double panelled 
lininga reedung from floor lo ceiLiug, a aingle |janeUed frame condnuiiig 
the arrangement on a narrow return, which fiicca the aoutlu -All the 
upi^r Pamela have aeiuicircular tops, the others, including the breast 
paneU of the windows, being rectangular in form. The windows, it may 
be added, ate also originnl, and are very inoaHve, 

The absence of (amelling and cornice from the nortli wall, as from the 
oontiguoufl iiortiona of the walls to east nnd west, suggests that the 
space tliiis ilflferentiated hnd originally lieen htted with closed beds. 
DoubtleHS these wute panelled in the same style ah the rest of tlic 
apartment j and if so, the eflfee 1 gojiiiiMl by a complete waU-eot'cring of 
wcU-dcaigued and liiatroiin clark panelling must hnve been at once 
charming and diguiUed. The spariments in the up^ier storey are also 
lim'd with timber of a homi’ly sort, hut the stylo is m^agro mid the 
Work common place when coni^farod with the elegance of its lato- 
Jacolxuin Dcigh1x>iir dowiislaira. The work here figured ia of cYtsellciit 
character nnd strongly Scottish in feeling. Such woodwork was 
common to good houiiea of the period, hut ibis example is of value and 
importance, inaamuch oa it has escaped the Dutch influence which 
tainted design in the days of Queen Antie.

Tli« following copy of Sir RoWt Sibbold^a “Directiona for liia 
honoured friend Mr Llwyd how to traciCi and tomnrho the veatigw of 
tbo Bonnui w«ll l>etwixl Forlli niid Clido^*' Is tulitm from the Bodlpiim 
Cwrtc MS* 269, fol. 129d'--13Si^ end la reprinted here 114 likely, [o the 
judgment of my Scottish friends, tu he of iiitereut to students of 
Rotnmn remojus in Scotland. The title is eeirexpknatory, nor is it 
nccos^ary' to tell Scoiiish antiquaries wiio Sir JKoliert Sibbahl was. Ittit 
Li wortl iiiiiy \h} ndded regarding the person flddresasi:sl. Eulwanl Llwyd 
Or Umyd (1660-1709), hy hi till a Wel&liman, wiia jui arclneologut of 
cuniiidetable note in his day* In 1690 he was appointed kiH'|>er of the 
Ashniolenn Museniii at Oxfnrdf und held that post till his doatli. About 
1696-7 be jset about collecting Bitlieeiiptions to eimhlo hiui to undurtAke 
a pruluuged antiquariati nud sctuiitifie tour. In 1699 he eanie to 
ScotLuid; next year he Yisited Ireknd and Cornwalh Mis original 
scheme covered five years, but he encountered niinierons troubles which 
forccti him to curtail it. In 1707 be puLlislied the firut lustjilnisnt of 
his rejsulte in liriiannieat voh i+ The work was purelv 

phllolpgical, luid so disapiwinted the siibecrlberu that it was never 
continued. Soma of hia irchiEohigical notes on Wales were ]^b1ish«d by 
Bishop (jibson 111 hia re-editiou of Camden: others have hveii reeeiiily 
printed hy the Caiuhrian ArchmolDgienl A^^tKiialion. Other notes 
relating to tlie Roman Wall in Scotland were in the hmids of Sir 
Thomas Seabright in 1720, and were than utilised by fitukeley \a 
writing his Actouni of a Roman Ttinpit^ afr., hut thoy seem now to 
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tlimi pjwajwl- Pc»Ai1>ly they w^rti union^ a large ntitn^wr that vp.k 
destroyed by lire in the Te&Ts of the nineteenth centur}^ Matty of 
Lhnyd'a pa|>trs and letters arc in Ihidleian Library at (Ixfonl, irad among 
tliem the copy of SibijahVo iiotm on the FLoiiian Wall in Seotlund, 
here reprinted. 

For the nioat part Sibbold's dLreetions correspond very closely to 
what he says in the chapter of hia Hutvriciil Inquirift trhicli denle witli 
tlio WulL Most of the "liidcKniUi Pbces" included in the later part 
of the list tcill be readily recognUitble by those fnmihor with the 
place-natneo of the district, What the signiheanee of their incliuion 
here under nneh a heading may be is doubtful. It is posBiblCf as 
Dt Macdonald suggestSi that ^Ibbatd woe uinibte to decipher them to 
his own satisfoctioh iu some of the pA|}eni at his dis^tosal : be mentions 
in his ffitioriail Inquirirf that hs was greatly indebted to the 
msnuBcript collections of Dr Chiiiitopher fr\'ine and Mr Davitl 
Buchanan. F. l£ATERrEEi.r>. 

Sir, ^ You may Gr^^t go from this to Crnwmond Town and there 
yau‘L see the Runwi Alter and the Lain! or l,Ady may show you i Konmu 
medal in Gold, (if I remember well) of Antonintie Pius, Itedn sayeth 
that beyond where the wall raachM tiiey had stations for their ships nnd 
by the stone with inaoriptions and whnt woe found here I conjeGture this 
was one for the smaller vcshcIs, which was then ino^t used.

Then you go towards Cramond Bridge and erwa it and ahout n 
quarter of a mile npon the side of the High way to the fh>uth fsiry 
there are Hom urns of a M^uaTe hgnre to Ik aeon where the Ground is 
cut down (upon the b^t side) for enlarging tho way ; these couMst 
(foL 130) of 4 square stones of n foot dinmeter, one l»e]ow, oud one 
each aide, and one for a cover, and the face to the west open i some 
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report lliere wan fwJine old wins louud there. At the bridge yon may 
be iniurta'd where the cala stone is and goe to it, and freni that you 
go to Kirklestowa, and &0111 there you may the water to the South 
side: and go to new Liat^m for betw-ixt it and Ingliflhtown was the 2 iton« 
in my Garden found and I wo* told, there was a third built in the wall 
of some of the Tonenta Houses a little to the west of iDgliatown, 

From this you go up to the High way which I^tleth to the new 
Bridge nnd upon the aide of that within a quarter of mil# of the Bridge 
you meet firet with the High ohelieke nnd about a moaktit shot to the 
west oft upon the other side you meet with the Tumulus or Biurough 
with some atones standing and some fallen around it. 

Then you croaa the Bndge agsiu and tlicre^ei a way from the Bridge 
a little above now Liaton will take yon to Woutbodge, from that you 
are inform*d of the streight way to the Caatle of Aborcorn i and upon 
the South aide (fol, ]30>f) of the 9 ill upon which the castle atandeth, 
you will find a deep end broad ditch which I toke to have been some 
part of the wall drawn eaaLward. 

From this yon go to the Binna to Generali Dalreirs house and about 
a muKkett shott l»low it you come to Blncknuji Castle. 

Betwixt Binns and Cariddin a little south is Walton with b Burrow 
at it, it^B the penveltun and penvnliel of Beda.

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But from Kiiieil you may go by the High way aouthwaiU to the City 
of Linlithgow a mile and some more from that still southward an 
ascent to the Kipps whore you will see the ancient alter at the end of 
my Inclosuro (the |)eople call it the cloven stones), they are u|Mm Uie 
east march of my grounds: and the round range of stones is close by it; 
a little to the north you will see the vestiges of a camp upon the Hill 
Cockle roof: an«l a little to the west of it two camps an ulter and inner 
camp upon the Bondbo Hill: upon the north side of Lochcoat Loch. 

Upon the south side in the Hill hewest Lochcoat house is a Large 
cam of stones. 

At the Kipps standing u|K>n the Hill streight out fra the House 
with your face to the House you will find an Echo will answer some 
twelve syllables from 3 dbtant places: and if you turn your face to the 
Lough you will find a circular echo answer. 

Fol. 13hi. You may go in to the House of Kipps and call for Mr 
Oliptbant or his wife (if he Ije not at home) give my service to them 
they will shew you the house: and you may refresh you there or at 
the Tenents William Younger his house, he will either go along 
with you himself, or furnish you with a servant for your Guide to 
the silver mines a mile south from my house: u|)un the way to it you 
may search in the Kipps bum for marcasitss Hocmatites and such like 
are sometimes found there: and then you will strike up to the High 
way to Bathgate: and there you will see some stones upon a little rising 
ground with the Hierusalem Cross upon them all the marchstones of the 
Barony of Tor|>huichen are such and so mark'd for 'twos an Asyly or 
Gyrth as we call it. 

From that you go forward toward the open betwixt the Hills and 
so you come to the silver mines where you will find Heaps of the sparr 
with some luetoll in them and the |)cople who live in the houses hard 
by will shew you the Adites and the amelting house and inform you of 
them, they ore Quarriers and work in the Limestone Quarries (fol. 132) 
hard by 1 where you may meet with some stalagmites your Guide will 
Guide you over the Hills soutbwartl to the Limestone Quarries in 
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Bathgate Hills where Dr Balfour and 1 found the Pectunculitea the 
entrochi and the fasciculus Tubulosus and such like. 

From this you may return back to my Tenents house and They will 
guide you to the way to Linlithgow Bridge and then you are upon tlie 
High way to Kalendar and Falkirk from thence you go to Duny |iace 
where you see tlie Duni or Tumuli pocis and east from it Camelon or a 
Roman garison and opposite to it the other side of Carron (edes 
Termini or Arthur’s oven where at Stennis his house or village you may 
gett a Ladder and carrying a Link with you, you make [sic] take copy of 
the decussate Ciphers and numbers and what else you meet remarkable 
there (the ciphers are a spear High upon the north east aide of 
the door. 

At Falkirk you will find a Guide to Bony water upon the Tract of the 
wall uid so to Kastlekary and Cumeniald and then to Bonkyce 
Kirkintillo (by the way near Kilsyth I am told there are some stones 
with Inscriptions and at Miniabrych tliat which 1 shall shew in Scaligers 
commentary upon the chronicon Kusebg) fra Kirkintillo to Cadyr and 
then (foL 132«f) the Tract is mentioned afterwards below this. 

At Comemald or near to it are inscriptions, Forts and comps ami their 
pots and other antiquities. 

Besides the Rampire and ditch with the Rounds, all about it had 
many square fortificatioius in form of a Roman camp. From Blackness 
to Kinneill a fort, at Innerevin a fort, at Langton a myle be east Falkirk 
a fort, at the Rowentree Bum-head, at Westercowden above Helens 
chappell at Croyhill at Cailliby pest the Kirkwood over against Croyhill, 
the top of the Barrhill a great one, at Balcastle over against the Barrhiils 
at Achindowy, at Kimtillo, at east Calder, at Hiltown, at Calder, at 
Simmerstono, and over Kelvin River: at Carrestoun, at Achterbinny, 
at the rockhill, over against tlie Westerwood. at Bankiros over minny 
against Castlekarry at Dunglasse. 

The mount from Seabcigh is called Caledome hill a fort near the 
Rowentree bum, half a mile from the Seabeigh, [this betwixt Falkirk 
and the water of Bony] from tliat to the stony hill a castle beweat 
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upon the south side of Grahams dike, another at the west side of the 
Kalendour house, the dike call’d Graham's dike, from (foL 133) the 
Ralendar house the dike runneth a little east, and then strikes down 
upon the north side of the Gallowsyke then it runneth streight to the 
mumrelU, from whence it goeth to the cadger bray and runs down to 
milohill and fra thence runs up the Hill call’d the Hill and thence it 
runs down to the water of Even and crosseth there and goeth up to 
Innereven where there hath Iteen a fort 

In regard tlut these last places mentioned Lying east from Falkirk 
and round it and bewest it are not so distinctly marked in the prop]>cr 
places it will be tilt you inform yourself well at Innerevin and the 
neighbour places upon the Embouchear of Evenwater: and at Falkirk 
you must take a guide who can best guide you thereabouts. 

The following notes direct you from Dumbarton back to Seabeigh a 
little beyond Falkirk. 

Dunbarton a great fort half a mile to the castle. 

From thence a mile to the fool of Diniburk Hill (eastward) a fort, 
a mile to Dunglass a fort. 

From that a mile to Chappell bill above the Town of Kirkpadrick 
a fort. 

from thence a mile over Cressak water at Duntother miln to Golden 
hill a great fort towards its south side. 

from thence a large mile over Chidden Hill and Hulcheson Hill and 
the Peills Glen (fol. 133</) on castle hill a fort. 

from thence over the moesefsld hill of Led Camelmok by the new 
Kirk of Kirkpadrick a mile the Hay hill a fort 

From thence a mile over Fergisons moor, over Bulluy hill, mutican 
hill to Suinmerston a Fort. 

2 mile from thence crouing Celvin water at the steiia of Balmilly 
and going through tliat town to Hiltoun of calder. 

From thence a mile to Easter Calder. 

From thence over |Nirk bum a mile to Kirkintillo, at KirkintUlo a 
great fort.

The breath of the door is ane ell and 3 quarters, the height is 2 ells 
and three quarters, and ane nail, Breailth of the top is 3 ells and a half 
ell and half quarter, wydness within is 20 ella and one quarter wydenesa 
without 27 ella and half ell half quarter and ane nolle. 

Within the oven above the door there are like 3 eagles and above that 
there's one window to tlie East and it is said tliat of old the oven was so 
narrow in the top that on ordinary Girdell (for baking bread) would 
have covered the same. It had an Iron gate which the Monteiths of 
Cars took away and it was oliserv’d the Estate went from them soon after. 

The thickness of the wall at the foot thereof is five quarters except 
ane inch and a lialf and at the top three quarters and an half. 

^Vlten I was lost there I saw in the inner north east aide a sjteor high 
from the ground some chorocters like numbers (fol. 133) which I could 
not distinctly read but I cor\jccture it may be the measure of the length 
of the wall for there was not so many Legions in the Island as the 
numbers seem to mount to. 

A torcli lighted and a Ladder might make you rend them, at least take 
them off just as they stand.

Before proceeiling to the onliuAiy baainesa of the meeting, the Chair- 
nun proposed the adoption of an Address to His Majesty the King

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I. 

EXTRACTS FROM THE SESSION RECORDS OF MUIRKIKK. AYRSHIRE. 

(16M-1792). Bt ALFRED CHARLES JONAS, F.S.A.8 cot. 

If Camden’s map of Seotloiid (1695) is lot>ked at, no Muirkirk will be 
found. The map in IkUfour’s History of Hcotlcutd (1770) does not show 
Muirkirk, neither does the map in Heron’s ScoHand IkseriM (1790). 
Paterson asserts that Muirkirk may be said to have no history previous 
to its dugunction, in 1631, from Mauchlinc parish. 

The Statistieal Aeamui, written in 1837, informs readers that until 
alK>ut 1626 Muirkirk constituted a part of the parish of Mauchlinc, 
and that the earliest entry in the parochial register of the latter is the 
17th January 1670, and, further, that the first entry in Muirkirk 
register is datetl in the year 1739. 

Keith’s Cataloyue of the Bishops leiVAm the Kingdom of Seoiland 
(1755) states that the charter founding Miuichline was by the Stuarts, 
and Utey bestowed it upon Melrose. Tlie same authority has '* Machline 
in Kyle; Mnchlen or Muirkirk of Kyle.” It may be fairly concluded 
from this, that Keith was nut able to discover any separate church or 
religious building at Muirkirk. Muchline and Muirkirk are therefore 
somewhat closely associated ; thus it is necessary in these notes to refer 
in a limiteil manner to Mauchlinc. 

Tl)e Kirk of Muir, or Muirkirk, is statetl by Paterson and the 
Stntistieat dreoun/ to have lieen built in 1631; the former adds that 
when it was built, ** Uiere does not seem to have lieeii a single house in 
the vicinity ** (hardly a sulheieui reason for building a church there). 
This may very well have been the case, when from Muuchline, at least, 
to the liorders of Lanarkshire, was covered by a partially dense fonrst. 
Confirmation of this is found in the Charter of Alexander II., when he 
granted to the Church of Melrose *'the lamls of Mauchlinc and |)asture 
in the forest : the land of Douglas, and the fishing of the river.” There 
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every likelihood that the forest covered what was called by Keith 
“Machlen or Muirkirk”; nay, further, in the Charter of David I. 
granted to Melrose, he 8|>eak8 of timber in the forest of Selkirk an<l 
Trsquair, and between the Gala and Leader water.” 

This Melrose which David I. founded was not the old ^ Mailross ” of 
Aldan’s time, and of which Bode wrote: “The first Abbot was EaU, 
about the seventh century.'* Melrose was one of the twelve abbeys 
in Scotland, which were moet beautiful from, at least, an architectural 
point of view. 

In Macpherson's historic map of Scotland (1796), adapted Ui the 
year 1400, no such place as Muirkirk is markeii; this, however, is 
somcwliat discounted by Keith’s Catalogue, where he uses the term 
“Machline or Muirkirk." 

Tlie session records from which my extracts are taken will, keeping 
in view the foregoing, be doubly interesting, if not instructive, so far 
as they go. When I went over these records, they were not consecutive ; 
in fact, they appeartNl to be composed of wliat liad been saved, or 
preserved from the original session books. 

Tlie first entry was dated 1659; thus, “Present willi the Minister, 
Hew Campbell, James Campbell and Johne Blackwood, The quhilk 
day it was tlelaited to the Sessioune that Jonat Ritchart," etc. This is 
a similar one to the multitudinous entries which are so common in early 
minutes bearing on oliurch discipline. 

Now, in the proceedings of the Cummission of General Assembly 
(1649) the following is found : “The Commission for planting of kirks 
tlie division of Marhlein parish." How is this to read along with the 
previous quotation, where it is stated that the Kirk of Muir was 
built in 1631 T But is it not also worth notice that in the Scotlisli 
History Society's publication of the General Assembly records, 
1646-49, not a word, so far os I can trace, is mentioned of Muirkirk 
Church t From the same authority wo learn that in 1650 Mr Tliomas 
Wyllie was minister at Mauchlinc, and, being “ called " to Edinburgh, the 
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Commission refused to allow his “ tnin8|>ortotion,’* and he was “ appointed 
to remain at Mauchliue.'* 

Connected with my first note, Paterson states the Campbells were 
the principal families in the parish ; these were “ Campbells of Auld- 
hooseburn, Wellwood, Eahawbum, Over W cUwood, Middle ^\ellwooil, 
the Browns of Waterhead, Tardors, Riccorts (Richards) of Burnfoot, 
and land called Netherwood.” John and William Campbell of Over 
Wellwood suffered very much in the troublesome times of 1684. Tlrese 
two were scarcely men when both were seized by Lord Rom's troop, at 
Wellwood Hill, and taken to their home, where their father was 
searched for and the house pillaged, the only charge against these 
young fellows being that they had two Bibles in their possession. Tliey 
were carried prisoners, end ultimately lodged in “the Dean” at 
Kilmarnock, tlien the property of the Karl of that Ilk.* 

In the first year from which my previous extract is made, on 8th June ; 
“Present with the Minister, Hew CampWll, Terdoes, Johue Blackwood, 
and the rest of the Elders ; the case of Jonst Rilchart was continued.” ‘ 
The arbitarv' manner in which sessions used their power is illustrated 
by a decision on 6th July 1659: “The qlk day it was appoynted by 
the Sessioun that non of ye parischouneris should receave in fomillis 
Joiut Ritchart, in respect of her disobediences in not bringing her 
testimoneol from the last place of abode. 

On the 6lh July 1659, “Present with the Minister all the Eldeiw, The 
qlk day the psrishchouneres of .Stmven presentetl a supplicotioune 
subscrybed by those heritors and Seosioune in refennre to ane contribu- 
tioun from us for repaireing certain Bredge^ qlk was condesendit unto 
and tenn poundea Scotes given to them.” At the meeting “27 febry 
1661, Present witli the Minister all ye Elders. Tlie .Mr hew Campbell 
became cationne for Johns MiWhell Tumourhill,” etc. This Campbell 
figures often, being for many years sn elder and an active worker in the 
session. 

In the last-mentioned yeor we find the name “leq^ryke.” Whether

The minute of "llJiiii 1661 "contftina die following: **'J'liesaid day 
Johne lertpiy'ke presentit a bill ai eomplLiit agniuest Willi urn browil hU 
wyfe and her daughter for the sluiidering him,” etc. Tiie sesaioit, 
vrhich met on the 29ih of the next month, agreed tlmt the was 

proved. Hero die mime was spelt *^Le|irtalk.'' 

It woH common to moat, if not ol), kirk^saions to fix an hour at which 
ale-houBcs were to cease tlie supply of drink, and also the price to be 
charged. It was In many instances settled by sessions tlmt a certain 
number only ehotihl bo invited to a marriage. Those about to be married 
liad to deposit a named sum of money with the scflsion. 

With respect to the latter, we God that, on the 17th July, the session 
ordained ^*yt them sould be no uplifting of the conaignmes for niariagos 
for thu npneo of three quarterres of n self aftsr the niariage neitiior of 
these yt are lycing presendie nor of theso yt am to come." 

The practice, so ohscrviibla to-day, of persons gathering at church 
doors after sei^'ice {not invnrinblj discuesiiig the merits of the scmiou), 
is not what may be called seemly ; that such a pracUco existed cenlnrica 
ago, luid was condemnEs), is to he learned from the following; “The 
quhilk day it was H|qKiyntit by the Sestiouno and ordained to be 
ontimate the nixt lotdA day, thnt non after sermon endit s;i]l be founden 
standing in the Church ycard or upon the grein, hot sail presontllD be¬ 
take thorn to there homes, ns also yt non sail gi>e away from the Church 
beteixt yo Sermone,'^ etc^ 

In the year 1666 wo ore told of payments iiiadD for “ghussen” and 
*'wyreing” the cliurch window's; for buying iron ^^foi re^haircing the 
Helh’^ Tlicte are numerous entries of a eimUnr kind, i^ch as for iueTul- 
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iiig the “ Kirk yainl liykc : meudiog Itio Kirk style lock : thfi sclatter for 
mending the Kirk 2 \h. IS “To nne poor mati had liU bous 

hurnte 13 s.i." 

The servant questtioa liae, in eome w«y or other, forcied itself upon 
most of us: would mattera bo improved if we ravened, aotnewhnt, to 
the J^j^inw of the pericKl, when an aut of session was passed non 
Rail receive any Retventa from other congrogntioiinea iTt out teatinioniela ^ t 

tin the lllh May 1670 we glean infonttntion as to the name of a 
BailLie in Kilniaroock, and the name of a ^‘Xottar*’ (elsewhere written 
“ writtor") at iloirkirk, nearly two and a hidf centuries ngo, thus: “The 
ijlk day William Aird, of ComHat, and Andre hutcUefinuT Nottar at 
Muirkirk, being appoyiilad to reviaa the cooipt of collectiouoea gathered 
by the Minister and acjine of the Geiitlllenien of the parishes to give with 
the disohntgci of Adam Mnres, Baibie of Kilmarnock qnliariii ht grantes 
him to have reoeuved fiftie markea 8eottia qlk is of the dait at 
Kiliuaruock the 9 of Juii 1069,^ etc. 

The Ijallis here named will not, I tliink, be found in a local history of 
Kilmarnock: hi fact this makes the third Iktilie, named by myself, froni 
similar “ records ” who did not find n place in the local htsUiry refflrred to, 

Su^ierstition ia an inheritance which, more or less, we all pgAseas. 
Education has, fortunately, dene muck to Icisen the hold it htie upon 
hmuau beings. Tlio following ex.tTnct of " Julll 1670” draws aside a 
comer of the veil which bides the so-called ignorant fuwt, and Mveals 
an nspeot of the subject whicli, so far os I am at present swarc, has 
seldom Iwen presented from similar records: *'The aatd ilay it was 
delateil to the Sessioune that dames Hutchesoune, in nethetwood had 
used one groese charmo in enttoing of the hoii) of ane quick cqlfe wt 
atie ax and burreing the samen hero betwixt two Lordifl landis for to 
proven le the 8tnnlyc from the rest of hU benstlall: was ap^toynted to 
be sitit against ye nixt day." 

Among the many ills flesh i« heir tov the fallowing ia possibly new. 
It, however, probably raferred to ague: "2 May 1671* The said day 
their was given to Jonat Jlegc pootc quho woi; lyeing of the trimhling 
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fivere, two merks and aue holfe,** On the 9th of Augxwt the “channe ” 
worker agrees to **give one public confesaioune.” 

The custom of placing a sura of money with tlie session, previously 
referred to, gave them o spiritual and moneUry jKiwer prolmbly not 
originally intended. Of this is on example in 1672, ** Mr Hew Campbell 
was desyred to s|)eak to the Iloillzie of Gilmilscroft for ane precept to 
arreist in the hands of Robert Blackwood, quhat money he was indow 
to Robert Weir, because he had forefault the Itand given to the 
Session “: the Bailie mentioned was a Farquhar. 

In 1691 the sum of £5 was fixed by the session as the amount to 
be placed with them ftf/ore proclamation. 

From another minute we leani the name of the minister at “ Symont- 
toune** in 1671 : “The said day George Jonstoune in the parishoune of 
Bymonttoune produced ane testamonyoll subscrybed Mr John Gemmill 
of his sadde loss by fyre, upon the quhich the Sessioune ap{>oynted one 
colleotioune for him and sevarall of our awin poore." I was unable to 
trace how much was realised for Johnstoune. 

On the 12th of February 1673 the following is interesting, but 
wanU amplifying, with res|»ect to the “Merble chaml»er.” At the 
revising of accounts fjoid, among those specifictl is, “ and to the sclatter 
for naills and for repaireing of the Morble chaml>er at the Kirk to 
extend to Ihrcttic four pound ten shillings four pennyea." Tlie minute 
of 24th July is most interesting: “The qlk day Mr Hew Campbell 
presented to the Sessioune that as ane heritour ho wanted one seat, and 
that there was ane scat bouldit by the herotoure of Wester Netberwood 
together with some others within the parish, and now seeing there is no 
horetoure that can pretend any right to that seat, therefore the Elders 
nil unanimuslie togithcr with Lishsw yonger, Shnw, Criennock Maincs 
yonger, Crosllat, John Ritchort of Bumefoote, consented that Mr Hew 
tliould remove the fabricke of the old scale and builds ane new for 
himself upon the oonditiuunc that quhensoever the Kirk shall be 
devidit, he sliall take qt place tlie devider shall appoyntc him.” 

Laconic is the following, 17th March 1676 : “ We had no Sessioune 
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becows it was stormy." In the days of such strict veneration for the 
seventh, one is a little surprised at such a plea being offered as was on 
"Julie 1679." James Smith wus before the session, for "he did thresh 
come upon the the lords day in the morning." On the 29 of Octolwr 
Smith was “callit" and "confcasit he did it lx>t out of ignorance, not 
knowing it was the lords day." By what process of reasoning the 
session came to the conclusion that " his coufessioune seemed to be reall" 
is hanl to understand, yet they " did appoint him to make confess." 

The year 1692 was the year of Glencoe—a tragedy which sullied 
the character of King William, and doubtless had its outcome in the 
rebellions of 1715 and 1745, yet it seemed to liave little influence on 
the everyday life in such placee as Muirkirk : the Session did not make 
any reference thereto, so far as the records are handed down. 

The old-faahione<l precentor has practically died out, and it is not likely 
that such a one os Dean Kamsay tells of (the precentor in Fettercaim) will 
ever appear again. We, however, have evidence of how precentors were 
paid at Muirkirk in 1693: "The whilk day George Allano was chosen 
to be presenter and to have 20 shilling of each pair of folk yt is to be 
proclaimed." 

On the " 4 of December 1692. Archibald M'Nahro being called upon 
did compeir and confessed," etc., " Ho willingly offered 40 schilling of 
penaltie," which: "was instantlio apointed to be given to James Wilson 
for bigging the Kirk yeard ycats." This was a speedy, and perhaps con¬ 
venient method of paying church accounts. The defaulter might well 
claim to have paid for the “ Kirk yeard yeats." 

The 19th of March 1693, a ilefaulter is punished in an unusual 
manner—" liefore the Sessione and presbeterie . . . having according to 
ther act of the genemll asemblie showen some signs for the sorrow of 
his sin befor the sessione was apointed the nixt lords day to the Kirk 
door in sack closth and to stand there Itetwixt the second and third 
bell." A minute of the 24th of November 1694, which is made up of 
accounts paid and received, has at the end: "This Book visited ontl 
approved, 6th March 1695, S. Lockhart." 
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The extract which follows is one of local aiid general historic interest, 
and it is very doubtful if the information here given could be easily, if 
at all, found in any other single source. The session meeting from which 
the extract is made is dated Uie 25th tlay of June 1697. " In obedience 

to the sd summonds compeired the whole Elders and Heritors, William 
Campbell of Mid wellwood, James Campbell of Grinnock Maines, Tlioinas 
Brown of Neither wellwood, George Campbell of Neither wood, Andrew 
brown of terdoes, John Campbell of Orlhousbume, William Aird of Wes- 
late, John Kitchart, of bumfoote, John Aird of Eshabume, Thomas Bryce 
of Glenbuick, John blackwood of Airds green, heritors; and of tennents 
John blackwood in Hall, John Samsone in Middelfield, James Wilsone 
in limbume, Alexander Wilson their, Tliomas Wilsone in Watlerheid, 
James Weir in Blacksyde, Heugh Merrie in Muirmylnc, John Allan 
. . . haw, witli the Minister and Elders did all unanimously, non 
gainsaying, appoint the outter Cliamber at the Kirk for ane school-house, 
and three pound upon each hundredth {K>nnd of valuatione which will 
extend to seventie poumls, our valuatione being 2000 and 300 and 20 
|iound.*' 

It will possibly be a little interesting to refer to some of the persons 
above mentioned. William of Middle Wellwood in 1685 was taken 
prisoner for the reset of his brother John ; both were taken to Edinburgh, 
thence to Duuottar, ami afterward banishe<l to New Jersey. Having 
gained freedom, the following year William was taken by Craigy’s 
troops and put in prison, in Canongate tolbooth, but after a considerable 
time was let off by the |wyment of a fine.’ 

James Camplwll of “Grinnock.'* The original of this place-name is a 
little difficult to 6x. “Greenock,” it has been said, is derived from 
Gaelic “Griaiuig,” sunny bay. 

Greenock, or, as it was more anciently naroc<l, “Grenhok,” had no 
existence as a 8c|Mirate parish before 1636, uml as lute as the beginning 
of Ute eighteenth century only consisted of a few tliatch-covered houses ; 
it hotl no harbour, and almost as little trade. In the “Grinnock” 
* See Wodrow's Jtigtory (1722), voL u. {i. &72. 
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quoted we have the placc-nune existing in 1673. It was at Greenock 
Mains that Thomji.s Richani, a man of eiglity, was trapped by a pretended 
friend, and executed by Colonel Douglas at Cumnock. 

Thonuu} Brown of Nether Well wood was an heritor at this date. 
Paterson only mentions him as having a sosine of land in Middle Tliird 
in 1705. 

Andrew Brown of Tanloes was of the same stock as those of Water- 
head. John Campbell of Auldhouse bum also possessed Crosflat, at 
least in 1646. John Richard of Burnfoot here mentioned is named 
by Paterson as of Bumfoot, only in 1714. Paterson admits, with regard 
to Kshawbum, that he has no notes respecting it. In my extract we 
luve ** John Aird, of Eshawbum, heritor in 1697,** at least. ** Glenbuick ” 
(Glenbuck) is where Messrs Finlay & Co. of (jlasgow formed lochs or 
reser%*oira about the year 1802, for supplying their works at Catrine. 

A new phase was introduced into Muirkirk civil and religious life 
by the fact that on *'28th Fehy. 1700, Tlie qlk day the shereffs comis- 
sione to Midwellwood and Tvrdoes to be Seas baillies according to the 
act of parliament not only for punishing Cirilie scamlalous {>ersons, but 
also to put the act of parliament in executione for regulating the [HX>r, 
was delivered to them and they excepted, and the Minister, with consent 
of the Seat and heritors, was given to Midwcl wood to bo keijied.'' 

Another remarkable lapse of memory is reported on the 19th January 
1701, when Tliomns Kenntfdy was brought before the session for “that 
he was weiving upon the I»nla day which he declare<i was not willfully 
done, but ane mystake,” etc. Among those pro{KMed for elders, on the 
25th February 1704, was John Lickprivick of Dalquhran. The next 
month he was objected to, on the ground tliat he luul token the “ Test" 
It was stated that, for this offence, “ho had given satisfaction.'* The 
session, however, withdrew his name, “ that they might not gi%’e offence 
to onie other." With respect to Laproik (Bums’s), shortly mentioned 
earlier in these notes, he succeeded his father in 1754, and died in 
1807, nge<l eighty. Tire John Lickprivick of Dahiuliran, in the above 
extract was, in all probability, his grandfather. 
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Very iiATticulAT were Bessions ov«r the Iteepibg of the «e%'etith dey; 
BO in the recoitts being dealt with, tunny were the ** acts “ pfisseU con¬ 
cerning its oi^TVEuicft Yet it ta tnost etmtige tliat, \viih teapect to the 
keeping of public-houaoBi, which was so jealoualy guarded by kirk- 
senBioHB, we Hud in W, Stoi!hcn''3 MUtori/ uf ths CftwjrA,^ 

quoting from the Assembly's records, that miui^ter^ sometimes 
^^kept open taverns," and theso reverend taveni-kooiwriB were ex¬ 
horted*'to koap docomni.'* A servant named " Margrct taillout^ had 
brought hoTsolf witiun the grasp of the ever-watchful sviisiou, and on 
'*IS Jnrfie 1706, the JliiiSster and all the Elders lieiug present^ after 
prayer, terdios told that he hud holden one Conrt and had appointed her 
Upon ant Lords day to come to the most patent Kirk door and their to 
be put in tho Bi'nifhnya their to stand all the time l>etwixt the second and 
last IjelJ ringing in the famooii.'* 

Perhaps the nuiat stariling and widespread disaster, hnnncially 
speaking, which tho county of Ayr ciiierifnced in the eighteenth 
century was the callapee of Messrs Douglas, Heron it iTo/a bank, wJicn, 
after the dehla due to the liank were taken into nccount, tho loss hy 
each shareholder was calculated to be £2600 per shore, Tlii.i Itank was 
the cAiLfle of Lnpraik's liuiincial ruin, although lie waa not a share¬ 
holder, It was succeeded by Messra Hunter ifc Co.* and^ in a minute 
in the session recards, is '* Dord Loudoun and Logans order to M r 
Shepherd, autliorUing him to lend the £100 stg. in the Ayr Bank."

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One more extract on banking; ” April 22, 1792. Mr Shephard formerly 
mentioned to the Session that agreeable to their desire, he had lodged 
Uiirty-one pound stg. of the poors money in the Banking hoose of Mans¬ 
field Bamsay A Co., for which sum he produced their promissory note. 
The Session approve of the same and the above note is lodged in their 
Treasurers hands." 

Concluding these notes - from Muirkirk session records, I may l>e 
permitted to soy that the only safe method of acquiring knowledge of 
the ancient history of any particular part of the country is to find 
whether there is any incontestable evidence obtainable from public 
records, or local documents or inscriptions. Certainly we possess such 
evidence wherever kirk-sessioti records ore found. Details of daily life 
as they existed in the several localities, at the same period, will, I 
venture to say, l)e found more exact, and, in certain particulars, absolutely 
true, in such records as we liave Ijeen dealing with. 
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THE INSCRIPTION ON THE DROSTEN STONE AT ST VIGEANS. 

By Dt WM. BANNERMAN, r.S.A. Scot. 

“ An incised inscription in Hibemo-Saxon minuscules in four lines, ns 
follows **:—

Such is the account given of it in the Early Chrittton Monummls of 
Scotland, 

Yet, in spite of the stylo of its lettering, the Ungunge is neither Erse 
nor Saxon. Neither is it Latin, nor Scandinavian, nor WeUh. And 
truly it is a strange thing that only by such negative evidence we are 
compelled to tlio conclusion that the writing is in the Pictish tongue. 
It is a unique inscription—the sole surviving sentence of what was once 
the language of ScotUnd from the Pentland Hills to the Pentland 
Firth. 

While Pictish in literary form U quite lost to us, fortunately the 
writings of other nationalities liave preserved the lisU of Pictish kings, 
many names of persons and of pUcea, and some few words of the general 
vocabuUry. These detached words have not esca{ied the attention of 
students; and from their study has arisen an ever-growing conviction 
that Pictish was certainly a Celtic Unguage, and almost as certainly ita 
affinities were with the Brythonic rather than with the Gaelic branch of 
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that family. It is now, indeed, ji good many yfars euice the late Dr 
Alejciuider ifachain, in a tmct upon Piotemf/s trtoifrajjhfj v/ Scafhnd 
(p. 24), held it pto'^e^l that '*the Pjcta were, as to hingUii^Bf allied to 
the Cymric hnmeh of the Celtic mce,” and that in tliis respect “the 
Piedflh niuestiou ie aottled.” 

Granted that this opinion i* correct^ the scntenixr of out insciiptiou 
idiotild ho found to conform in syntax with the rules of other sumlar 
ton^uofc Further, by nnaiysine the iiidividntd words, by disentaiiglinft 
their rootfs their iiifletiions, or other component partit, it alioulrl be 
possible witli n little thought and trouhlo to recognL^ forms cognate 
wiUi them in their kindred kngmige«, Cymric, Cornish, and Armoric. 
In short, the methods of comparative grammar should fnniUli n key to 
the problem of the Drostfin inscription. 

Tlie initial difEciilty lies in dividing the inscription into its com¬ 
ponent words. The limt won!, Drogfm, U too familiar to admit of 
doubt; oLw, it hi separated from llio content by a quasL-jmuctuatioii 
of tlircD dote in this form For iJnj rest of the script, the only relinhle 
guide to the individual words is thuir sense. There 1 wing at the same 
time no guide to the sense except the words, it may be well underetood 
that the problem, amall as it is in extent, is somewhat Imflliiig in char* 
acter. The solution hnaNy attained is that the inscription dividfis itself 
into these words: — 

" Dfcrstfu uortt tHfomu** 

For convenience of exposition the word mav be clios^ii iub a 
starting-point. The ptwition in logic la this. We assume that MOrt't 
is a word. It ie then incumbent on m to dud in one or more of the 
allied languagcfi the word which the mica of com]»miivo graniiiiar point 
out to be its homologuc. In this way its meaning and it* place in Uie 
structure of the senteiiee are ascertained. If the outcome of the process 
is such OB to lend it«lf to a fitting and rational translation of the whole 
inKtiptioii, there is a high degruf- of probabiUty that cur assumption is 
right. More tliaa that it is ijupoasiblo to plnim i 
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Proceeding, therefore, on tbe«e line*, wc propoM to compare with 
the Oomiah word wrtth, and to illustrate the latter by examples taken 
from the miracle-pUy of ThM Creation uj the Worhi (\Vhitley Stokes, 
Berlin, 1863). It is the second person singular of various tenses of 
a verb signifying to “make,” to “do"; and lieing much in use as 
on auxiliary, after the manner of the English “do," examples of its 
occurrence are not hard to find. Thus:— 

“ Adam, Adam, {tandra lereth” Line 867. 

Adam^ Adam^ tekat dost thrm f 

And again, 

“Pan terelh ♦ * ♦ ♦ thithi sacrifice.” Lino 1107. 

When thou makest thy eaerifiee. 

In these instances it is used as a present tense, but in other cases it 
implies futurity. 

“ Yn pyttma y ureth trega." Lino 1722. 

In this pit thou shall dtrelL 
[laterally, “shall make dwelling."] 

“ Na, na, ny wreth in della." tine 2014. 
iVo MO, thou shall not do so. 

In other instances the termination of the word is expanded, as 
“Predeiy prage na wre/a." Lino 157. 

Why dost thou not cemsider / 

“ Pra na wreta predery." Lino 207. 

Why dost thou not consider / 

While there ia thus^ exhibited a fairly close prima /ode similarity 
between the two words utirrt and trre/A, or irre/o, one circumstance 
having an important bearing on the case must not be overlooked. It 
is this. Wreih does not exhibit the root form of the word; it is 
deduced from it by the law of “consonantal mutation" which holds 
good in Cornish as in other Brythouic tongues. The primary form lias 
an initial consonant, as may be seen from the following examples:— 
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Mar Qtereih naha.** Line 667. 

If thoH dost deity. 

** Mar tjwrHh henna.’* Line 513. 

If thou doest that. 

** Ua mar yiereta bargayne sure.” Line 488. 

And if thou makeat thy bargain $urt. 

By undergoing still another variation the word becomes tehrdh :— 

“Y trhretb flattra,” Line 635. 

TTiou dost jtatter. 

There are thus exhibited three variations of the initial consonant of 
this Cornish word: gwreih^ the radical form; wre/A, the form known as 
the “middle mutation"; and irAre/A, the “aspirate mutation." In 
the Gaelic branch of the Celtic tongues such mutations are by no means 
quite unknown; probably^ indeetl, most of the “ mutations" of Welsh 
grammarians can l)e paralleled by the changes of initial consonants in 
Gaelic under the influence of *' aspiration" and '* eolipaia " Hut in 
Gaelic their place is subsidiary, occasionally obscure. In the Brythonic 
languages, on the otlier luind, they are an outstanding ami essentiol 
feature. 

It liocomes necessary, therefore, to have a clear uitdentanding of tlie 
position occupied by the Pictish language in regard to thb matter; 
for the assumption that the Pictish uoret is cognate with the Cbmish 
wreth, presupposes that both languages were subject to the same rule 
of consoiuujtol mutation. It may, of course, be urged that competent 
scholars have satisfied themselves that Pictish wss a Brythonic language, 
in which case it was bound to conform to the usages of those languages 
in this as in all other essential matters. That it did so conform is more 
than inference, however; it is a facL 

In the Chronuda of the Piets and Seats, p. 26, is found the luime of 
a Pictish king, Brude Pont; on p. 397 his name is spelt Bont. Now, 
B is the middle mutation of the letter P. Again, the name of Gait, 
son of Cruithne, which appears in this form on pp. 25, 323, 324, is 
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•pelt Got on p. 4, and Galt on fK 396; G Wing the middle 
mutation of C. In the story of the landing in Ireland of the six 
sons of Cruithnct the name of one of their number is spelt Drostan on 
p, 30, and on p. 325, Trostan; D being the middle mutation of T. 
Another of the kings tliat bore the name of Brude is calleil the 
son of Bili on p. 7, and on p. 399 the son of He ; F being the middle 
mutation of B. 

The corresponding mutation of G is effecte<l by dropping the letter 
altogether. Thus the Welsh word girr, "man,** becomes kt, as in 
Cornish gvrtih becomes tereih. 8o also in the Pictish chronicle many 
names are found that appear to W formed by dropping the initial G 
of the Brythonic prefix f/uor-; such are f.Vpon/, Lrgnitk, Urcant. On 
the other hand, the appellations of Drf*t Ourihinmoch, Gfft GurcirA, 
exhibit the prefix in its radical form. 

A series of instances like this cannot W explaine<l away as the outcome 
of casual mis-s{>elling. It must be due to the infiiience of grammatical 
rule, and demonstrates that upon this i>oint of grammar the comparison 
of utirrt with trnth is a legitimate operation. 

Tlie questions that are raisetl by the further collation of these two 
words concern themselves with the intercliongcability of the vowels 
uo and le, and of the final inflections -ft and -efA. llie first of these 
two points, indeed, hardly calls for discussion; it is sulficient to cite 
the variant a|>elling of the well-known name Crwort/iiyem, Gterthigem. 

The relation between the respective suffixes -et and -vfA, though in 
no way obscure, is not devoid of interest A particle of this nature, 
whose essential characteristic is the letter /, or some modification of it, 
suffixctl to the simple root of a verb, ap{>enrs to have l)een in the original 
Celtic languages the distinguishing mark of the second person singular 
of the imperfect case active. Such was, and is, iW use in the Welsh 
language. In Cornisli, as we have seen, and also in Armoric, its use 
was not confined to the imperfect tense, it was exiende<l also to the 
present, although not to the entire exclusion of the form more pro|)erly 
belonging to that situation (r/. Zeuss, Grammaiica Celtita^ 1856, p. 499). 
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Hetjc^ wiiue possible ozabiguilj r^'nnling tlie lense of wore? j but 
it ifl of acoUesajc rather than of practical iutetoau 

The vaiiatioiiB of Uib tense-eoding in th^ di^crent Celtic Jongnagea

From this point the problem preecnte/l by Die inscription becomes less 
indeterminate in its cliaracter. For, the grammatical reUtiona of Koref 
Udng determined, the quest necessary to the interfireUtion of the pre¬ 
ceding M'ord, becomea much narrowMl and facilitated. Two guiding 
conaidomtions emerge. In the first place, whatever be ita meaning, it 
lieloiigs to the limited clnsa of words that govstn the middle mutation uf 
a following verb. In the eccond place, it occupies a position tbot is 
usually fllletl by one or other of the " pre-verlm] particles." These, it

For, given an original coittbinatiou of the roots, ijf—ft#, nothing ta more 
to be cx|»att!d than the coalescence of the conDonants t and ft to form 
the single letter jo. In this way, for example, the familiar word ajier^ 
Aher, the mouth " of a stream, literally the ” in-bringing" of the water, 
is derived from the coalescence of (d, a pro^tosition cognate witli Latin 
“ad+** and f*Br, n root cognate with Latin “fer-o ” fi, 169)^ 

It is notew^Dtthy also, tliat as parts of the verb to be bring about 
middle mutation, or Icnution of the following consonant (^tmehnn, ojk 
eih, p. Ifi), so too the particle ijH exhibits the sauio property—a property 
which the cntresfioiidiiig Welsh particle has long lost, but which it 
retaineil at the time when that Langnagif was finii coniitiitLed to writing. 

There was n period in Welsh when the particle wjia ytiti l>eforc %'owels, 
and yd with Jcikution before cciisonanis" (Streeban, p. 54), 

The remaining w^ard, teli/orvu^, occupies two ltn« of the inscription, 
hilt it dow not fill thorn. Thu first lino rontaina the letters ttffor, 
Rucccedcil by a blnuk sjwicc which might coiihiin two lotlem moTe, anil 
the rest of the letters, c u s, sm carried forwanl to the snccetHling line. 
There orisea coneerjnotttly nn appoaraiico of disjunction between the two 
parts uf the word, which seems, however, to bn fftlLucioiiis, It U worthy 
of remark that there is a similnr space after the cuQtpIeted word 
in the opening line, ivhich is filled in with three dote whereas in the 
case of the iiicomploted word iitfor these are wanting ; hut it wouJd lift 
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hanl to say whether this difference of treatment is meant to have any 
signification or not. The real and effective reason for regarding 
as a single word is that it makes the inscription intelligiUe. 

Proceeding to resolve this wonl into its component parts, one is struck 
with the agreement between the first syllable, ett, and the Welsli prefix 
ft-, ac/-, which has the same signification as the Latin re, ** again.** This 
prefix is represented in all the Celtic languages. In Gaelic it is aiih. 
In the Celtic names of the classic writers it is o/i* or o/e-, as in Aie- 
bodu-u$. 

If tit be thus a prefix, the next syllable,/nr, may lie exiiectetl to repre¬ 
sent the root proper. In seeking a clue to its meaning, one is again 
struck with the similarity between ett/or and the common Welsh word 
eJi/or, “penitent**; in old Welsh fiiuar. The associated noun, etii- 
/eirtfrh^ ** repentance," connects the root with the verb ffeirio, “ to turn," 
in English, *' to peer." It will lie observed that in this series of words 
the letter/ varies in value as the letters/, r, and w do in English; but 
io Coniish it reuebes a farther and final degree of attenuation. It 
undergoes complete elision; and, the vowels being concomitantly 
shortened, the word tdi/rirKth becomes u ilissyllable, etldrek^ eddrag, 
pddrark, or the like. Most frequently used as a noun, this word also 
serves for an adjective, as in ny pytk pddraeJe^ “ he will not lie repentant" 
[CretUUm of the World, lino 717). While, therefore, eddrark os a 
noun is fairly com|ianible with the Welsh etlifeineeh, on the other hand, 
eddrark as an adjective may no lesa fairly lie brought in line with the 
Gaelic aidreeh, aUhrtarJi, “repentant." The Cornish word also exhibits 
B variant form, yddroge (Crtation, line 2043), edrege, which Zenss ((7rapi, 
Celt., p, 872) considers equivalent to the old Gaelic oithirge, “pccni- 
tentia." It may lie doulited whether the final s is of quite the ssroe 
vslue in the Cornish os in the Gaelic word ; but that the two words are 
practically homologous is not o{ien to dispute. In the relation of aithirge 
to other words in the Gaelic tongues is found the final solution of the 
Pictiah word rtt/orrut. Aiihirge in modem Irish is written aithrighe 
{(/Reillyfe Diet., ndt roce); while lioth in Irish and in .Scottish Gaelic 
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Uie usual form of tbs word is aUhrtcchiu^ which etymologically is an 
abstract noun formed from the adjective aithnadt. By analogy di/orcu* 
may be resolved into its elements :— Ett^ the prefix ; /or, tlie root j sc, 
adjectival suffix; us, suffix converting the adjective into an abstract noun.

To recapitulate, tlie inscription consists of the words Droderty ipe 
ttoret ett/orcu$f which may be parsed and construed as follows:— 

Drodeiu—The vocative case of Uie personal name Drodtn j perlia|Mi 
more correctly written Troden in the nominative case. 

Jpg ,—A pre-verbal particle, synonymous with the Welsh yd, followed 
by the root of the verb ftocf, ** to be," and governing the middle 
mutation of the succeeding consonant. It is capable of being 
rendered in English by such periphrasis as ** it is the case that,” 
but it is best left untranslated. 

Uoret .—Tbo second i^rson singular probably of tlie imperfect tense 
of a verb whose root is yur, yor, " to work." Its initial consonant 
is in middle mutatioiL 

Ett/orau .—Accusative case of an abstract noun meaning "repentance." 

Thus ends our investigation of this sentence of a forgotten language. 
Word by word, almost letter by letter, we have tested it by comparison 
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witii the other tongues to which it is sllied. It may be that we have 
not been able to avoid error, even grave error; but we have aimed at 
accuracy and believe that we are not far from truth in translating the 
inscription as, 

Dkostin', Tuou wbouoht’st Rkpkstaxc*.

NOTE ON A HOARD OF SCOTTISH COI.S8 RECENTLY FOUND AT 

LINLITHGOW. By GEORGE MACDONALD. LLD.. CtnuToa or Coins. 

A hoard of coins was found in March 1910 in a garden at Na 354 
High Street, Linlithgow, about 4 feet under tlie surface, and enclosed 
in a leather bag or purse, which was so much decayed that it fell to 
pieces in the liandling. 

The coins recovered and submitted fur examination by the King's 
Remembrancer numliered 194 in ail. Two of them were of silver, and 
the remainder of billon. Both of the silver pieces were fairly well 
preserY'ed. Much of the billon, on the other hand, was in very poor 
condition, a natural result of the inferior quality of the metal employed. 
In many iiutances it proved impassible to determine the precise variety 
to which a given “plack** or **bawbee” belonged. Only a general 
classification could, therefore, be attempted. The result is shown in 
the list which is appended. will be seen, it is clear that the coins 
must have been withdrawn from circulation in the second half of the 
sixteenth century. Proljably the hoard was buried not long after 1569, 
the date of the latest of the pieces it contained.

UNDESCRIBED SCULPTURED STONES AND CROSSES .\T OLD LUCE, 
FARNELL, EDZKLL. LOCULEB, AND K1RKMICHAEL(BANFF8HIBEX 
WITH SOME LATE MEDIEVAL MONUMENTS AT PAKTON (KIRK¬ 
CUDBRIGHTSHIRE), MAUYTON, AND WICK. Bv F. a EELES, 
F.8.A.SCOT.. F.R.Hiht.8. 

Kiuumxiits of Tuker Early Cbobseb at Old Luck, WiorowssiiiRK. 

The parish church of Old Luce, near tlie north-eAat corner of Luce Hay, 
in Wigtownshire, was rebuilt about 1821, acconling to the Netr Staii^imi 
Areouni. Tliree fragmenU (figa. 1-3) of early sculptured croaaea have l>e«n 
built into the north wall, a little distance to the cast of the north traiisept. 
Much broken, partly overflowed by cement, and covered with whitewash, 
they are not easily seen, and it is almost impoMiblo to get satisfactory 
rubbinga of them. Each seems to be jiart of a separate cross. 

No. 1.—A fragment of a slab (fig. 1), witli part of an incised crom and 
incised boirler ornament. The cross is surroundetl by a circle, and 
the spaces between the arms are tilled with u simple incised key 
pattern, leaving between the ornaments a cross with {Mtabolio hollow 
angles. The cross would have l»ceu 1 foot wide, including the 
surrounding circle. The key [uttem lietween Uic amts is not unlike 
that on the slab of Conaing MKrongliail at Clonmacnoisc, Ireland, 
No. 1014, on p. 360 of Early Chtitiian Mimuments oj Sc.tAland. The 
key pattern lionler cunsiata of two facing rectangular tunis alternating, 
the simplest form, very like Na 886 in A^/y Chri$iian MonvmenU. 

No. 2.—A fragment of a slab (fig. 3), showing part of a cross within a 
circle. Outside the circle there U a triangular comer space filled hy 
interlaced work of a common typ<*. The cross oppears to have been very 
similar to that on No. 1. 

No. 3.—A fragment (fig. 3) of the head of n free-standing cross (T), 
with expanded ends to the anus. The stone is too far embedded in the 
wall, and too much broken, to enable one to decide the exoct nature of 
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the croRft^ nnd Arhethor oi n&t the arms wete ctmneete^l by a eireiUar ring. 
In the eeiilTe of the cTosii- a miui]] l'.K>sa is fotniej wjthi}:i a cijiculAr incised 
line, Atiil each ntni i» nmninented with an mterlaned knot, somewhat after 
the manner of that on the single arm of a cnoes found nt Cairn, 
Cumnock, Cg, 505 in Karl^ Chri^iau jf/onumwi/ii, p. 474. The knobs 
are disctninceted, like tho« on WhiLljotn, No. 0, %, B28 in

Tlicse two fragments of crosses are lying on the north side of the 
{Mirish church of Fsrnell, in Forfarshire, The present church was built 
in 1806, upim, or close to, the site of the old pariah church, which wna 
probably iledicate<l to St Ninian, and about 7 miles south of Ilrerhin, 
not far from the landward end of Montrose liasio.

No. 1 is a wheel-headed cross (fig. 4), of a type which seems to be 
exceedingly rare in tlie north east of Scotland. Wheel-headed nrusses 
are found in Ualloway, but they are chiefly characteristic of Man, 
Cumbria, Wales, and ('omwall. This {larticular cross is peculiarly like 
certain Coniish crosses. It does not seem easy to find other examples of 
this type in Scotland, although there is a small cross head recently 
unearthed at Tullich, in West Alwrdcenshire, which is not dissimilar. 

The heod is circular, 16 inches across, and from 34 inches to 4 inches 
thick. The remaining portion (about 2| to 3 inches) of the sliaft shows 
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that it was very inirn^w, c»sly acuiie 4 Iriuliea wfde^ The IiakeI h n plaiih, 
tmpicrewl and the enww BtniiLhi out ip low relief upon euch side of 
it. The arttw of iJie cro^ are thin (about l| iiieheo i^fide), and tlio aides 
am parallel. The eross Is tilted or inclined in u pculior munnor, anil 
not the upper part oidy, but tliu ^^'bole cross, which on one aide Icoun 
over to tha sjjeutator’e right, the top of the etmoi lieiug uhcnit 2 inches 
to the right of an imaginary vertical line drawn tiirough the middle of 
the disc, and the foot of the cross a corresponding diatnnee to the left. 
On the other side of the inoutijuent (fig. 5) the cross \s tilted In an

exactly similar manner,, htit in the opposite direotioiL The arms of the 
crosa are of equal length, extending to the edge of the heaih lUc hrwesi, 
on the stfriu of the CTO&Sr dying into the ilut surface of the stone at the 
top of the ahaJh Tile taiaed cross, is made more distinct by an incised 
line at its edge ^ this ia uiore prominent on one mde thnn on the other. 

Crosses with uupivrced, dbcdiko wheel heads fire eoMiuon all over 
CorII wall, ami are oruainsntod iu various wajis, sometimes with a Greek, 
sometimes with a Latin cross, aud sometimes with u Bgurs of emr Ijjrd. 
Thsy awmi to Ik* of various diites. Their arc several very like the 
example under discusaiou, having the plain crom in low relief; in at least 
one cose the vnm lujiug tilted ou one side in some what the same wuy, 
f.i/., rtt Trevalga, iu (JtU Ciftnuh Lnngdon, p TjO. 
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No. 2 coluifltA of Uie up}>cr paui of what se«ms to liavo Wit u friHs 
titanding crow with a connecting ring, the opposite faces of which are 
shown in fig*. 6 and 7. Nothing of the cross remains below the arms, 
so that it is impossible to say definitely that the head was not engaged 
with a slab, but this seems unlikely. Tlte arms do not project beyond 
the drcumference of the ring, and they only expami very slightly; they 
are slightly raised above the circular ring. There seems to have been 
no central Itoss, and there are remain* of interlaced work at the inter¬ 
section. Tlic whole fragment is much worn. It is about 11^ inches 
wide ocrow the arms of the cross, and about inches thick. 


ScuLPTUfuiD Slab at Hdzkll, Forfaksuikk.^ 

This is a rough slab of rather soft roil sandstone, 4 feet 4 inches 
long by 2 feet 3 inches wide. It is preserved in the only remaining 
portion of the old parish church of Edxell. the interesting late fifteenth- 
century south transept, which still stands, intact and roofed, in the 
churchyanl a sliort distance aliove Edxcll Castle. 

The stone (fig. 8) is carted with interlaced work of on extremely 
irregular and debased kind. At one end the pattern runs across the 
slab, at the other end the pattern rniis down one side, in lioth cases in 
a more or less confused mass. On the side of the stone opposite the 
interlacing work which runs lengthway^ is a spreading design of 
indeterminate elmmcter, something like a long, nigged leaf. Between 
the two patches of interlacing, two circles may lie distinguished, one 
about 9 inches wide, the other about 8 inches. They appear to be 
connected, and to Iiave been a kind of Ule imitation of the double disc 
uniament of the earlier monuments of the district. The discs are 
divided and partly surrounded by some rather tangliMl interlnceil 
ornament, the position of which may Imve been suggested by the

This inoiLuiueut is of interest froni its luitisuol cliataeter. Bearing a. 
sii|>eriicial neseinbiance to the e]ai>oruU)ly carced stones of the best 
jwriod of Celtic art, it is evidently u later imitation of thctiv probnhiy

not earlier than the early jart of the twelfth contury, 1»fore the 
introdcietion of tlie meditcvitl type of monnmcnt and iwfore the older 
art Initl been fargotlein Degraded survivals of interlaced work, and 
other early forms, itre coinmoii in the West liigh lands, and aro to be 
found of OS Iiite dnto as the eovt>nteenth century, lii tbu Went, the 
CoUiu forms were absorbed and adapk^d, and not displaced, by the art of 
Gothic timEw, Rut it was otherwise in the district cast of Dnimaibaii. 
Tliere the Celtic or Plcti^th forms dinappnined both earlier rtiid at once, 
Such degnuled survivals of the older form* oA this Edrell atone nra 
nimoat non-existent in the Eni^t of ScotlaTid, and it is lliercrom 
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flugge8t4Hl that this luoiiamrnt is of much earlier tUte than the simihu 
survivals in the West.

On the moorland in the middle of Gleu Elsk, beside a track leading 
westaranU from near the K{>isco|Ml Church at Tarfside, some 4 miles

from Lochlee and on the side of the hill called the Howan, stands a 
rugged boulder (fig. 9), one side of which has been flattened, and upon 
it a Latin cross roughly indicated by parallel incised linos, or rather 
shallow grooves, for they are from 1 to inches wide and enclose a 
cross about 5 inches wide. The stone itself is about 1 foot 8 inches 
brood and about 2 feet 6 inches in height It is in n leaning position,

Tbia (&g. tO) ia perhaps a chujtibjard cros^. It is kjioM^ii n!^ St 
Michaers CrosSp and stands on tlie south side of the churcli, al>out 
opjx«itc the place where the principal entrance would have liesn in 
ancient times. The height La alnut 4 feet T inches^, the hronflth across 
the arms 2 feet 3 irtchca, the centre ^d the anus I foot 7 ^ inches below 
the top of tlio CKMM. The shaft and anna are alightly fattened and taper. 
The edges ore rounded, and the top of the crosji. niiJ the cuds of the 
arm# are ahto somewhat roumled. The shaft is aiwut L fool x 9 iuche# 
nt tiio base, about 7 inches thick at the top, and the ami# are about 
G inches thick. In the middle, at the intersection of the armo, there is 
a circular depr^triii, like a cup mark, on onch side. On one aide thn 
depression meosuree SJ inches wide hy 2J inche# deep, and, on the other, 
3 to 3^ inches wide by 2 inches deep.

Just inside the door of the intxlern church la prevervad s small 
fragment of sii effigy of ti priest tjarvcd in low relief. The fragment 
(fig- I*!) includes portions of tlie lower jjftrt of the effiify with a few 
inches of the surrounding band, which contained the inscription, the 
remaining words being *'qiii S otjijt S.** The lettering is ordinary 
bUcls letter, the liand being sunk and the letters raised. The stops 
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jsopflTflting tha words an? of a coiuiuoa typoj RDiiicwhnt likfl the letter 
“S” rcvi^rtied. flie cLilo ]'« probably the first half of tha jjiitcenth 
ceiitUT}'^ if one can judge from this ocfBp of the mncrlptiori. Whet 
left of the effigy itself nliowi a few inclieji of iho mid of the tliaidDhle, 
the two enclH of the fttole, and the skirt of the alho. na" figure must 
hove bwii of eieaptionnl inte««h the vestnisnls represented are very 
ricJi, The chasuble shows llio hose of on orphrey aWut 3 inehes wide 
ritoning up ilie miildle, and on each side a little over 2 tnchen of 'irlmt 
aj}|H!iirH to have been a lioolcr rautid the ej|ge of the vestment. Thifi 
bonier must have been of unusual witUli, and, like the orplirey, is 
embroidered with a rioh ilesign eonsisthig of a twmn.Hl stem brejihing into 
leaves or tlowera on alterimto sides. A similar design U rB|ireaont<Hl mi 
the Btole, and^ coui pared ivitU the charaen'r of embroidery genemlly 
abowii HI rtpresuntations of t'othic vfcitUrtentR, is unusuany free, and 
Very heavy and rich. But this riehnsss of embroidery and freedom of 
design seem lo have been combintah at this late iieriod, with a very 
niii.^vo and heavy style, not at all suitable for vsaLinents. It was tlie 
introcluction of such embroidery whieU led lo tlie cutting dtiwn of tbe 
large and gniecfuj (iothic chm-uiblff into tlio (tjlf and ugly vestment which 
grew fashionable on tho Cmitinent after tlie Beoaissanco. Wo have hero 
unly a mere scrap of the elmsiiblc, and it is therefore im[H:Hiaib|e to say 
what the ??hRjie must have Wii j but if one tuny judge from tiie chancier 
of the embroidery as well as the very late type of alole-oml, it wsa more 
probably somewlmt rediicfsi in iii*e than of the full mcdimvnl sbnjm. 
The flffigjr' nicisoil oti the !«lah at Oatbisiw, deseril>nd in our 
vol. sliii. p, 312, has a cliusuble smoJlar and 3 l'.» full than the mty'ority 
of Gutbic chaiiiiblea^ and in the Wr^l High lamia a curiuue and perhaps

in cluiractcr, is not of itself sulKcienl to justify the sssumption that the 
chasuble of this Partoii effigy was of the same type os those of the West 
liighbiotl ffgtirea. The West Highland chasubles have narrow, plain 
orphreys, oven when the rest of the vestment is covered witli uroament; 
the cluuuble seldom, if ever, falls so low in front, and is generally more 
acutely iminted. And the West Highland maniples* are invariably of 
the very narrow ty|)e almost universal in mediieval times, unlike the 
stole shown here. 

Tlie stole is |)erhaps the most remarkable feature shown in this 
fragment.. Fortunately both ends are left. Tlie width is unusual, 
nearly 3 inches above the splayed ends, and 4| inches at the ends 
themselves. Tlie stole and maniple in Gothic times were generally 
very nairow, in England sometimes extremely so. On the Continent, 
after the Reformation, they began to be maile wider and shorter and 
the ends were more splayctl, imleed the moilern French stole has been 
called '*s|Mi<leendeil." Continental effigies, even in Gothic times, 
sometimes show wider stoles than we lind in British exuroidea, end in 
the present case it would not bo unreasonable to look for Continental 
influence. Across the end of the stole which hangs on the right side 
of the figure is the holy natnn "iheaus” followed by an oninmental 
stois and across the end on the left side the first two letters of " maria,** 
the rt'St being broken away. There is a short fringe of the usual kind, 
1 inch in depth. This is the only case known to the writer of the two 
ends of a stole lieing treated in it different manner, ami the whole 
treatment is unlike anything that is at all usual in England, or in the 
effigies of the onlinary or English typo in Scotland.* 

' Th«> maniple or fsaon is nmrlj always exactly like the stole, except, uf course, 
as rt'KanIs len^. West Highland effigies rarely show the stole. 

^ The width of the stole and maniple on the effigy of Rislicp SineUir (1) in 
biiiikcM Cathedral is 1] inches in each case. Tlie thirteenth'Centiiry episcopal 
effigy in the crypt of tilasgow Cathedral shows a stole of about the same width and a 
maniple very little wider. A fifU-r nth-century effigy of a {trieat at loiton, 
Bedfordshire, lias the maniple the same width and the stole inebea. The effigy of 
a bishop III 8t Margaret's, Leicester, has a maniple only 1 inch broad, widening to 
1| inchea at the end. 
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No uppnrol is shown on the skirt of the »lbe- Tlie absence of an 
apparel wotild indicate a late date and fterhaps Continental influence, 
but it b nut possible to say that the makers of the efhgy did not intend 
to show one, aa effigies of this kind were generally painted, and the 
npiiarel may have been iminUnl on the albc without licing carvetl. 


Snans at Marytox, FoBKAKsniHa. 

In the vestry of the |Kirish churcli of Mary ton, Forfarshire, on the 
south aide of Montrose liasin, are preserved two mediieval sepulchral 
slabs, both aufortunntely iuiiwrfect. 

No. 1, which is shown in fig. 15, has a cross inciaeil upon it, and a 
sword laid u|>on the cross. The head of Uie cross is formed by four 
circles set close together, and the top of the handle of the swonl is 
immediately below the head of the cross. 

There is an inscription in bold, incised block letter along each side 
of tlie slab near the edge; it rea<ls :—

No. 2, shown in fig. 16, is in low relief. It has a sunk boriler 4 
inches wide, with a ruisnl black-letter inscription and an interesting 
effigy, the legs of which are in armour and tho body np|)arently in the 
ordinary dress of the |»eriod. The sleeves are puffed aitd pleated, a 
cloak hangs on tho figure’s Wk, and a sword from the waist. The 
bunds appear to Ite fohled in prayer. The slab is broken off altove the 
hands of the ftgun^ The effigy occupuw only tho up|H!r jiart of the 
slab; the lower {Mirl is filled by an elalwMte ouit of arms, with the 
initials V in the bottom corners outside the shield.

Ill the biiriu] aislo of the Sinclairs of Stirkoke, a short distance 
eastward of the present {lariali chuirh of Wick, is preserved a curious 
recumlient monumental etligy (fig. 17) of probably the fifteeotli or 
early part of the sixteenth century. The figure is that of an ecclesiastic: 
it is vested in a long, loose, cossock-liko garment with luurow, but loose 
aleeves, and a kind of large collar at the neck. The hrad has a large 
tonsure, round whicli is a fringe of fairly hmg hair. Tlie hands are 
cla«ped in prayer. On the breast lies a cross with notclnd ends at the 
arms; small round bosses are shown on the arms of the cross and on 
the top of a smnll lozenue-sliA|)ed addition nt the iutorsection. These 
seem to lie intended to represent jewels. 

The feet of the figure rest upon a lion; the head reats on a fiat 
cushion with small tassels. 

Tradition has it that this is n figure of St Fergus, the patron saint 
of Wick, and a few years ago .Mr dohn Nicolson, Nybster, made an 
elaborate framework of stone to suppoK the effigy, which was then 
placetl outside tlie Court House. This erection was afterwards de¬ 
molished, and the stones which formed it, together with the effigy, 
were place<l in the Stirkoke aislo in the churchyard. Unfortunately, Mr 
Nicolson refacMl nearly the whole of tlie effigy, so that it is difficult to 
know how much of the existing detail is original. Tluit it is not an 
image of St Fergus is clear, and it is also clear that it is a recumlient

monuiueiital effigy of aii ecclesiastic, taken no doubt from the old 
church.

SCULPTURED MONUMENTAL SUBS, ETC, IN SKYE. 
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V. 

NOTES OF SCULPTURED MONUMENTAL SLABS, AN UKDKSCRIBED 
SYMBOL STONF^ STANDINO STONES, BROC'HS, AND OTHER ANTI* 
yUlTIES IN SKYE. Bt FRED. T. MACLEOD, F.S.A, Scot. 

In the spring of the pre!»ent year, while on a visit to the Isle of Skye, 
I took the opportunity of inflecting four hurial-grounds within a radius 
of 16 miles of Duo vegan Castle—at Skeabost, Kilmuir (Dun vegan), 
Trunipnn, and OltMidale. In cooh case my search was rewarded by the 
discovery of several stones of considerable interest, and further, in the 
cases of Glendale, Tnim|Kin, and Skealiost, by the discovery of on 
ancient ropan-itnuti'lh^ or baptismal font. 

In general characteristics the Skye burial-grounds do not differ from 
those in other Highland imrishes. Unkempt and neglected places, 
situated in the miilst of barren moorlaixl, or upon soinu rocky headland, 
they form a striking contrast to our city cemeteries. 

Skkadost Bl'riai^^irouno. 

Skealiost burial-ground is situated within a stone’s-Uirow of Skealnist 
Bridge |ioitt office, aliout 6 miles from Portree. Adjacent to it there 
ore ruina which Indicate the existence in early times of a chnrch of 
considerable size and importance. Tlie site of the biirial-ground itself 
is upon land which, under normal conditions, is a small {leninsnln, hut 
which in times of heavy floods and severe weather is quickly converted 
into an island. The alisenco of access in times of AoikI involves great 
srlf-sarritice, when the coffins have, of necessity, to be borne by the 
followers through water many feet deep. 

The first stone of interest I found here was a monumental slab with 
a full-length effigy in relief, resting in a rccumlient fiosition in a little 
sqiuire building, which at one time, obviously, formed {lart of the 
church. The atone was of such a sixe and the effigy atood out in such 
strong relief timt it was impossible to procure a rubbing of it; and 
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the building woe so confined and dark that a satbfactory photograph 
could not be obtained. Tlie sculptured figure is that of a man in 
armour, both hands grasping a sword of considerable size. 

Just outside this little building was another monumental slab, so 
much broken that it wu impossible to recognise anything except tliat 
it contained a similar figure of a warrior grasping a sword. 

About twenty yards to the aoiith-west was a third monument of similar 
design, by far tlie liest specimen of the three. Tlie stone was in a

recumbent position, but I had it lifted on end and photographed 

(fig- 0- 

The figure of the man in armour is enclosed in a Gothic niche, and is 
excellently carved in the usual style of the West Highland effigies. This 
monument (as doubtless also the other two) was doing duty to mark a 
not very ancient burial, and on it there were comparatively mn<len> 
initials, which, I was informed, refer to a family of MoeSweens. 

There is also another stone carved in a primitive and curious manner, 
to which an interesting tradition is attached. It is a recumbent monu¬ 
ment in memory of a woman who was killed by a bull. Tlie car>'ed 
figure is that of the skeleton of a woman, the sex licing indicated by the 
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presence of what appears to a “ mutch ” round the skulL On cither 
side of the skeleton two hoof-marks are carved to indicate the manner 
uf death. 

Having been informed that an ancient coiMn-baifiulh or baptismal 
font bad been seen in this burial-ground. I made inquiries, and located 
the place where it by. Until comparatively recenUy it was entire, but 
now, owing to the effect of the weather and neglect, it is gradually 
breaking up. It is simply n rough-hewn hollowed-out stone, with no 
omaroontation.

K 11 .MUIR Bubial-obounik 

This iMirial-giound is situated on rising land overlooking Dimvegan 
Loch, about three hundred yards from the hotel, on the left-hand side 
of the road leading to Portree. Here there are also the roofless ruins of 
an old church (fig. 2). Above one of the entrances is the date 1694, 
hut, judging from the obvious ngo of some of the monumental stones in 
cloM proximity, there can l*e little doubt that there was a burial-ground 
long enterior to that date. Local tradition indicates that the present 
ruined church is not the original church erected upon the silo, and that 
the burial-ground is much earlier in date. One portion of the old 
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bailding has been enclosed vith railings^ and now forms the burial* 
ground of the MacLeods of Dunvegan. One portion of this enclosed 
building bean the date 1836, at which time evidently this portion of the 
old church was reserved os the burial-place of the MacLeod family. 

In the adjacent churchyard there is the well-known monument (fig. 3) 
erected by Simon Fraser of Lovat in memory oL his father, who died

in Dunvegan Castle in 1699, when on a visit to the chief of that day. 
The inscription (which is an interesting one) is carved on a marble slab, 
which unfortunately, some years ago, was broken across. The monu¬ 
ment generally was becoming ruinous, but the present chief has 
renovate<l It and replaced the inscription. Themonument, it is 
believed, was erected in or about 1699. 

There are three interesting recuiultent slabs in this churchyard. One 
is to the memory of tlio Uev. Norman Macleod, who was minister of 
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Durinuh about 150 years ago. Another (fig. 4) ia to the memory of a 
member of the MacLeod family, on which the various emblems are well 
indicated. The third ia a reeumlient stone, of which I took a rubbing 
(fig. 5, p. 379). It is finely sculptured in relief, having a long sword 
with lobated pommel and reversed qiiillons in the centre, surrounded by 
foliage ornament, designed more nntnralistically tlian ususl, for the stem, 
from one side of which the branches proceed, goes up the left-hand side 
of the slab, quite close to the margin, Wnds sharply across the top, and

pnicetnls reversely down the right-haint side, as shown by the angle at 
which the branches on that side meet the stem. 

There are one or two other old atones of interest which I had nut 
tiine to exanrine, one in |iartioular being, I am informed, tho oldest in 
the chiirchyanl, and representing, among other things, an angel holding 
an open Imok. In examining the old sbrncs, I was surprised to God 
that a good many of the ornamental portions of the church have been 
utilised to form the lioaea upon which rest many of the recumbent 
stones. 

Burials frtim the surrounding districts, embracing a radius of ten or 
twelve miles, are still common in this churchyard. A somewhat 
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stiikinjT featiii?e in eoiinection with ImriAla in ibis as aUw iu 

coiLiiectioii with biLTiois in ntJiur i;hurtliyaT(lB in Skye, b lltc fsct ibaL 
there are no reeugnbed gravedfggere, nor b a grave jttepired prior to 
the atrivnl of the futieraJ partj% The cuetc»ii] to tliia day is for raembera 
r»f the deceased 'h hmiUy aatd friends tbem^uelvee to dig the grave after 
the arrival of ihe body at the clmrchyanli sod to do all the iietea«ipy 
olhcee whieb are performed by recogubed oITit-iatB in distrieta on the 
maitilauLL It may be inentioncd that Boswell records the fact that 
■luring the visit of Dr Johnson niid hitnMlf to Dunvegan iu 1773 he 
wiLs a wittiew to the ideiitical practice to which I have just refemHl, 
LTpwartb of 100 yemrs prior thereto, the kirk-iesiHon of Rothesay 
recognLa»i tkie inonivcnUncc of exich n proceedlngi and pussoil a minute 
ordaining the “hocking’' of gi»v« prior Ui the arrival of the eorptse for 
biirkh It ia n somewlial striking ctreumBtance that a practice which 
wcla condenme<l ws fur hack ub 1660 in one district of the Wesleni 
Iriondv aliould reinatn the recogniseil method of procedure in the 
year 1910. 

Thuj<I'A>' BumAL-oitousu, 

This b;irial'gtt>uud, still used for intermenlB, is sitiinted ubout 13 
or li 111 ilea north-west of Dunvcgniit I lie nearest village to it lieing 
Stidn, in the district of Wntcrfiish. In ibis cose also thijre nits ruins of 
an oldclnirch (fig, 6, p, 330), It Is difhcult to conceive a aituatiou more 
remote and more cXjHaiCii, coinnmnd iiig, os it docs, a nuigniHcciil sea-view 
and a considerable portioii of the coast of Skye. Tliere nra bora two 
recumbent stones of considcrAhlc interest, of which 1 took rubbings. 

One ^fig. 7) has in the centre a two-banded swohl with straight 
quillona, terminating in rc^cltc^ The top of the stone ubove the avroril 
bus n s^^tiare design of foliage, with eight branobea radiating from n 
common centre. On cither aide of the awonl-hilt ore nondQscrijvt 
animals, whose tails ore protongeil into a wnvy scpoll of foliage, with 
large Icafogo inroceediug down each side of the blade to the 
of the atouo.

hrocUs were in a much l»6ttcr slate of preaen’ntion, and that there were 
ivell-formed galleries, which the schoolboys used to delight to la-netrato. 

It may lie of interest to note that Mr Mackenzie, factor far lilacLeod 
of MacTjstnl, informed me of a broch near Stman, wliich ho said wo* 
ill excellent condition, because of the foot that there are few croftors’ 
dwellings in the vicinity, and thereforo not the same ojiporiunity for 
its demolition. He further mentioned the existence of two ancient 
Cumuli, near Ilong which havo not y et been investigated- Mr .\l scknimo's 
belief is that if a proper and systuniatic investigation were made of 
tiiese tunmll, and also of the brochs^ many inlcreating relics would 
Ito found. 

Dux Hallax. 

Tlik broch (Gg. Ifi) it diflarent from others in the iolaad, in respect 
of it being the smalleiit in distnctcr of any I have seen. It is situatml 
in Wstemisli, and is easily rDoognised from thn fobaI Victwecn Dunvegau 
and Tmm|tan. I had no opportunity to tahe any measuroments. Tlieta 
is one distinct chamlior on the right-hnnd side of the eutrancs, and 
indications of one corresponding on the left-hninl side. The antranco 
to the broch, as in the case of thu brocb at Dunnsdaie, is on the side 
furtheet from Che itxul. The btocli occupies the top of a knoll, whicli 
is pretty steep on three sides. Another differmicQ is that, soi for os 1 
could gather, there iros but one single wall, S or B feet in thickness. 
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As in tho case of the other brcichs, tlie mtenio] cotirtynnl is IBIled with 
a great mass of dehHa. The ina^nry of this hrocli, u will ba seen 
from tho photography is at least 14 feob ID heigh^ bucI the atones am 
BjmmcLrically placed one on the top of each other, withotiintiy cementing 
aul)Btanc& One is at once struck by the aiie and weight of Individual 
stones.

Prefatory Note. 

Ellnvcn Travel*, which were given a* AddUionol Items in the First 
Supplementary List, but were not included in the Index, are cntcretl 
in the Index of this List. 

This Second Supplementary List doe* not contain many item* that 
are of much importance, and it may be regarded as the Final Supplement 
80 far as I am concerned ; hut no doubt there are still Travel* in Scotland 
not a few that have e8ca|)cd me. The List, however, a* it now stand*, 
consisting of 1116 item*, is believed to be a* full a List os ho* been 
made for any country, and it i* hoped that it may prove useful 
occasionally to writers about Scotland. 

There are no item* in this third List to which 1 have particularly to 
direct attention, but there ore some that ore little known, and that have 
features of interest. Many person* write account* of Travel who have 
little or no fitness for the task, and, on the other hand, many {letsons are 
known to have travelled much in Scotland, and to have been pains' 
taking and capable observers, who have left no record of what they saw 
and heard. Tlie history of the country would have been richer and 
fuller if these travellen, especially those of Uie sixteenth and seventeentli 
centuries, had left us narratives of wliat came under their oliaervation. 

I have appended a list of additions to the items in the main List and 
in the First Supplomontary List, and alsc» a list of Uie corrigenda in the 
two Lbta that I have as yet discovered. No doubt other desirable 
changes will come to my notice. It is satisfactory tliat tUatinct errata 
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are few in number. But I have iiulicated a considerable number of 
amplifications, making the information oa to some of the items fuller 
and better. Of course none of the additions or corrections I have made 
can refer to the items in the Second accompanying Supplementary Lbt, 
which is itself as full and correct as 1 can at present make it, but which, 
after a time, may also be iMsttcred by some changes, not now api>arent.
